"Corner"  was  conducted  in  the  first  instance  by  Mr.  J. 
'Cargill  Brough,  F.C.S.,  then  for  over  thirty  years  by  Mr. 
Richard  Moss,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  Dublin,  one  of  the  first 
prizemen,  and  latterly  by  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin,  of  Edin- 
burgh, who  also  as  a  student  was  a  first  prizeman. 

For  many  years  two  book  prizes  (value  10s.  6d.  and  5s.) 
have  been  awarded  every  month,  besides  three  prizes  (value 
two  guineas,  one  guinea,  and  half  a  guinea),  with  parchment 
certificates  to  those  who  have  secured  most  marks  in  the  six 
■  competitions  comprising  the  Winter  Tournament.  All 
students  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy  are  eligible  to  compete, 
end  may  enter  for  the  monthly  prizes  at  any  time. 

The  exercises  are  usually  in  the  qualitative  analysis  of  a 
mixture  of  two  or  three  salts,  samples  of  which  are  sent  to 
students  win  apply  for  them  on  a  date  generally  published  in 
the  third  issue  of  the  month.

SOCIETY  OF  PUBLIC  ANALYSTS. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  on 
Wednesday,  April  1.  Mr.  R.  R.  Tatlock  (President)  read  a 
paper  on 

Lead  in  Tartaric  Acid,  Cream  of  Tartar,  and  Baking- 
powders. 

In  this  he  took  exception  to  the  standard  for  lead  recently 
laid  down  by  Dr.  Macfadyen,  on  the  ground  of  insufficient 
■data  or  evidence,  and  gave  figures  from  his  own  experience 
.in  Scotland.  Thus  the  lead  in  fifty  samples  of  tartaric  acid 
examined  was  found  to  vary  from  0.0005  to  0.012  per  cent., 
in  three  samples  of  cream  of  tartar  it  was  0.015,  0.035,  and 
0.041  per  cent,  respectively,  and  of  ten  samples  of  citric  acid 
0.010  per  cent,  was  the  highest  proportion.  He  had  never 
found  any  of  these  products  absolutely  free  from  lead,  even  a 
sample  obtained  from  Germany  and  guaranteed  lead-free 
containing  as  much  as  0.0015  per  cent.  lead.  As  regards  the 
effect  of  other  metals  on  the  test,  he  said  the  addition  of 
potassium  cyanide  prevents  interference  by  copper,  but  bis- 
muth behaves  exactly  similar  to  lead  in  all  respects.  In  the 
discussion  Mr.  Parkes  stated  that  tincture  of  logwood  is  even 
more  delicate  than  hydrogen  sulphide  as  a  test  for  lead,  and 
he  thought  possibly  a  quantitative  method  for  the  determina- 
tion of  lead  might  be  based  upon  this.  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  gave 
the  limits  of  lead  for  these  substances,  as  now  practicable  at 
commercial  competitive  prices,  as  0.0005  per  cent,  for  cream 
of  tartar,  0.001  per  cent,  for  tartaric  acid,  and  not  exceeding 
0.0001  per  cent,  for  citric  acid.  He  further  emphasised  the 
fact  that  the  lead-sulphide  coloration  is  darker  and  of  a 
different  tint  in  a  tartaric-acid  solution  from  what  it  is  in  an 
aqueous  solution,  thus  rendering  a  comparison  difficult  unless 
the  standard  also  contains  tartaric  acid,  as  in  the  process 
■  described  by  him  in  this  journal  a  year  or  two  ago. 

Others  papers  were  on  the  "  Nitrogen  Factor  for  Casein," 
by  Mr.  H.  Droop  Richmond;  on  "  Oarapa  Oil,"  by  Dr.  Lcw- 
kowitsch ;  and  "  A  Rapid  Method  for  the  Estimation  of 
Mercuric  Salts  in  Aqueous  Solution."  by  Mr.  S.  G.  Liver- 
sedge,  whose  method  is  found  to  work  well  for  liq.  hydrarg. 
perchlor.,  Donovan's  solution,  etc.  It  is  based  on  the  solu- 
bility of  mercuric  iodide  in  ether,  potassium  iodide  being 
added  to  the  solution  to  convert  the  mercury  into  iodide,  a 
little  phosphoric  or  citric  acid  added,  and  the  mercuric  iodide 
dissolved  out  by  extraction  with  ether,  the  ether  evaporated 
off,  and  the  mercuric  iodide  weighed.  In  the  case  of 
Donovan's  solution,  it  is  only  necessary  to  add  phosphoric  or 
citric  acid  and  at  once  extract  with  ether.

<it  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  and  Treasurer  of 
'i  byndical  Chamber  of  the  Chemical  Trade.  The  inter- 
1  nt  took  place  at  Argenteuil,  near  Paris,  on  Wednesday. 
(A™CK  0N  a  Pharmacist.— In  the  heart  of  Paris,  in  a 

sy  thoroughfare,  an  attack  was  made  on  a  pharmacist  at 

<  sing  time  last  Monday  night  by  two  hooligans.  They  are 
J  li  dangerous  characters,  but  although  they  got  away  at 
y  time  they  were  both  captured  later."  This  really 
^aeious  attack  was  made  at  Dr.  J.  Lacomme's  pharmacy, 
'Hie  liquetonne,  and  the  victim  was  M.  Lacomme,  sen., 


who  occasionally  takes  duty  for  his  son.  The  old  gentle- 
man was  nearly  strangled  by  one  of  the  aggressors,  and  his 
condition  remains  unfortunately  rather  precarious  on  ac- 
count of  his  advanced  age. 

Ingenious  Swindling. —Two  sharpers  have  made  quite 
a  little  raid  on  the  pharmacists  of  Paris  and  suburbs,  and 
victimised  some  200  of  them  by  an  old  form  of  swindling 
practised  in  a  rather  ingenious  way.  The  modus 
operandi  was  simple,  pharmacists  receiving  visits  from 
well-dressed  and  plausible  individuals,  who  presented  pre- 
scriptions for  (1)  a  certain  quantity  of  sulphate  of  quinine, 
and  (2)  one  bottle  of  "Ferment  Neriot,"  Dr.  Henry's 
formula  (depot,  129  rue  Montmartre).  The  pharmacists 
called  on,  not  having  the  "Ferment"  in  stock,  invariably 
offered  to  send  for  it,  paying  in  cash  at  the  depot  the  full 
price  of  12f..  but  under  a  bogus  anti-cutting  scheme  re- 
ceived a  premium  ticket  of  2f.,  repayable  later.  This 
appeared  to  be  about  17  per  cent,  profit,  which,  under  the 
circumstances,  was  certainly  not  very  generous  !  The  bottles 
bore  labels  as  follows:  "Treatment  of  gastro-intestinal 
maladies.  Ferment  Neriot,  Formula  of  Dr.  Henry,  Retired 
Army-Surgeon  and  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honour."  Direc- 
tions for  taking  :  "  One  liqueur-glass  after  each  meal,"  and, 
at  the  foot  of  the  label,  "For  sale  in  all  first-class  Phar- 
macies." The  pharmacists  thus  disbursed  12f.  in  cash 
and  had  the  bottles  left  on  their  hands,  the  individuals 
who  had  presented  prescriptions  failing  to  return.  Stress 
is  laid  on  the  fact  that  the  "  bottles  "  were  left  on  hand,  as 
they  proved  on  analysis  to  contain  merely  tinted  water.  As 
the  result  of  various  complaints  from  the  pharmacists  vic- 
timised, the  police  took  the  matter  in  hand  and  discovered 
that  the  shop  which  served  as  depot  for  the  "Ferment 
Neriot "  had  only  been  let  for  a  few  days  at  a  rather  high 
rent  by  a  landlord  of  undoubted  respectability  to  two  well- 
dressed  young  men,  who  immediately  installed  the  pre- 
mises summarily  as  a  wholesale  pharmacy.  Then  the  young 
men  evidently  started  to  hand  in  copies  of  Ihe  prescriptions 
in  questicn,  duly  signed  in  the  name  of  a  doctor,  at  the 
greatest  number  of  pharmacies  possible.  So  great  was  the 
momentary  success  of  the  scheme  that  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon of  last  week  the  "  Ferment  could  not  be  delivered 
quickly  enough,  and  the  result  was  that  there  was  struggling 
and  quarrelling  among  the  pharmacists'  messengers  to  get 
served  first.  That  same  night  the  two  swindlers  closed 
their  "depot"  and  did  not  appear  again,  mentioning  inci- 
dentally to  their  landlord  that  scientific  work  might  make 
them  a  little  late  the  following  day.  As  the  next  morning 
progressed,  applications  for  bottles  of  the  "Ferment" 
became  numerous  and  noisy,  and  the  kindly  landlord  him- 
self undertook  the  sale  of  the  article  from  the  depot,  feeling 
that  no  risk  was  to  be  run  with  cash  transactions  of  this 
kind.  His  takings  were  quite  handsome,  but  next  day  the 
tide  turned,  and  claims  to  have  the  bottles  taken  back  and 
money  refunded  flowed  in.  Then  the  truth  dawned  on  the 
landlord,  and  he  lodged  his  takings  with  the  nearest  police 
commissary  in  self-defence.  Who  the  two  astute  young 
swindlers  are  has  not  transpired  so  far,  but  thereare  indi- 
cations that  they  have  before  had  connection  with  phar- 
macy, possibly  in  a  more  bona-fi.de  way. 


Gbe  TKIleeK's  poisoning. 

EVEN  suicides  and  one  fatal  accident  by  poison 
occurred  during  the  past  week. — At  Alnwick,  a 
quarryman  named  Donahoe  accidentally  drank  izal  instead 
of  beer,  and  died  as  a  result.  The  disinfectant  bottle  was 
plainly  labelled. — Three  suicides  occurred  with  oxalic  acid. 
The  poison  was  taken  at  Bristol  by  Thomas  Frederick 
Powell,  a  hawker;  by  John  Smallwood,  an  Islington 
barber ;  and  by  William  Cecil  Wood,  a  Colchester  man, 
who  had  been  cited  as  co-respondent  in  a  divorce  suit. — 
Robert  Winning  (74)  died  in  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary 
from  laudanum  poisoning. — Lottie  Stuckey  (38),  of  Ful- 
ham,  bought  some  salt  of  lemon  at  Parkes'  Drug-Stores, 
North  End  Road,  and  poisoned  herself. — Sarah  Ann 
Palmer  (41),  of  Cheetham,  poisoned  herself  with  spirit 
of  salt  after  a  drinking  bout. — At  Maryleboqe,  Catherine 
Amey  (16),  a  domestic  servant,  died  from  the  effects  of 
drinking  a  quantity  of  chromic  acid. 
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Trade  Law. 

Geraut  v.  Griffin.— We  understand  that  the  plaintiffs  in 
this  action  respecting  running  accounts  for  syphons  have 
taken  a  leading  counsel's  opinion,  and  are  entering  appeal 
in  the  Divisional  Court  on  Friday,  April  3.  The  case  will  no 
doubt  be  fought  out  on  behalf  of  the  entire  trade.  Several 
large  manufacturers  have  already  joined  the  plaintiffs  in 
their  appeal. 

Husband's  liability.— In  the  case  of  Le  May  v.  Gough- 
Cooper,  which  came  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  at  the 
City  of  London  Court  on  March  26,  the  defendant  pleaded 
that  the  goods  (7/.  Is.  5d.)  were  supplied  to  his  wife,  who 
took  over  the  business  in  November  1905.  Judge  Lumley 
Smith  pointed  out  that  the  defendant  had  written  as  recently 
as  January  on  paper  with  his  name  at  the  head  ;  the  telephone, 
too,  was  in  his  own  name,  as  well  as  the  Post  Office  Directory. 
The  defendant  said  the  paper  had  been  used  in  January  by 
mistake.  Judge  Lumley  Smith:  The  result  is  you  have  got 
to  pay. 

Goods  Delivered  may  Not  be  Sold.  — In  the  City  oi 
London  Court,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Wild,  on  March  27,  the 
Roboral  Co.,  8  Harp  Lane,  sued  Dr.  O'Connor,  of  42  Oxford 
Street,  for  17s.  6(7.  for  a  medical  instrument  supplied.  It 
appeared  from  the  evidence  for  the  plaintiffs  that  their  re- 
presentative obtained  the  order  at  a  medical  exhibition,  but 
the  defendant  said  he  had  not  ordered  it,  nor  had  any 
invoice  been  sent  with  the  instrument,  which  was  for  testing 
urine,  and  was  inaccurate,  and  for  which  he  had  no  use.  The 
medical  profession  were  always  receiving  samples,  and  there 
was  scarcely  a  post  which  did  not  bring  something  to  him 
(defendant).  At  the  present  moment  a  battery,  the  price  of 
which  was  three  guineas,  was  sent  to  him  for  his  approval. 
The  Registrar,  in  giving  his  decision,  said  he  thought  the 
plaintiffs  had  made  a  mistake  in  suing  for  goods  sold  and 
delivered.  The  goods  had  been  delivered,  but  never  sold. 
The  goods  had  been  sent  as  a  sample,  and  the  property  in 
the  goods  was  with  the  plaintiffs,  and  had  never  passed  to  the 
doctor.  If  anything  happened  to  the  instrument,  and  the 
doctor  had  lost  part  of  it,  he  might  or  might  not  be  respon- 
sible for  the  loss.  The  plaintiffs'  action  would  then  be  for 
damages.  In  the  present  case  there  would  be  judgment  for 
the  defendant,  who  would  be  allowed  one  guinea  costs. 


High  Court  Case. 

Sensitised  Paper. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  Mr.  Justice  Lawrance  and 
a  special  jury,  on  Tuesday.  March  30,  began  the  hearing  of 
an  action  by  Mr.  Charles  Joseph  Parr,  a  sensitised-paper 
maker,  who  sued  Messrs.  George  Church  &  Co.,  paper 
factors  and  waxed  paper  makers,  of  Trinity  House,  E.C., 
for  damages  for  wrongful  dismissal.  The  plaintiff's  case 
was  that  he  had  studied  how  to  make  sensitised  photo  paper, 
and  after  he  had  been  in  business  with  another  firm, 
trading  as  the  Premier  Sensitised-paper  Co.,  a  suggestion 
was  made  that  their  business  should  be  amalgamated  with 
the  defendants'.  Plaintiff  was  to  have  7007.  in  shares  in 
the  company  and  become  manager  at  a.  salary  of  200/.  a 
year.  By  his  agreement  he  guaranteed  he  could  produce 
sensitised  paper  of  a  satisfactory  kind.  For  the  defence  it 
was  contended  that  the  dismissal  was  justified,  inasmuch 
;is  the  plaintiff  could  not  do  what  he  said  he  could  do. 
On  Thursday  the  jury  awarded  plaintiff  250/.  damages,  and 
judgment  was  entered  accordingly,  with  costs. 


Dentists  Act,  1878. 

"  Painless  Extractions." 
At  Marylebone  Police  Court  on  March  27,  Henry  John 
Barnes,  38  High  Street.  Marylebone,  was  sumoned'  before 
Mr.  Plowden  for  unlawfully  taking  and  using  certain  de- 
scriptions implying  that  he  was  specially  qualified  to  prac- 
tise dentistry,  whereas  in  fact  he  was  not  registered  under 
the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  and  was  not  a  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioner.  Mr.  R.  W.  Turner,  barrister,  prose- 
cuted for  the  British  Dental  Association,  and  Mr.  F.  E. 
Smith.  K.C.,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Curtis  Bennett  de- 
fended.   The  words  complained  of  were  : 

H.  J.  Barnes.    Finest  artificial  teeth  a1  moderate  prices. 

Extractions.    Advice  free.    Hours  10  to  7.    English  and 

American  teeth.    Painless  extractions. 
These  descriptions,  said  counsel,  were  put  up  in  different 


parts  of  the  defendant's  premises,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
implied  that  he  was  a  skilled  person,  and  led  people  wb 
went  to  him  to  believe  that  they  were  getting  the  benef 
of  skilled  advice,  lie  had  brought  himself  within  the  Ac 
and  was  liable  to  a  penalty  of  20/. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  reply,  pointed  out  that  a  large  number  (I 
persons  are  lawfully  engaged  in  dental  practice  withoij 
being  registered  or  qualified,  and  the  only  thing  thai,  coul 
be  said  against  the  defendant  was  that  he  had  held  himsej 
out  as  having  skill. 

Mr.  Plowden,  referring  to  the  defendant's  claim  to  e:( 
tract  teeth  without  pain,  said  that  that  was  not  to  be  dij 
missed  as  a  mere  act  of  skill  :  it  was  the  exercise  of  tli 
highest  possible  skill,  and  any  dentist  who  could  perform 
would  deserve  immortality,  and  statues  would  spring  up  1 
his  memory  in  every  part  of  the  country.  It  implied  tl. 
very  highest  qualifications.  He  held  that  the  defendai 
had  deceived  the  public  into  a  belief  that  he  was  special] 
qualified  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  he  therefc 
fined  him  20s.,  with  3i.  3s.  costs. 

Mr.  Smith  desired  to  carry  the  matter  further,  and  askt 
the  Magistrate  to  state  a  case,  which  he  agreed  to  do.

Eau  de  Quinine. 
At  the  Greenwich  Police  Court  on  April  1,  before  M 
Baggallay,  Parkes'  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  of  Harmood  Stred 
London,  N.W.,  were  summoned  for  having,  on  January  1\ 
sold  at  98  High  Street,  Lewisham,  a  bottle  containing  vi 
liquid  to  which  a  certain  false  trade  description— vhj 
"  Fayard's  Eau  de  Quinine,  Giraud's  make,"  was  a'pplie 
the  same  not  being  in  fact  the  make  or  manufacture 
Giraud,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  1887  Act;  al | 
for  having  applied  a  false  trade  description,  "  Fayard 
Eau  de  Quinine,  Giraud's  make,"  to  a  bottle  containii 
red  liquid  not  in  fact  made  by  Giraud.    Mr.  Curtis-Bennc 
prosecuted,  and  Mr.  E.  Grimwood  Mears  defended. 

Mr.  Curtis-Bennett  said  that  the  prosecution  was  undt 
taken  by  Mr.  Wagner,  34  Gray's  Inn  Road,  agent  in  tl 
country  of  Giraud  Fils,  perfumers,  Paris  and  Grasse.  TJn  j 
about  six  months  ago  the  defendants  were  in  the  habit 
buying  Giraud  Fils'  preparations,  including  eau  de  quinir 
which  was  used  for  the  hair.  Mr.  Barden,  an  agent  of  Ml 
Wagner,  asked  at  the  Lewisham  branch  of  Parkes'  Dr^ 
Stores  for  a  bottle  of  eau  de  quinine,  and  was  supplied  wil 
a  bottle  precisely  the  same  in  appearance  as  Giraud's.  Tl 
eau  de  quinine  was  apparently  made  by  a  firm  named  Faya  ; 
Fils,  and  the  address  of  the  London  depot  was  65  HarmO'i 
Street,  the  registered  address  of  Parkes'  Drug  Stores.  M 
Barden  said,  "I  don't  think  this  is  quite  what  I  wani 
I  want  eau  de  quinine  of  Giraud's  make."  The  assistai. 
after  some  hesitation,  said  it  was  Giraud's  make,  and  j 
Mr.  Barden's  request  w  rote  on  the  bill  "  Giraud's  make.  I 

Harry  Barden,  in  evidence,  stated  that  when  he  spo 
to  the  assistant  the  latter  said,  "  This  is  the  same  make 
Giraud  Fils  ;  Girauds  make  this  eau  de  quinine." 

Reinhardt  Victor  Wagner,  of  34  Gray's  Inn  Road,  p< 
f timer's  agent,  stated  that  he  is  sole  agent  in  this  count, 
for  Giraud  Fils.  The  preparation  in  the  bottle  purchas; 
by  his  assistant  was  not  put  up  by  Giraud. 

Mr.  Mears,  for  the  defence,  said  that  it  never  enter 
the  head  of  the  assistant  that  this  was  not  a  bottle 
Giraud.  He  submitted  that  the  servant  had  not  been  guil  \ 
of  intent  to  defraud,  and  that  it  had  never  been  the  intenti 
of  the  company  to  pass  off  goods  which  were  not  of  tr 
manufacture  of  the  firms  represented.  The  placing  of  ti 
name  "  Giraud  "  on  the  bill  was  an  unauthorised  act  on  tl 
part  of  the  assistant.  _  j 

William  Collins,  the  assistant,  -said  that  he  believed  t 
article  to  be  Giraud's  make,  and  really  thought  it  mia 
be  made  up  for  Parkes'  stores  in  bottles  marked  Fayaj 
Fils.  .  J 

The  Magistrate  :  How  long  had  you  been  selling  tl 
instead  of  the  original  make  ? — Witness  :  About  three 
four  months.  He  believed  he  had  sold  some  of  Girau< 
make  in  the  larger  sizes  since  this  had  been  supplied.  - 
had  Fayard's  in  the  larger  size. 

By  the  Magistrate  :  He  could  not  say  whether  any  ; 
Giraud's  make  was  now  in  stock,  but  he  really  thou;: 
Giraud's  make  would  be  put  up  in  bottles  marked  Faya- 
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The  Magistrate  :  How  long  had  you  been  selling  this 
instead  of  the  original  make  ? — About  three  or  four  months. 
—The  Magistrate  :  You  noticed  that  they  were  selling  some- 
thing different? — Yes. — The  Magistrate  :  Since  this  has 
.been  supplied  have  you  sold  any  of  Giraud's  make  ? — In  the 
larger  size,  I  believe. — The  Magistrate  :  Have  you  imita- 
tions of  this  in  the  larger  size  '! — Yes. — The  Magistrate  : 
You  notice  it  is  a  very  good  imitation,  don't  you  '! — Yes. — 
The  Magistrate  :  And  yet  you  believed  they  were  both  the 
same  make  ? — Yes. — The  Magistrate  :  Are  you  still  receiv- 
ing for  sale  at  the  stores  the  bond-fide  article  ? — Yes. — 
The  Magistrate  :  Knowing  that  you  are  still  receiving  both, 
do  you  still  swear  that  you  thought  this  was  Giraud  Fils' 
make  ? — I  do. 

Mr.  Mears  submitted  that  it  was  a  case  for  a  nominal 
:nalty,  urging  that,  while  the  company  was  no  doubt  liable, 
it  was  quite  clear  the  company  did  not  authorise  this  and 
did  not  know  anything  of  it.    They  had  no  knowledge  that 
the  assistant  was  doing  anything  of  the  kind. 

The  Magistrate  :  In  my  opinion  the  law  has  been  clearly 
and  intentionally  broken.  He  imposed  a  penalty  of  101. , 
with  51.  5s.  costs  ;  and  ordered  the  payment  of  2s.  costs  on 
the  second  summons. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Paregoric  Elixir. 
At  Nottingham  on  March  27.  John  Pinder,  trading  as 
Smith  &  Co.,  was  fined  10s.  for  selling  paregoric  elixir 
30  per  cent,  deficient  in  alcohol  and  40  per  cent,  deficient  in 
benzoic  acid. 

Easton's  Syrup. 
At  Brighton  on  March  31,  Herbert  James  Sharp,  of 
49  Edward  Street,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the 
Corporation  for  selling  a  preparation  with  a  label  falsely 
describing  it  as  "  Easton's  Syrup,"  but  which  was  devoid 
of  strychnine.  One  of  the  assistant  sanitary  inspectors 
of  the  borough  deposed  to  going  to  the  drug-stores  kept 
by  the  defendant,  and  asking  for  "  fourpenny worth  of 
Easton's  Syrup."  Defendant,  who  served  him,  asked  for 
what  it  was  to  be  used  and  in  what  dose.  Witness  satisfied 
the  vendor  by  saying  it  was  for  a  tonic,  and  was  to  be  taken 
in  teaspconful  doses.  Defendant  produced  his  poisons 
book,  entered  witness's  name  and  address,  and  witness 
'signed  the.  book,  after  which  defendant  handed  him  the 
pottle,  saying  "  This  is  not  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  pre- 
paration, and  dees  not  contain  strychnine."  The  word 
r  Poison  "  was  printed  on  the  label,  and  "  Easton's  Syrup — 
lr'ose,  a  teaspoonful  "  was  written  in  ink. 
The  chief  sanitary  inspector  gave  corroborative  evidence. 
Mr.  W.  A.  Powell,  M.R.C.S.,  acting  medical  officer  of 
health  for  Brighton,  said  strychnine  was  the  principal  ingre- 
dient in  Easton's_Syrup.  Each  drachm  of  the  syrup  should 
bontain  §  grain  quinine  and  grain  strychnine.  This  evi- 
dence was  corroborated  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Gwatkin,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Brighton,  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps,  wholesale  chemist, 
Hove,  and  public  analyst  for  Bournemouth,  and  by  Mr. 
Frederick  Guy,  chemist  and  druggist  (Glaisyer  &  Kemp), 
Brighton,  all  of  whom  agreed  that  without  strychnine  the 
preparation  could  not  be^Easton's  Syrup. 

The  case  for  the  defence  was  that  it  could  not  be  held 
shat  defendant  had,  by  supplying  something  not  mentioned 
n  the  Pharmacopoeia,  broken  the  law.  The  purchaser  was 
distinctly  told  that  if  he  wished  for  the  B.P.  preparation 
;e  must  ask  for  it  in  the  B.P.  name.  In  the  course  of  his 
pvidence  defendant  said  that  he  was  suspicious  of  the  pur- 
snaser,  thinking  that  he  wanted  to  get  hold  of  a  prepara- 
tion of  strychnine  for  some  illegal  purpose.  Therefore  he 
left  out  the  strychnine,  and  told  the  purchaser  three  times 
pat  it  contained  no  strychnine.  In  reply  to  the  Magis- 
rates'  Clerk,  defendant  said  he  should  have  supplied 
trychnine  had  he  not  been  suspicious.  In  cross-examina- 
ion  he  admitted  that  he  is  unqualified,  but  denied  that  he 
was  suspicious  because  he  was  not  quite  sure  whether  the 
urcharer  was  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  man  or  the 
Urporntion's  man.  He  agreed  that  what  he  sold  was  not 
Easton's  Syrup. 

•  J-^6  ^encn  were  satisfied  that  the  charge  was  proved,  and 
inflicted  a  fine  of  20.s.  and  costs,  together  with  10.S.  6d. 
analyst's  fee,  and  a  fee  of  10s.  6d.  each  was  allowed  in  the 
ase  of  the  expert  witnesses  for  the  prosecution.

The  drinks  which  use 
to  be  most  in  vogue  at  one  time  were  soda-water  and  lemonad 
Now  the  latter  is  rarely  asked  for,  and  soda-water,  whic 
must  always  be  the  staple  drink,  is  much  less  in  demand,  ar 
others  have  come  to  the  front.    He  had  the  curiosity  to  tal 
out  a  portion  of  the  sales  in  a  good  typical  manufacture 
town,  and  he  found  that  they  came  out"as  follows :  178  doze 
soda-water,  316  dozen  ginger-ale  (dry),  106  dozen  quinii 
tonic,  88  dozen  lime-wine,  and  95  dozen  lemonade.

the  tendency  is  in  the  direction  of  an  increase.   In  Ind 
they  have  a  much  better  field  of  operations,  for,  although  the 
is  no  preferential  treatment  as  against  Germany  and  tl 
U.S.A.,  they  all  have  to  face  a  uniform  d.ity  of  5  per  ceri 
ad  valorem  ;  yet  the  British  manufacturer,  all  things  beir; 
equal,  is  naturally  given  the  preference.    But  traders  ha' 
to  be  educated  to  appreciate  the  better-class  goods,  and  j 
pay   higher   prices— a   difficult   ar.d   slow  process.  The! 
traveller  in  the  East  recently  sent  an  order,  with  sample,  f< 
copaiba  capsules,  the  limit  being  a  price  below  the  cost  i 
genuine  balsam.    The  sample  when  examined  proved  to  I1 
grossly  adulterated  with  gurjun  balsam  and  castor  oil.  Mj

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POISONS  AND   PHARMACY  BILL 

EVIDENCE  HEARD  THIS  WEEK  BY  THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE. 

The  Inquiry  to  be  Limited  to  the  Application  of  (he  Bill  to  Ireland  and  to  Companies. 


-\  OMMITf  EE-ROOM  A  at  the  House  of  Lords  was 
/  opened  to  the  public  a  few  minutes  after  noon  on 
uesday,  when  the  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  of 
arliament,  appointed  to  consider  whether  the  Earl  of 
rewe's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  should  (1)  extend  to 
eland,  and  (2)  include  legislation  on  the  company  ques- 
on,  sat  for  the  first  time  publicly.

\h.  Middleton,  who  was  the  first  witness,  said  he  is  Assist- 
;  Secretary  in  charge  of  the  Intelligence  Division  of  the 
ard  of  Agriculture,  and  he  was  there  to  represent  the 
partment.  The  present  Bill  was  largely,  but  not  entirely,  ! 
ied  on  the  report  of  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's  Committee, 
ich  sat  some  years  ago  to  inquire  into  this  question.  It 
s  a  Departmental  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council, 
Jointed  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  To  some  extent 
origin  was  due  to  representations  made  by  the  Board  of 
nculture  to  the  Privy  Council,  though  representations 
re  also  made  by  agriculturists  through  the  Board  of 
nculture. 

-he  Chairman  :  With  a  view,  I  suppose,  to  relaxing  the 
tactions  on  the  sale  of  poisons  ?— Witness  :  That  is  so. 
itmuing,  Mr.  Middleton  said  that  the  Board  of  Agri- 
ture  held  the  same  view  now  as  it  did  when  Sir  Herbert 
swell  s  Committee  sat  regarding  the  inconvenience 
sed  to  farmers  and  gardeners  owing  to  the  restrictions 
the  sale  of  poisonous  materials.  The  Board  had  received 
nerous  representations  both  from  agriculturists  in 
pect  to  sheep-dips  and  from  nurserymen  in  respect  to 
ipticide.s  and  fumigating-compounds,  showing  the 
-met  disadvantage  it  would  be  to  them  if  the  provisions 
tie  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  were  strictly  enforced. 


j  Nothing  has  occurred  in  your  later  experience  which 
leads  you  to  withdraw  from  that  opinion  ? — Witness  replied 
that,  on  the  contrary,  later  opinion  had  rather  strengthened 
!  the  case  for  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Since  the 
!  Departmental  Committee's  report  was  issued  the  Board  of 
j  Agriculture  had  had  a  departmental  inquiry  into  the  subject 
I  of  sheep-dipping,  and,  as  a  consequence,  it  was  ascertained 
that  arsenical  and  tobacco  dips  were  of  high  value  for  the 
purposes  of  dipping  sheep.  As  a  result  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  the  Board  had  insisted  on  sheep-dipping  in  all 
parts  of  the  country.  Dipping  is  now  compulsory,  and 
since  the  Board  had  made  dipping  compulsory  it  had  also 
made  a  regulation  that  all  dips  used  must  be  approved  by 
the  Board.  The  dips  now  approved  include  arsenical  and 
tobacco  dips.  The  Board  thought  that  as  the  State  requires 
compulsory  dipping,  and  as  those  two  dips  were  recom- 
mended, no  restrictions  should  be  placed  upon  the  sale  of 
these  substances  which  would  prove  injurious  or  likely  to 
prevent  farmers  from  making  extensive  use  of  them.  The  im- 
portant point  was  that  these  poisonous  substances  should  be 
capable  of  being  readily  procured  if  required  at  short  notice. 
A  farmer  had  to  dip  his  sheep  often  at  two  or  three  days' 
notice.  He  must  communicate  with  the  local  police,  and 
let  them  know  that  he  was  prepared  to  dip  on  a  certain  day. 
He  must  have  a  certain  supply  of  dip  on  that  day,  and  if  he 
could  not  get  it  within  a  few  miles  he  must  store  it  on  his 
premises.  The  Board  of  Agriculture  considered  that  there 
was  much  greater  danger  in  storing  these  poisonous  sub- 
stances on  farm  premises  than  in  the  farmer  purchasing 
them,  properly  packed,  from  the  village  merchant,  who  was 
really  the  Board's  agent. 

The  Chairman  directed  the  attention  of  the  witness  to 
the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  R.  F.  Crawford,  who  was  head 
of  the  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
before  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's  Committee.    Mr.  Crawford, 
the  Chairman  observed,  made  use  of  the  following  words  : 
The  Board  feel  that  there  certainly  ought  to  be  no 
monopoly  as  regards  the  right  to  sell  such  substances  as 
sheep-dips  and  insecticides  containing  poisonous  substances, 
and  they  would  like  to  see  as  few  restrictions  as  possible 
on  the  sale  of  those  articles. 
Did  Mr.  Middleton  agree  with  that  view  ? 

Witness  said  that  this  was  entirely  the  view  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  at  the  present  time. 

The  Chairman  :  Then  Mr.  Crawford  went  on  to  deal 
with  the  position  of  affairs  in  Scotland.    He  said  : 

The  Scottish  Chamber  sent  us  a  memorial  to  the  effect 
that  the  restrictions  imposed  by  existing  statutes  on  the 
sale  of  sheep-dips,  insecticides,  destroyers  of  vermin  and 
disease  germs  on  plants,  all  preparations  for  the  prevention 
of  disease  in  potatoes,  grain,  or  other  crops,  and  for  the 
preservation  and  protection  of  plants  from  disease,  confer 
too  exclusively  a  monopoly  on  pharmaceutical  chemists ; 
that  these  articles  are  consequently  sold  at  excessive  prices, 
and  thus  the  expenses  of  agricultural  operations  are  unduly 
enhanced. 

Is  that  your  view  to-day  ? 

Witness  said  that  to  some  extent  it  is,  but  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  he  added,  the  law  is  a  dead  letter  in  Scotland.  Prac- 
tically all  the  ironmongers  and  merchants  stock  these  pre- 
parations. The  Pharmacy  Act  has  not  affected  three- 
fourths  of  the  dealers  in  Scotland.  Since  he  was  cited  as  a 
witness  he  had  made  personal  inquiries  in  all  parts  of 
Scotland,  and  he  found  the  present  practice  is  that  the 
farmer  purchases  from  the  ironmonger,  the  general  mer- 
chant, or  the  chemist  as  is  most  convenient.  Two  or  three 
ironmongers  had  been  prosecuted,  but,  despite  this  fact,  they 
continued  to  sell  these  preparations. 
The  Chairmxn  :  Mr.  Crawford  says  : 

What  we  feel  is  that  all  substances  or  preparations  of 
poison  which  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  agriculture  or 
horticulture  should  be  exempt  from  the  restrictions  im- 
posed by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
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Witness  :  That  is  really  the  view  of  the  Board  at  the 
present  time. 

The  Chairman  said  that  Mr.  Connell  also  gave  evidence 
before  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's  Committee,  and  stated  that 
there  were  districts  in  Scotland  where  there  were  no 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  that  in  the  Western  Highlands 
a  farmer  would  have  to  go  fifty  or  a  hundred  miles  before 
he  came  across  a  chemist  who  could  supply  these  things. 

Witness  said  he  might  go  further  than  that,  and  say  that 
when  one  does  come  across  a  chemist  one  finds  that  he  has 
no  sheep-dip.  In  very  few  cases  in  the  Western  Highlands 
of  Scotland  does  a  chemist  stock  any  quantity  of  sheep- 
dip. 

The  Chairman  :  Then  Mr.  Connell  says  : 

All  I  can  say  is  that  the  farmers  in  Scotland  are  prac- 
tically unanimous  that  it,  would  be  prejudicial  to  their 
interests  if  the  sale  were  restricted  to  chemists. 

You  do  not,  I  suppose,  see  any  particular  danger  in  these 
things  being  sold  by  ironmongers  ? 

Witness*  :  No,  provided  that  the  poisons  are  properly 
packed. 

Dual  Authorities. 

Lord  Monk-Bretton  suggested  that  the  effect  of  the  Bill 
was  to  create  a  dual  authority,  and  he  asked  the  witness 
who,  in  that  case,  would  see  that  the  law  is  observed — the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  or  what  other  body? — Witness 
replied  that  the  County  Council  might  be  the  prosecuting 
authority,  as  they  would  grant  the  licence  to  the  dealer. 
He  agreed  with  the  proposition  that  if  there  is  only  one 
trader  dealing  in  an  article  in  a  district  prices  are  likely 
to  be  higher  than  if  there  is  competition.  Independent  of 
the  question  of  price,  he  objected  to  monopolies  because 
manufacturers  conceivably  might  not  be  able  to  arrange 
terms  with  a  particular  agent  in  one  district,  and  conse- 
quently the  manufacturer  might  be  shut  out  from  that 
district.  Complaints  had  come  from  agriculturists  not  only 
in  sparsely  populated  districts,  but  in  all  parts  of  the 
country.  He  did  not  include  Ireland  in  the  statement  he 
made  on  the  subject,  because  there  is  a  separate  Department 
of  Agricultare  for  Ireland.  He  agreed  that  it  is  important 
that  poison  should  be  retailed,  both  in  the  way  it  is  packed 
and  in  the  way  it  is  prepared,  in  such  a  form  would 
make  it  least  possible  for  it  to  be  used  criminally. 

Sir  J.  Batty  Tuke  :  Arsenic  itself  would  be  dangerous? 

Witness  :  Yes,  if  not  properly  used.  Continuing,  witness 
said  that  all  bottles  containing  poison  should  be  sent  out 
with  a  poison  label  affixed.  Clause  2  of  the  Bill  repre- 
sents, from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
a  compromise.  It  does  not  entirely  follow  the  bnes  of 
Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's  Committee's  report.  That  Committee 
proposed  that  Schedule  A  of  the  Act  should  be  in  three  parts, 
and  that  Part  3  should  include  preparations  of  arsenic, 
tobacco,  and  carbolic  acid.  Further,  the  poisons  scheduled 
in  Part  3  were  to  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1868,  except  those  preparations 
to  which  the  provisions  of  the  Arsenic  Act  of  1851  apply. 
The  present  Bill  appears  to  affect  only  the  first  of  the 
qualifications;  it  creates 

A  New  Class  of  Seller 
and  licensed  vendor  of  poisons.  It  does  not  even  do  that 
in  the  unqualified  form  suggested  by  the  Committee, 
because  it  says  that  before  granting  a  licence  the  local 
authority  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  the  reason- 
able requirements  of  the  public  in  the  neighbourhood  are 
satisfied.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture this  does  not  entirely  meet  their  case,  since  Section  17 
of  the  Act  of  1868  remains  in  force  if  this  Bill  be  carried 
into  law.  If  the  law  were  strictly  enforced,  it  would  be 
necessary  for  a  farmer  who  ordered  a  sh  iep-dip  containing, 
for  example,  tobacco  from  a  dealer  to  sign  a  register  before 
delivery.  Personal  attendance  at  a  dealer's  shop  to  pur- 
chase a  tobacco  sheep-dip  might  be  a  very  serious  incon- 
venience to  a  farmer,  and  it  seemed  to  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  that  it  might  be  entirely  unnecessary.  In  the 
ease  of  substances  which  do  not  lend  themselves  to 
criminality  and  substances  with  which  it  is  impos- 
sible to  poison  oneself  by  accident,  this  restriction  of  sign- 
ing the  poison-book  should  be  done  away  with.  That  pro- 
vision was  meant  to  guard  against  the  sale  of  arsenic, 


cyanides,  strychnine,  and  substances  of  that  kind.  If  the 
farmer  orders  sheep-dip  from  a  local  merchant,  and  if  the 
merchant  delivers  it  on  the  written  order  of  the  farmer,, 
there  is  no  need  for  the  farmer  to  attend  personally  at  the': 
dealer's,  nor  is  there  any  need  that  the  farmer's  man  whoj 
goes  to  get  the  dip  should  be  personally  known  to  thej 
tradesman  himself. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  Do  you  think,  for  the  purposes 
of  identification,  that  if  the  Act  of  1868  was  amended  so 
that  it  should  be  sufficient  for  the  man  who  ordered  the, 
stuff  to  sign  the  delivery  book  it  would  meet  the  case?— 
Witness  :  That  would,  in  our  opinion,  be  sufficient.  There 
is  no  reason  whatever  why  there  should  not  be  a  signature 
on  delivery. 

Mr.  Idris  Intervenes. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Have  you  made  yourself  familiar  with  the 
experience  of  coroners  and  juries? — Witness  :  I  cannot  say 
that  I  have  beyond  reading  their  remarks.  Mr.  MiddletoD' 
added  that  he  agreed  that  sometimes  very  sad  mistakes  are 
made,  and  that  every  possible  restraint  should  be  imposed 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  accidents  with  poisons  such  as 
had  happened  in  the  past.  At  the  same  time  he  thought 
the  restraints  provided  are  of  the  wrong  character.  The 
Board  of  Agriculture  are  of  opinion  that  these  accidents 
are  not  due  to  the  class  of  persons  who  sell  the  goods,  but; 
to  the  manner  in  which  the  goods  are  put  up  and  exposed: 
for  sale.  There  had  been  a  great  number  of  cases  of 
poisoning  by  weed-killers,  and  the  important  point  is  thai; 
weed-killers  should  be  manufactured  of  such  a  character 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  drink  them.  They  should 
have  a  distinctive  colour  and  a  very  strong  odour. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Then  you  don't  think  that  trained  discretion 
on  the  part  of  the  seller  comes  in  at  all  ? — Witness  thought 
that  under  the  Bill  they  would  have  a  clear  hold  over  the; 
discretion  and  character  of  the  seller.  Having  licensed 
certain  persons  to  sell  poisons,  they  had  a  closer  hold  over 
them  than  they  had  over  chemists,  who,  if  they  make  a  mis-i 
take,  are  probably  told  not  to  do  it  again,  and  continue; 
their  business  as  before.  The  composition  of  weed-killers 
is  largely  arsenical.  He  did  not  think  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture had  sent  out  any  information  regarding  weed-killers,: 
but  they  frequently  recommend  poisonous  substances  as 
insecticides. 

Do  you  think  it  necessary  that  poisonous  preparations 
should  be  used  as  weed-killers  on  gravel  paths  ? — It  is  merely 
a  saving  of  labour.  There  is  obviously  no  necessity  to  use, 
poisonous  substances  if  one  chooses  to  pay  rather  more  for 
labour. 

What  is  the  temptation  to  sell  poisonous  weed-killer? — 
The  temptation  is  that  manufacturers  find  it  profitable  to; 
do  so.   The  public  find  it  a  cheap  way  of  killing  weeds. 

Mr.  Idris  here  informed  the  witness  that  coarse  salt  is  a 
more  efficient  weed-killer,  and  he  thought  the  Board  should  j 
have  discouraged  arsenical  preparations.    Mr.  Middleton  j 
indicated  in  reply  that  he  had  not  gone  into  the  matter. 
How  the  Agitation  Arose. 

Mr.  Idris,  continuing  his  examination  of  the  witness,  asked 
— Can  you  tell  us  anything  about  the  origin  of  this  agita- 
tion ;  this  free-trade  in  poisons  ?—  The  origin  is  undoubtedly , 
due  to  the  fact  that  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  began 
to  institute  proceedings  a  large  number  of  traders  who  were  j 
selling  illegally  found  out  their  position.  Very  naturally 
they  did  not  wish  to  abandon  a  profitable  and  useful  trade, 
so  they  agitated  for  a  change  in  the  law.  J 

Consequently  an  agitation  was  got  up  by  traders  and  ; 
shopkeepers  ?— Not  at  all.  No  doubt  traders  and,  shop-  . 
keepers  have  taken  part  in  it,  but  the  agitation  is  a  genuine 
one.  If  the  law  were  strictly  enforced  at  the  present  time  1 
there  would  be  complaints  from  agriculturists  in  many  parts 
of  the  country. 

Asked  if  he  could  give  a  single  instance  where  a  farmer , 
had  given  evidence  in  support  of  the  proposals  in  the  Bill,  j 
witness  said  he  last  week  wrote  to  several  sheep-fanners. . 
one  of  whom,  living  near  the  Border,  said  that  it  is  a  usual 
thing  for  ironmongers  and  general  dealers  to  sell  sheep-dip- 
This"  farmer  also  said  that  there  are  very  few  villages  m 
which  there  are  chemists,  and  most  of  the  country  doctors 
do  their  own  dispensing. 

Mr.  Idris  asked  that  this  letter  should  be  put  in.  , 

The  Chairman  :  This  has  all  been  examined  into  by  m 
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lerbert  Maxwell's  Committee.  They  distinctly  stated  that 
here  is  great  inconvenience  to  farmers. 

Mr.  Idris  :  I  am  prepared  to  prove,  if  you  will  kindly 
ive  me  time,  that  there  is  no  inconvenience  and  there  is 
reat  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  the  free  sale  of  poisons. 

suggest  to  the  Committee  that  having  heard  the  evidence 
f  Mr.  Middleton  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
ic  should  go  into  the  whole  question  de  novo.  It  is  a  very 
srious  point,  and  I  think  we  should  have  rebutting  evi- 
ence. 

The  Chairman  consulted  with  Lord  Saltoun  and  Lord 
awrence,  then  asked  the  attendants  to  clear  the  room, 
'he  Committee  then,  in  private,  considered  Mr.  Idris's 
uggesticn,  but  on  the  resumption  of  the  proceedings  there 
■as  no  announcement  as  to  the  course  which  it  had  been 
ecided  to  take.    [See  Editorial  Comments.] 

Mr.  Middleton,  continuing  his  evidence,  said,  in  reply 
)  Mr.  Idris,  he  agreed  that  regulations  and  restrictions 
ecessary  for  protecting  human  life  should  be  put  into  the 
ill. 

Mr.  Idris  :  And  the  articles  when  put  up  should  not  be 
1  such  a  form  as  to  be  available  to  anybody  either  for 
■iminal  or  suicidal  purposes,  or  dangerous  from  the  point 
E  view  of  accidents? — That  is  a  very  wide  proposition, 
id  I  should  not  give  an  unqualified  answer  to  it.  We  must 
icept  a  certain  amount  of  danger  in  many  things.  For 
sample,  gunpowder  is  a  dangerous  thing  if  used  care- 
ssly,  but  I  should  not  advocate  the  suspension  of  the  sale 
:  gunpowder  because  human  life  is  occasionally  endangered 
<f  it.  I  agree,  however,  that  the  advantages  must  outweigh 
le  risk. 

The  Notorious  Ant-destroyer. 

Handing  witness  a  bottle  containing  a  brownish  liquid, 
.v.  Idris  asked  him  if  he  had  seen  an  ant-destroyer  of  that 
laracter.  "If  I  tell  you,"  he  proceeded,  "that  the  com- 
asition  contains  a  couple  of  ounces  of  arsenic  and  a  couple 
:  pounds  of  brown  sugar,  and  in  that  form  it  costs  about 
,f/.  or  at  the  outside  6cl.,  and  is  sold  at  3s.  6d.,  will  you 
icept  that  as  an  illustration  of  the  way  in  which  you  would 
commend  that  poisons  should  be  distributed?" — Witness 
id  that  he  did  not  cite  it  as  an  illustration.  He  was  not 
'epared  to  admit  that  the  best  way  of  dealing  with  the 
atter  would  be  for  the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  give  a 
irmula  for  preparing  these  things. 

Lord  Lawrence  :  Under  the  greater  facilities  for  purchase 
ven  in  the  Bill  do  you  consider  that  the  public  run  any 
•eater  risk  of  accidental  poisoning? — No. 
Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  It  would  not  make  any 
'fference  whether  a  man  bought  a  poison  from  a  chemist 
a  merchant  if  it  had  the  same  appearance  and  make-up  ? 
That  is  so.  The  fact  that  he  bought  it  from  a  chemist 
Juld  not  make  it  safer  if  it  was  made  up  in.  the  same 

iy. 

Witness  went  on  to  state  that  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
ought  that  the  regulations  should  be  very  stringent,  and 
at  every  possible  precaution  should  be  taken  to  prevent 
cidents.  The  view  of  the  Board  was  that  they  must 
)k  to  the  regulation  and  character  of  the  package  rather 
an  to  the  trader  who  distributes  it.  Personally  he 
ought  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  the  percentage  of 
ally  effective  substances  in  the  compound  were  stated 

the  package,  but  it  was  not  for  him  to  say  whether 
ch  a  requirement  should  be  made  or  not.    The  Board 

Agriculture  did  not  intend  the  Bill  to  supersede  the 
'senic  Act,  nor  the  Poisoned  Flesh  Act,  nor  the  Poisoned 
'ain  Act.  There  had  been  a  great  increase  in  recent 
ars  in  the  use  of  poisons  for  agricultural  and  horti- 
ltural  purposes.    This  was  very  largely  attributable 

the  use  of  insecticides.  In  certain  districts  where 
osecutions  had  taken  place  the  use  of  insecticides  seemed 

have  been  restricted,  but  elsewhere  very  little  notice 
peared  to  have  been  taken  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  A 
od  deal  of  sheep-dipping  is  done  on  the  co-operative 
m,  but  he  would  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  this 
actice  is  very  largely  resorted  to.    The  people  who 

round  to  farms  for  the  purpose  of  dipping  sheep  buy 
is  from  the  manufacturers,  and  he  did  not  think  the 
eration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  affects  the  work  of  the 
Sessional  dipper.  However  small  a  number  of  sheep 
d  to  be  dipped,  he  seems  to  be  able  to  get  his  dip  from 


the  wholesale  manufacturer,  but  whether  he  conforms  to 
the  law  or  not  witness  could  not  say. 

Extending  the  Bill  to  Ireland. 
.Mr.  T.  W.  Russell,  Vice-President  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  Ireland,  was  questioned  by  the  Chairman 
as  to  the  extension  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland. 
He  said  that  representations  had  been  received  by  the 
Department  from  local  bodies  urging  that  facilities  were 
required.  The  Council  of  Agriculture,  which  might  be 
regarded  as  widely  representative  of  the  agricultural  in- 
terest, had  more  than  once  passed  strong  resolutions  in 
favour  of  the  extension  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland.  The  Council 
consists  of  103  gentlemen,  partly  nominated  by  the  County 
Councils  and  partly  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  itself. 
There  are  certain  areas,  particularly  in  the  North- West, 
South,  and  South- West  of  Ireland,  in  which  there  are  few, 
if  any,  persons  entitled,  under  the  existing  Pharmacy  Acts, 
to  sell  poisonous  dips  or  weed-killers.  He  himself  received 
ei  deputation  last  year  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who,  after  discussion,  did  not  express  themselves 
as  opposed  to  the  principles  of  the  Bill.  What  they  were 
nervous  about  was  that  unqualified  men  might  be  appointed 
where  there  are  qualified  men  now,  and  Mr.  Wells  said  he 
would  be  satisfied  if  unqualified  men  were  not  planted 
down  where  qualified  men  are.  He  wished  to  impress  on 
the  Committee  that  the  want  is  so  great  in  many  parts  of 
Ireland  that  a  considerable  amount  of  illicit  trading  is 
carried  on.  In  the  whole  county  of  Clare  there  are  only 
nine  pharmaceutical  chemists,  two  chemists  and  druggists, 
and  two  registered  druggists ;  in  Donegal  there  are  ten 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  three  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
three  registered  druggists ;  in  Fermanagh  seven  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  two  chemists  and  druggists,  and  two 
legistered  druggists:  in  Galway  seven  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  four  chemists  and  druggists,  and  seven  registered 
druggists  ;  in  Kerry  twenty  pharmaceutical  chemists,  no 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  enly  one  registered  druggist ; 
in  King's  County  five  pharmaceutical  chemists,  two 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  three  registered  druggists ; 
and  in  County  Mayo,  with  an  area  of  about  1,500  square 
miles,  there  are  only  three  pharmaceutical  chemists  and 
twelve  chemists  and  druggists. 

The  Chairman  :  What  body  would  you  propose  should 
give  the  licences  ? — I  think  the  County  Councils  are  a  very 
excellent  body  of  men.  They  have  done  admirable  work, 
and  I  should  have  perfect  confidence  in  them  if  they  were 
entrusted  with  the  power  of  licensing. 

Lord  Saltoun  :  Are  there  a  great  number  of  sheep  bred 
in  Ireland  ? — Yes,  there  are  great  sheep-walks  in  Mayo. 
Witness  added  that  it  is  in  the  country  districts  that  the 
farmers  experience  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  supplies 
they  require.  Some  of  the  farmers  in  outlying  districts 
have  to  travel  as  far  as  thirty  miles  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  Idris  :  You  are  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  an 
inquiry  as  to  whether  the  farmers  of  Ireland  require  this 
Bill?— I  am  satisfied  that  all  the  inquiry  has  taken  place 
which  is  necessary.  You  cannot  expect  the  law  to  be  carried 
out  if  you  put  such  difficulties  in  the  way  of  farmers  as 
now  exist  in  many  districts.  The  1906  Bill  applied  to 
Ireland,  but  for  some  reason  the  present  Bill  does  not.  I 
therefore  ask  the  Committee  that  its  nrovisions  should  be 
extended  to  Ireland.  Further,  in  replv  to  Mr.  Idris,  wit- 
ness stated  that  he  had  not  asked  the  opinion  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  as  to  the  applicability  of  the  Bill 
to  Ireland.  Mr.  Idris  pointed  out  that  his  Department 
recommended  three  non-poisonous  sheep-dips.  Why? 
"Because  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  arsenical  dip,"  Mr. 
Russell  almost  fiercely  replied. 

Lord  Monk-Bretton  put  his  question  about  two  authorities, 
and  Mr.  Russell's  reply  brought  from  his  Lordshin  the 
remark.  "Your  opinion  is  contrary  to  that  of  the  Privy 
Council." 

Cattle-traders  Want  it. 

Mr.  L.  G.  Sherlock.  Secretary  of  the  Trish  Cattle-traders 
and  Stock-owners'  Association,  said  his  Society  had  passed 
resolutions  in  favour  of  the  Bill  being  extended  to  include 
Ireland.  He  had  been  in  communication  with  the  County 
Councils  on  the  subject,  and  had  received  replies  from  fifteen 
in  favour  of  the  extension,  while  no  county  had  replied  un- 
favourably to  the  inclusion  of  Ireland.    The  Councils  in 
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favour  were  Cavan,  Kildare,  Wexford,  Carlo w,  Queen's 
County,  Tyrone,  North  and  South  Tipperary,  Donegal, 
Antrim,  Armagh,  Londonderry,  Westmeath,  Waterford, 
and  Kingston.  He  was  in  favour  of  giving  discretionary 
powers  to  County  Councils  to  grant  licences  to  traders.  The 
general  opinion  is  that  facilities  ought  to  be  given  to  the 
farmers  to  obtain  sheep-dips  in  order  to  prevent  the  develop- 
ment of  a  plague  like  sheep-scab.  It  is  exceedingly  difficult, 
he  added,  to  obtain  sheep-dips  from  chemists,  because  the 
chemists  are  not  there  [this  genuine  "bull"  at  first 
created  amazement,  but  Lord  Saltoun  smiled  to  the  Chair- 
man, and  a  ripple  of  laughter  spread  round  the  room],  as 
proved  by  the  enormous  amount  of  trade  done  at  present  in 
contravention  of  the  law.  The  position  was  fully  realised 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  had  instituted 
prosecutions,  but  the  Executive  in  Ireland,  recognising  that 
the  breach  of  the  law  is  essential  to  safety,  had  allowed  the 
law  to  be  broken  to  such  an  extent  as  to  bring  about  a  protest 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  against  the 
fines  being  of  limited  amount. 

The  Chairman  :  The  Agricultural  Department  of  Ireland 
is  strongly  in  favour  of  the  inclusion  of  Ireland? — They  are, 
and  for  two  successive  years  the  Council  for  Agriculture 
passed  resolutions  in  favour  of  the  inclusion  of  Ireland.  He 
had  never  heard  of  a  single  member  of  his  Association  who 
had  advocated  the  use  of  non-poisonous  sheep-dips. 

A  Trade  Witness. 

Mr.  Pearson,  travelling  representative  of  Messrs.  Hugh 
Moore  &  Alexanders,  Ltd.,  said  very  great  difficulty  is  ex- 
perienced in  procuring  sheep-dips  in  the  area  in  which  he 
travelled — the  West  of  Ireland.  There  are  many  places 
where  it  is  necessary  to  travel  from  ten  to  twenty  miles  in 
order  to  get  the  sheep-dips.  Witness  named  a  dozen  in  the 
Ballinasloe  district.  His  own  firm  have  experience  of  the 
manner  in  which  sheep-dips  are  sold  by  unlicensed  traders. 
Out  of  seventy  purchasing  traders  in  the  country  who  require 
large  quantities  sixty-eight  are  without  licences.  Under 
3  per  cent,  of  vendors  of  poisonous  dips  are  registered. 

The  Chairman  :  Then  in  the  West  of  Ireland  the  law  is 
completely  evaded  either  with  or  without  the  Magistrates' 
consent? — Through  the  Government  shutting  its  eyes  to 
what  is  going  on.  There  were  two  or  three  cases  in  the 
beginning  where  fines  were  inflicted. 

In  reply  to  Lord  Monk-Bretton,  witness  said  that  the 
County  Councils  ought  to  be  the  authority  to  issue  the 
licences.  He  was  only  in  favour  of  licences  being  granted  to 
traders  in  those  places  where  there  is  difficulty  in  obtaining 
what  is  required. 

The  Chairman  :  Why  would  you  leave  it  to  the  County 
Council  ? — I  think  the  County  Councils  are  most  competent 
of  authority. 

Mr.  Atherley-Jones  :  Supposing  all  the  conditions  as  to 
safety  were  fulfilled  by  an  applicant  for  a  licence,  would 
you  still  advocate  the  granting  of  a  licence  in  those  places 
in  which  there  are  pharmaceutical  chemists? — I  think  in 
considering  the  application  it  should  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration whether  there  is  a  difficulty  or  not  in  obtaining 
the  poison,  and  if  there  is  a  difficulty  the  appointment 
ought  to  be  made ;  if  there  is  no  difficulty  it  should  not. 

Mr.  Atherley-Jones  :  Would  you  suggest  the  Act  should 
afford  guidance  to  the  County  Councils  as  to  where  these 
licences  should  be  granted  ? — Certainly  I  would. 

Mr.  Idris  :  If  the  farmers  go'  to  neighbouring  towns  to 
get  these  things  from  traders  who  give  them  credit,  don't 
you  think  that  is  proof  that  they  can  go  to  places  where 
they  can  get  them  from  qualified  persons  ?— They  need  not 
go  into  towns  to  get  credit.  There  are  dealers  outside  the 
towns. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  Do  these  traders  who  sell 
these  dips  in  an  irregular  way  sell  them  at  the  same  price 
or  at  a  lower  price  ? — At  a  lower  price. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  Then  if  you  give  a  monopoly 
to  the  chemists  in  the  towns  where  they  exist,  the  people 
in  those  towns  will  have  to  pay  a  higher  price  than  they  do 
in  the  villages  ?— That  is  my  impression. 

A  Co-operative  Witness. 

Mr  Smith,  the  Secretary  of  the  Irish  Agricultural  Whole- 
sale Society,  of  Dublin,  said  his  Society  represented  90,000 
traders  in  Ireland.  He  had  some  knowledge  of  the  agricul- 
tural industry,  and  was  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  good 


thing  for  the  farmers  if  Ireland  were  included  in  the  Bil 
His  reasons  were  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Department  ( 
Agriculture  in  Ireland  had  made  sheep-dipping  compulsor 
and  it  is  necessary  that  dips  should  be  procured.  In  ti 
event  of  an  outbreak  of  sheep-scab  it  is  necessary  that  st-ej 
should  be  taken  at  once,  and  that  the  remedy  should  1 
immediately  obtainable.  A  considerable  trade  is  carried  q 
by  unlicensed  traders  in  districts  where  licensed  men  cann<l 
be  found.  Resolutions  had  been  passed  by  the  co-operati'j 
societies  in  Ireland  in  favour  of  the  extension  of  the  Bi 
to  Ireland.  He  thought  the  County  Council  should  11 
trusted  with  discretionary  powers  as  to  the  grantii 
of  licences,  but  he  strongly  recommended  that  where  a 
application  was  refused  there  should  be  some  provisiij 
made  for  an  appeal  to  some  higher  authority,  such  as  tli 
Judge  of  Assize.  He  suggested  that  traders  to  be  licensi 
should  include  co-operative  societies.  He  had  sundry  resi 
lutions  with  him  from  various  societies  all  over  the  countr 
His  own  society,  which  was  a  recognised  trading  federate 
representing  90,000  farmers,  had  placed  on  record  a  stroi 
protest  against  the  exclusion  of  Ireland.  The  Irish  Agrici 
tural  Organisation  Society,  embracing  100,000  farmei 
had  passed  a  resolution  to  the  same  effect. 

After  replying  to  questions  by  Mr.  Atherley-Jones,  t 
Chairman,  and  Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley,  chiefly  in  regard 
such  traders  as  he  represented  having  the  right  to  sell  1 
order  to  provide  competition  with  chemists,  witness  i 
formed  Mr.  Idris  that  they  cannot  touch  sheep-dips 
present.  Also,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Idris,  he  said  the  price  w| 
regulate  itself.  He  would  have  no  objection  to  these  powd< 
being  stored  and  sold  in  the  same  places  as  food,  adding  tl 
the  chemist  often  sells  infants'  food.  _  j 

The  Chairman  :  You  are  in  favour  of  these  poisons  bei 
labelled  "  Poison  "  ? — Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Do  you  know  that  cornflour  is  sent  out 
similar  packets  to  these  powders?    You  would  not  all! 
that,  would  you? — Certainly  not. 

Mr.  Baring  :  Why  do  you  attach  so  much  importance  to  t 
appeal? — I  represent  a  co-operative  society,  whose  memlx 
are  largely  farmers,  while  the  County  Councils,  which  v 
grant  the  licences,  are  made  up  very  largely  of  shopkeeper. 

The  Committee  adjourned  at  3.10  p.m.  until  Thursday 
noon. 

THURSDAY'S  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  proceedings  this  day  opened  with  evidence  on  beh I 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  by  Mr.  W. 
Wells  and  Mr.  David  Watson.  Mr.  Wells  scored  some  go:

Mr.  Watson  produced  a  large  map  of  Ireland  upon  which  1' 
places   where   qualified  poison-sellers  live  were  dist 
guished  by  red  circles.   This  had  a  good  effect  on  the  Cc 
mittee,  most  of  whom  left  their  seats  to  look  at  it.  The  1 
witness  was  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  who  emphasised  the  size 
his  business  and  the  amount  of  money  spent  in  advertis; 
the  words  "  Cash  Chemist."    His  secretary  distributee 
printed  paper  of  statistics  from  the  Boots' _  analyti 
department,  and  also  handed  round  some  beautiful  pho 
graphs  of  the  finest  of  the  shops  owned  by  the  company, 
was  intimated  that  the  next  meeting  will  be  on  May 
when   the   Pharmaceutical   Society   of   Great  Bntai| 
witnesses  (two)  will  be  examined. 

Lord  Haversham  again  presided,  and  all  mb 
members  of  the  Committee  were  present  except 
Lawrence.      The  examination  of  witnesses  commen< 
punctually  at  noon.  ...  f. 

Mr.  William  Frederick  Wells,  of  Dublin,  was  the  n 
witness.  He  said  that  for  twenty-five  years  JetadM" 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  boo«&- 
twice  President  of  that  body.    The  Society  was  esUDlisi 
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md  incorporated  by  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1875,  the 
objects  being  very  much  the  same  as  those  of  the  Pharma- 
:eutical  Society  of  England,  and  consisting  in  the  examina- 
tion of  persons  for  registry,  and  actual  registration,  and  the 
promotion  of  chemistry.  The  Society  also  undertakes  the 
luty  of  prosecuting  persons  who  illegally  sell  poisons.  That 
,vork  has  been  carried  on  with  the  co-operation  of  the  police. 
The  police  lay  the  facts  before  the  Society,  and  the  Society 
says  the  expenses  of  the  prosecution.  The  Society  has  to 
lo  the  work,  but  does  not  care  about  it.  It  is  unfortunate, 
le  added,  that  limited  companies  can  carry  on  business 
without  registration.  Persons  who  are  prosecuted  for  sell- 
.ng  poisons  without  being  registered  can  form  a  limited 
:ompany,  and  he  knew  one  case  where  the  capital  of  such 
;ompany  is  only  501.  He  considered  it  to  be  unfortunate 
/hat  limited  companies  should  be  outside  the  Act  and  that 
;hey  should  have  no  control  over  them.  Asked  by  the 
Chairman  whether  he  was  aware  that  the  sale  of  poisons, 
;uch  as  sheep-dips  for  agricultural  purpioses,  was  largely 
ncreasing,  he  said  he  did  not  believe  that  was  the  case  to 
inything  like  the  extent  the  Committee  had  been  led  to 
jelieve.  He  could  go  back  to  1864,  and  remembered  then 
,hat  he  prepared  large  quantities  of  sheep-washes — dips 
vere  not  so  largely  used  in  those  days.  In  a  book  pub- 
ished  in  1848  he  found  references  to  arsenic  having  been 
ised  for  veterinary  purposes,  and  the  remark  was  made  that 
t  was  a  most  dangerous  preparation  to  use. 

The  Chairman  :  You  are  aware  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
n  Ireland  has  made  sheep-dipping  compulsory? — Yes;  but 
here  are  some  dips  used  which  are  called  non-poisonous, 
ind  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  in  the  first  list  which  it  issued 
o  the  farmers,  gave  three  dips,  none  of  which  contains 
irsenic.  I  might  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in 
,he  report  of  a  former  Committee  it  is  stated  that  arsenic 
las  been  found  to  be  dangerous.  In  many  parts  of  the 
ividence  statements  to  that  effect  are  made.  Cases  of 
)oisoning  from  arsenic  in  stockings  which  were  worn  when 
She  arsenic  had  not  been  completely  washed  out  were 
mmerous,  and  serious  injury  had  been  done  to  many  people. 

The  Chairman  :  There  is  a  great  deal  of  arsenic  used 
hen  ? — Yes ;  but  there  are  many  farmers  who  refuse  to  "use 
irsenic. 

The  Chairman  :  It  is  said  that  you  cannot  get  dips  to 

top  sheep-scab  in  Ireland  because  there  is  a  restriction  on 

he  sale  of  arsenic?— Mr.  Wells  replied  that  the  Board  of 
Vgriculture  evidently  approved  of  more  non-poisonous  dips, 
eeing  that  the  first  three  dips  mentioned  in  the  list  the 
Joard  published  were  non-poisonous.  Non-poisonous  dips 
ould  be  obtained  anywhere. 

The  Chairman  :  We  are  not  here  to  decide  what  the 
armers  ought  to  do. — Mr.  Wells  said  that  might  be  so ;  but 
he  matter  is  a  very  serious  one  for  the  public,  and  he 
hought  that  if  the  dips  that  are  non-poisonous  are  used, 
here  would  be  no  occasion  to  extend  the  Act.  Giving  some 
letails  of  the  number  of  chemists  in  various  parts  of 

reland,  he  said  that  in  the  county  of  Sligo  there  are  seven 
[ualified  persons,  and  there  are  only  66,620  sheep  in  the 
vhole  of  the  county.  In  Connaught  are  fifteen  pharmaceuti- 
al  chemists,  and  though  the  county  seems  a  very  large  place, 
he  Committee  must  remember  that  a  great  deal  of  it  is 
raste  land.  In  one  half  of  the  county  they  cannot  keep 
heep.  There  are  sixteen  qualified  persons  in  county  Galway 
n  twelve  places.  The  area  of  the  county  is  84  miles  by 
'2  miles,  and  there  are  597,000  sheep. 

Lord  Saltoun  :  What  distance  have  you  to  go  to  these 
hemists? — Every  farmer  has  to  go  to  a  market  town,  and 
vhen  he  goes  there  he  has  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  dips. 

The  Chairman  :  Do  you  dispute  the  statement  that  in 
jeitrim  it  is  possible  to  journey  18  or  20  miles  before  find- 
ing a  chemist? — I  do  not  think  that  is  so.  In  Leitrim  we 
lave  seven  qualified  chemists  in  six  towns,  and  there  are 
'nly  14,904  sheep  in  the  county. 

The  Chairman  :    Did  you  read  the  evidence  of  Mr. 
lussell  ?— I  heard  it. 

The  Chairman  :  Do  you  dispute  his  statement  that  there 
re  certain  areas  in  the  North,  North-West,  and  South, 
vhere  there  are  few  persons  registered  to  sell  poisons  or 
veed-killer? — That  is  a  very  mountainous  district,  and 
here  are  not  many  qualified  persons.  In  Armagh  the 
>oard  of  Agriculture  has  appointed  a  farmer  to  do  the 
bpping,  with  a  policeman  to  help  him  and  to  find  out  what 


sheep  are  not  dipped,  and  the  work  is  done  pretty  effec- 
tually. 

The  County  Council  Petitions. 

Witness,  continuing,  said  that  he  did  not  dispute  the 
statement  made  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell  that  the  Council  of 
Agriculture,  which  is  widely  representative  of  agricul- 
tural interests  in  Ireland,  had  more  than  once  passed  strong 
resolutions  in  favour  of  the  extension  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland, 
but  he  could  give  the  Committee  evidence  as  to  how  the 
representations  were  obtained. 

The  Chairman  :  Not  one  of  the  County  Councils  has 
passed  a  resolution  against  the  Bill? — Mr.  Wells  replied 
that  Armagh  had  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  Bill 
being  extended  to  Ireland,  though,  as  he  had  informed  the 
Committee,  there  are  four  professional  dippers  in  the 
county.  The  Dublin  Corporation,  also,  thought  it  neces- 
sary to  have  more  facilities  for  purchasing  sheep-dips  ini 
Dublin,  where  there  are  ninety-seven  chemists. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Idris,  who  wished  to  know  whether 
arsenic  is  as  much  used  now  as  it  was  fifty  or  sixty  years- 
ago,  witness  said  he  knew  from  personal  experience  that, 
arsenic  was  largely  used  forty  or  fifty  years  ago.  In  proof 
of  that  he  drew  the  Committee's  attention  to  the  Arsenic 
Act  passed  in  1851,  in  which  mention  is  made  of  the  use- 
of  arsenic  for  the  purpose  of  steeping  wheat.  The  Act  also 
provides  that  when  poisons  are  required  for  other  than 
agricultural  purposes  they  need  not  be  coloured.  He  men- 
tioned these  facts  to  show  that  in  those  days  arsenic  was- 
undoubtedly  largely  used. 

Lord  Saltoun  :  We  don't  want  to  know  that. 

Mr.  Idris  :  I  should  like  to  know,  my  lord  chairman, 
whether  I  can  ask  this  witness  any  questions.  I  assume, 
Mr.  Wells,  that  because  Ireland  was  not  in  any  way  repre- 
sented on  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's  Committee,  and  will  be- 
brought  within  the  limits  of  the  Act  if  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell's 
wish  is  acceded  to,  you  claim  to  put  the  whole  facts  of  the - 
case  regarding  that  country  so  as  to  enable  us  to  form  a 
judgment? — Witness  said  that  Ireland  had  not  been  repre- 
sented at  all  in  the  matter. 

The  Chairman  :  Mr.  Russell  gave  evidence  on  Tuesday. — ■ 
Witness  pointed  out  that  the  Bill  was  founded  on  the  report 
of  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's  Committee. 

Lord  Saltoun  :  You  have  no  business  to  argue  with  the 
Committee.  You  must  confine  yourself  to  answering  ques- 
tions. 

Further  questioned  by  Mr.  Idris,  witness  said  that  in  his 
early  days  he  used  to  make  sheep-washes,  and  it  was  clear 
to  him  that  arsenic  was  formerly  used  to  a  much  larger - 
extent  than  it  is  now.  The  farmers  had  much  more  faith  in 
it  than  they  had  now,  and  it  was  so  much  used  that  Parlia- 
ment had  to  pass  a  special  Act  in  1851  to  regulate  its  sale. 
The  preamble  of  that  Act  says  that  it  is  to  prevent  arsenic 
being  used  for  criminal  purposes.  He  was  perfectly  con- 
vinced that  the  present  agitation  for  the  removal  of  the- 
restrictions  on  the  sale  of  poisonous  dips  was  got  up  by  the- 
manufacturers  of  these  preparations. 

Mr.  Idris  :  It  is  largely  due,  I  suppose,  to  manufac- 
turers who  have  not  now  got  chemists  as  agents.  They  are 
anxious,  I  take  it,  that  every  shopkeeper  in  Ireland  should 
become  an  agent  for  the  different  dips  which  they  make  ? — 
Witness  :  That  is  so. 

A  much  larger  number  of  manufacturers  than  used  to 
be  the  case  have  gone  into  the  business  of  making  these 
poisonous  dips  ? — Yes  ;  I  think  there  are  about  thirty-five 
on  the  agricultural  list. 

Is  arsenic  the  most  profitable  thing  they  can  use  for 
making  these  poisonous  dips? — It  is  very  cheap. 

The  making  of  these  dips  is  so  profitable  that  manufac- 
turers can  afford  to  advertise  them  and  to  send  out  a  large 
number  of  travellers  ? — They  do  so. 

And  where  they  have  not  been  able  to  get  a  chemist  as  an 
agent  they  have  gone  to  unqualified  men  and  guaranteed 
them  against  any  prosecution  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  ? — I  have  it  from  the  police  authorities  that  the 
manufacturers  guarantee  in  the  case  of  these  people  that 
in  the  event  of  them  being  prosecuted  they  will  pay  ;J] 
the  expenses. 

You  are  quite  satisfied  that  this  is  an  agitation  got  up  by 
manufacturers,  who  prefer  to  sell  these  profitable  poisonous 
dips  to  non-poisonous  ones,  and  consequently  want  to  secure 
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unqualified  agents  who  are  not  really  necessary  for  the 
convenience  of  the  farmers  ? — That  is  so. 

Lord  Saltoun  :  Do  you  say  that  arsenic  was  more  used 
years  ago  than  it  is  now? — I  say  that  in  my  early  days  it 
was  largely  used. 

Do  you  agree  with  Mr.  Middleton,  of  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, when  he  said,  in  answer  to  a  question  by  Mr. 
Idris,  that  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  recent  years  in 
the  use  of  poisons  for  agricultural  purposes  ? — I  don't 
know  that  I  can  go  as  far  as  that.  I  know  that  non- 
poisonous  dips  are  largely  used  at  the  present  time,  and  I 
know  of  farmers  who  will  not  allow  arsenic  to  be  brought  on 
their  premises. 

Do  you  say  that  arsenical  sheep-dips  are  not  used  by 
farmers  ? — I  repeat  that  a  good  many  farmers  will  not  have 
arsenic  on  their  premises.  I  believe  the  tendency  to-day  is 
to  use  non-Arsenical  dips. 

Is  that  because  of  any  difficulty  in  procuring  arsenical 
dips? — No;  not  at  all. 

Lord  Monk-Bretton  :  Which  are  the  cheapest? — 
Poisonous  dips  are  the  cheapest  of  production,  and  conse- 
quently yield  the  largest  profit. 

Ireland  Better  Served  than  Scotland. 

Mr.  Kennedy  :  If  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  are  to  apply 
to  Scotland,  what  good  reason  can  you  give  why  they 
f-hould  not  also  apply  to  Ireland  ? — We  have  a  grade  of 
shopkeepers  in  Ireland  that  do  not  exist  in  Great  Britain. 

That  does  not  answer  my  question.  I  want  to  know  why 
Ireland  should  not  be  treated  similarly  to  Scotland. — In 
1890  an  agitation  arose  in  Ireland  similar  to  that  which  is 
now  taking  place  in  Great  Britain.  The  complaint  was  that 
there  were  not  facilities  for  the  purchase  of  poisonous 
agricultural  preparations  in  Ireland,  and  a  special  Act  of 
Parliament  was  passed  instituting  a  grade  of  registered 
sellers  of  poison  who  were  not  qualified  chemists.  We  have 
over  700  of  these  men  scattered  about  in  little  places  in 
Ireland.  This  grade  of  men  is  exactly  the  same  as  you 
are  asking  for  now  in  the  Bill,  with  this  important  differ- 
ence— the  present  registered  men  are  examined  men. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  Are  those  men  included  in 
the  figures  which  you  have  given  for  the  different 
counties? — Yes.  I  may  state  that  we  have  nearly  1.500 
qualified  persons. 

Mr.  Kennedy  :  In  answer  to  Lord  Lawrence  on  Tuesday, 
Mr.  Russell  said  that  a  deputation  waited  upon  him  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  and  they  said  dis- 
tinctly that  they  would  be  satisfied  if  they  could  be  certain 
that  unqualified  men  would  not  be  planted  down  in  dis- 
tricts or  towns  where  there  already  are  qualified  men. 
Do  you  agree  with  that  ? — I  think  that  is  not  quite  the 
right  view  of  the  case.  We  went  to  Mr.  Russell  and  talked 
the  matter  over  with  him.  He  told  us  that  he  was  deter- 
mined to  have  Ireland  included  in  the  Bill,  and  we  then 
had  some  talk  about  the  new  proposals  interfering  with 
qualified  men.  He  then  said  that  he  would  be  agreeable 
not  to  put  one  of  these  sellers  in  a  district  where  there  was 
a  qualified  man.  We  thanked  him  for  the  promise,  but 
certainly  we  never  meant  to  imply  that  we  would  give  way 
if  that  was  done. 

Mr.  Godfrey  Baring  :  You  mentioned  just  now  that  the 
first  three  sheep-dips  recommended  by  the  Agricultural 
Department  in  Ireland  are  all  of  a  non-poisonous  nature? — 
Yes. 

Are  you  aware  that  they  were  placed  first  in  the  list 
because  there  was  a  difficulty  in  getting  arsenical  dips  ? — 
I  know  for  a  fact  that  they  were  put  in  that  order  because 
they  were  said  to  be  the  best  dips  that  the  farmers  could 
have,  and  that  they  cured  scab  as  well  as  anything  that 
i  ould  be  obtained.  They  were  placed  first,  I  repeat,  simply 
lor  that  reason. 

You  are  sure  that  it  was  not  because  of  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  arsenical  dips  ? — I  do  not  believe  that  there  was 
any  difficulty. 

Not  in  the  West  of  England  ? — Every  farmer  must  go 
to  a  market  town,  and  it  is  quite  easy  for  him  to  obtain 
what  he  requires  in  the  shape  of  dips  when  he  is  there. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Do  you  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that, 
though  they  may  not  be  cheaper  to  the  purchaser,  arsenical 
dips  are  very  much  cheaper  to  the  manufacturer? — Yes, 
because  they  are  made  much  more  easily  than  other  dips. 

They  yield  a  very  much  larger  profit,  with  the  result 
that  manufacturers  can  afford  to  send  travellers  round  and 


persuade  people  to  buy  these  things  ? — A  shilling  a  pacf 
is  the  regular  price  for  poisonous  dips,  and  a  packet  J 
dip  twenty  sheep.    For  2s.  6d.  you  can  get  5  lb.  of  c 
bolic  dip,  which  will  dip  five  times  that  number  of  she 
An  Agricultural  Expert's  Evidence. 
Mr.  D.  M.  Watson,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  t 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  was  the  next  witne 
The  Chairman  asked  him  :  What  are  your  objections! 
the  sale  of  sheep-dips  by  persons  other  than  qualif! 
chemists? — Witness  :  In  the  first  place,  we  have  a  separ;]: 
Act  in  Jreland,  and  to  apply  the  provisions  of  this  I 
to  Ireland  would  create  endless  confusion  in  interpret; 
the  different  sections  of  the  Act.    The  solicitor  to  the  Phi 
maceutical  Society  had  stated  that  the  extension  of  i 
Bill  to  Ireland  would  be  of  great  value  to  his  professi! 
because  every  case  would  have  to  be  taken  to  the  Hi  . 
Court. 

Why  should  it  be  more  dangerous  for  an  ironmon;' 
to  sell  a  bottle  labelled  "Poison"  than  for  a  chemist 
sell  it  ? — Because  a  chemist  is  liable  to  lose  his  qualifi 
tion  if  he  does  anything  which  is  considered  detrimen 
to  the  public  interest.  Section  35  of  our  Act  provii 
that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  mrvy  take  away  our  licence 
certain  contingencies.  We  are  in  exactly  the  same  pc 
tion  as  the  legal  profession,  and  there  is  a  responsibiL 
on  the  qualified  chemist  which  you  cannot  expect  to  ha 
in  the  case  of  a  man  who  has  not  been  trained. 

Mr.  Godfrey  Baring  :  What  responsibility  would  I 
chemist  have,  more  than  the  unqualified  dealer,  in  selli , 
sheep- wash? — It  is  a  weekly  occurrence  with  me  to  refi, 
to  sell  poisons. 

You  mean  that  if  an  agriculturist  applied  to  you  :: 
an  arsenical  sheep-wash,  and  you  thought  he  was  not 
suitable  man,  you  would  not  supply  him? — I  would  n 
I  have  frequently  refused  people. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  You  are  a  chemist  in  Dubl 
Is  it,  as  a  rule,  farmers  who  are  your  customers  for  tin 
poisonous  substances? — Yes,  I  meet  them  at  sheep-fairs  i 

Lord  Monk-Bretton  :  Do  farmers  sign  the  register?— Y>\ 
for  sheep-dips. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  If  you  knew  a  man  was; 
farmer  would  you  sell  him  sheep-dip  ? — Yes,  if  I  knew 
was  a  farmer.  _  I 

Don't  you  think  that  the  ironmonger  in  his  own  villa 
would  be  likely  to  know  the  farmer  much  better  than 
chemist  in  a  town  ?— I  don't  think  so.  The  farmer,  thro^ 
going  to  his  market  town,  would  be  as  well  acquainted  wil 
the  chemist  as  with  his  village  ironmonger. 

Answering  Sir  J.  Batty  Tuke,  witness  said  that  if  a: 
accident  occurred  through  the  sale  of  poisons  it  would  j 
much  more  serious  to  a  chemist  in  the  way  of  his  trade  th 
to  an  ordinary  dealer.  There  was  no  doubt  that  a  certa] 
amount  of  odium  attached  to  a  chemist  when  aceider 
occurred  through  poisons  which  had  been  sold  in  his  she! 

Replying  to  Mr.  Atherley- Jones,  witness  said  he  did  r1 
admit  that  a  very  large  illicit  trade  in  poisons  is  carried 
in  Ireland. 

Mr.  Watson  at  this  stage,  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Idn 
submitted  to  the  Committee  a  map  similar  to  that  repr 
duced  on  the  next  page. 

The  Company  Case. 

Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  who  was  next  called,  made  a  stateme 
as  follows  :

tinually  being  increased,  and  correspondingly  the  number  of 
qualified  chemists. 

Mr.  Boot  was  proceeding  to  tell  of  the  extent  of  his  busi- 
ness, when  Lord  Stanley  said,  "We  don't  want  you  to 
glorify  your  company." 
Mr.  Boot  continued  : 

As  to  a  company  not  being  allowed  to  use  the  title  because 
it  is  a  personal  one,  this  was  a  logical  argument  when  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  attempted  to  establish  a  monopoly 
by  stopping  companies  trading,  but  when  it  was  ruled  in  1880 
that  companies  could  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons  the 
argument  fell  to  the  ground. 

Lord  Monk-Bretton  :  What  fell  to  the  ground  ? 

Mr.  Boot  repeated  the  last  part  of  the  sentence,  and  went 
on  to  say  : 

As  companies  are  allowed  to  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of 
poisons  and  to  dispense  medicines,  which  is  the  whole  of  a 
chemist  business  as  defined  by  the  law,  and  no  one  now  pro- 
poses to  prevent  them  so  doing,  it  follows  that  if  they  are 
allowed  to  do  a  thing  they  must  also  be  allowed  to  say  they 
do  it — otherwise  you  have  the  ridiculous  position  that  com 
panies  may  carry  on  the  trade,  but  must  not  say  so. 

As  a  trade  name  the  title  chemist  is  a  mosv  valuable  one. 
If  after  so  many  years  we  must  take  down  our  signs  and  take 
the  name  chemist  off  our  labels  a  serious  loss  of  prestige  must 
•ensue,  and  further,  the  average  man  would  infer  that  we  were 
not  competent  to  carry  on  the  trade,  or  why  had  the  law 
compelled  us  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  name?  And,  of 
course,  the  trade  would  zealously  foster  the  idea.  Private 
chemists  already  carry  on  business  with  numerous  branch 
«hops,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  does  not  prohibit  this 
practice,  which  is  precisely  on  the  same  footing  as  that  of  a 
company.  For  example,  suppose  a  deadly  poison  is  sold  at 
the  same  moment  in  each  of  twenty  shops  belonging  to  one 
private  chemist,  how  can  he  exercise  any  personal  supervision 
over  each  sale  ? 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  does  not  prohibit  the  executors 
of  a  deceased  chemist  from  carrying  on  the  business  in  per- 
petuity in  any  number  of  branch  shops. 

I  submit  that  Boots  Cash  Chemists  should  be  allowed  to 
retain  their  title — 

Because  it  is  their  registered  title  under  which  they  have 
carriod  on  business; 

Because  no  good  reason  has  been  shown  for  depriving 
them  of  this  title  ;  and 

Because  they  do  more  than  any  private  chemist  can  do  to 
perform  the  first  and  foremost  duty  of  a  chemist,  viz.,  en- 
deavour to  provide  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the 
public  and  the  supply  of  pure  and  cheap  drugs  and 
medicines. 

The  loss  of  the  title  would  mean  to  Boots  Cash  Chemists 

(1)  A  very  serious  diminution  of  the  value  of  the  goodwill 
■consequent  upon  the  loss  of  trade  name. 

(2)  An  expenditure  of  some  50,000/.  upon  the  alterations 
which  would  become  necessary  of  costly  shop-signs,  shop- 
fittings,  bottles,  syphons,  etc.,  re-issue  of  new  share  certifi- 
cates, calling  of  meetings,  etc. 

Here  Mr.  Boot's  secretary  produced  a  sheaf  of  large 
photographs  of  some  of  his  shops,  and  handed  them  round. 

The  reason  why  we  make  such  a  bold  display  of  the  name 
is  that  we  do  a  large  trade  with  the  travelling  public,  and 
our  signs  are  familiar  all  over  the  country.  A  person  in  any 
one  town  knows  where  to  go  to  get  drugs  at  reasonable 
prices,  but  when  in  a  strange  town  or,  say,  at  the  seaside,  our 
signs  enable  him  to  know  where  he  can  get  drugs  at  uniform 
prices. 

The  Chairman  :  Please  don't  go  into  the  question  of  prices. 

The  expenditure  on  advertising,  which  I  estimate  at 
15,000/.  per  annum  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  would  be  largely 
thrown  away.  As  a  small  example  I  mention  that  on  Brad- 
shaw's  Guide  for  the  past  seven  years  we  have  spent  600/.  per 
annum,  or  over  4,000/.  in  all,  on  the  advertisements  as  pro- 
duced. 

Here  Mr.  Boot  waved  a  copy  of  "  Bradshaw "  with  his 
advertisement  on  the  front  edge. 

The  term  "chemist"  is  not  a  professional  title.  It  is  a 
trade  title.  This  view  is  held  not  only  by  ourselves,  but  by 
the  Privy  Council. 

I  am  stroncrly  in  favour  of  the  inclusion  in  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  of  a  provision  compelling  limited  companies 
to  employ  qualified  chemists  in  every  shop  or  department. 
In  our  companies  this  provision  has  always  been  observed. 

I  am  also  strongly  in  favour  of  including  in  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  a  provision  bringing  limited  companies  within 
Sections  15  and  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  So  far  as  my 
own  companies  are  concerned  the  provisions  contained  in 
those  sections  of  the  Act  are  strictly  observed  in  all  our  branch 
shops. 


Mr.  Idris  Examines  Mr.  Boot. 

Mr.  Idris  :  What  were  you  before  you  became  a  chemist  ? 
— A  storekeeper. 

Mr.  Idris  :  You  have  not  passed  any  examination  in  phar- 
macy or  anything  of  that  kind  ? — No. 

Mr.  Idris  :  What  was  the  first  company  you  promoted ' 
— Boots,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.  ?— No,  Boots,  Ltd 

Mr.  Idris  :  When  was  that  ?— In  1888. 

Mr.  Idris  :  And  when  did  you  use  the  title  "  Boots  tVh! 
Chemist"  ? — We  have  used  it  over  twenty  years.  Mel 
called  ourselves  Boots,  chemists  and  druggists. 

Mr.  Idris  :  When  was  the  first  company  started  in  which 
you  used  the  title  of  chemist?— In  1888  we  called  our- 
selves chemists  and  druggists. 

_  Mr.  Idris  :  Are  you  sure  the  company  used  the  profes-' 
sional  title  at  that  date?— We  used  the  trade  name  at  that 
date. 

Mr.  Idris  :  The  title  "  Cash  Chemist "  was  registered  in 
1888,  then?— Oh,  no! 

Mr.  Idris  :  Well,  when  was  that  name  used  as  the  name 
of  one  of  your  companies  ?— In  1897.  We  called  ourselves 
Boots,  Eastern,  Ltd.  People  did  not  know  what  that 
meant,  whether  we  were  boot  dealers  or  not,  so  we  took 
the  title  of  "  Cash  Chemists." 

Mr.  Idris  :  You  used  the  name  of  chemist  in  1888?— 
Yes. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Where  was  the  title  chemists  and  druggists 
put  up  ? — On  the  labels. 

Mr.  Idris  :  What  was  the  date  when  you  first  took  that 
as  your  title  ? — Eleven  years  since. 

Mr.  Idris  :  How  long  have  you  had  uninterrupted  use  of 
that  title? — Twenty  years. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  What  was  the  date  of  the 
judicial  decision  that  a  company  was  entitled  to  carry  or 
business  as  a  chemist  ? — In  1880. 

Mr.  Idris  :  What  was  the  object  of  using  the  name?- 
To  describe  the  business. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Did  not  the  public  place  a  certain  confidence 
in  the  title  of  chemist?— We  simply  took  the  title  "Cash 
Chemists  ' '  to  shorten  the  name  of  the  firm,  and  we  spent 
15,000/.  a  year  advertising  it. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Is  the  use  of  the  word  "  chemist"  important 
to  you  ?— Certainly  it  is.  We  have  spent  15,000/.  a  year 
advertising  it. 

Mr.  Idris  :  What  is  the  nature  of  the  business  you  carry 
on  now  ? — The  sale  of  drugs. 

Mr.  Idris  :  What  proportion  of  your  turnover  is  in  regard 
to  the  sale  of  drugs  ? — We  have  *350  shops,  and  in  250  of 
them  nothing  is  sold  but  drugs. 

Mr.  Idris  :  No  silverware  or  anything  of  that  kind?— 
No,  nothing  but  drugs.  We  do  not  even  sell  packet-teas, 
or  anything  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  Idris  :  What  do  you  sell  in  the  others? — We  have 
fancy  goods,  but  in  every  one  of  our  shops  the  chemist 
has  his  own  stores. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Well,  that  at  King's  Cross,  which  I  pass 
every  morning  ? — Well,  there  we  are  prohibited  by  our  lease 
from  selling  anything  but  drugs  and  toilet  requisites. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  sell  nothing  in  the 
way  of  silverware  at  250  of  your  shops  ? — Witness  gave 
an  indistinct  reply. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  Is  it  illegal  to  sell  silverware 
at  chemists?  Is  this  a  matter  which  need  affect  the  Com- 
mittee ? 

Mr.  Idris  :  Would  the  fact  of  your  going  back  to  the 
title  Boots'  Pure  Drug  Company  injure  you  at  all  ? — Un- 
doubtedly our  name  is  a  valuable  trade  asset. 

Mr.  Idris  :  You  claim  to  be  pioneers  in  cheap  drugs?— 
Yes. 

Mr.  Idris  :  Was  there  any  competition  before  the  day 
when  you  entered  the  business  ? 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  Surely  it  is  not  the  business 
of  the  Committee  to  go  into  the  whole  history  of  this 

business. 

Mr.  Idris  :  I  want  to  get  at  the  value  of  the  title.  Now, 
Mr.  Boot,  your  companies  claim  the  title  of  "Chemist 
on  the  ground  that  they   have  registered   managers,  I 
think  ? — They  are  chemists. 

Mr.  Idris  :  You  claim,  I  think,  that  every  branch  has 
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ialified  man?— Yes,  we  claim  the  trade-name  because  we 
rrv  on  the  business.  ..„  , 

Mr   Idris  :   Do  you  think  the  presence  of  a  qualified 
rector  entitles  you  to  the  name  Chemist;  do  you  or  do  you 
,t  claim  it  on  that  ground  ?-We  claim  the  title  because 
p  carry  on  the  trade.  _ 
Mr  Idris  :  You  have  on  your  board  a  Member  of  Parlia- 

Ifr!  Idris  :  Do  you  think  that  qualifies  you  to  use  the  title 
Boots,  Cash  M.P.'s"? 

Lord  Saltoun  :  What  is  the  relevance  of  that : 
Mr  Boot  -  The  term  "Chemist"  is  not  a  professional 
tie  it  is  a  trade-title.  This  view  is  held  not  only  by  car- 
tas but  by  the  Privy  Council.  The  decision  of  the 
ouse  of  Lords  has  affirmed  that  "  chemists  '  and  drug- 
sts"  are  trade  descriptions. 

Mr  Idris  :  I  want  one  straight  answer.  Do  you  or  do  you 
jt  claim  a  trade  asset  in  the  title  of  Chemist  ?— Yes. 

Mr  Idris  :  You  do  not  think  the  name  of  "  Boots  would 
a  as' good  to  you  as  "Boots,  Cash  Chemists _  ?— No  not 
hen  we   have    spent   100,000/.    on    advertising  Cash 

Sh*  John  Batty  Tuke  :  Who  do  you  hold  responsible  in 
lSes  of  accident?— For  the  last  ten  years  we  have  had  one 
lan  who  has  done  nothing  but  consider  the  improvement 

storage  to  prevent  accident.  _ 

Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  :  But  in  case  of  accident  who  would 
b  accountable  to  the  law  ?-In  case  of  accident  all  claims 

ould  come  against  us.  . 

Mr.  Atherky  Jones  :  You  say  there  would  be  a  financial 
smedy  against  the  company  ?— Yes. 

Mr.  Atherley  Jones  :  And  there  would  be  criminal 
ability  if  negligence  were  proved  against  the  qualified 
lemists  in  the  shop  ? — Yes.  _ 

Mr  Atherley  Jones  :  Is  it  a  fact  or  not  that  m  your  shops 
/here  you  sell  drugs  you  have  a  qualified  pharmaceutical 
hemist  in  control  ?— We  have  at  least  one  in  each  place. 
Ve  have  460  men  in  350  shops,  so  we  always  have  relief  in 
ase  of  illnesses. 

Mr.  Atherley  Jones  :  Then  you  stand  in  precisely  the  same 
osition  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  who  has  a  number  of 
hops  ? — Exactly  the  same. 

Mr.  Idris  :  I  know  Mr.  Boot  does  not  mean  to  say  that 
here  is  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  each  shop  ? — No._ 

Mr.  Idris  :  You  have  qualified  chemists  and  druggists  at 
acb  shop  ? — Yes. 

The  Chairman  :  What  is  Mr.  Waring's  evidence  ?  Is  it  on 
he  same  lines  as  yours?— No,  different.  He  will  speak  as 
3  the  conduct  of  the  business. 

The  Chairman  :  I  don't  think  we  need  go  into  that. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  :  You  want  to  show  that  your 
lusiness  is  much  better  than  that  of  anyone  else ;  of  course 
je  all  know  that.  (Laughter.) 

The  Committee  adjourned  till  after  Easter.

British  Trade-marks  m  Japan. — We  are  informed  by_  the 
Secretary  that  the  Board  of  Trade  desire  to  remind  British 
■wners  of  marks  used  in  the  Far  East  of  the  risks  they  run 
y  failing  to  register  their  marks  in  Japan,  and  of  the 
eoessity  of  taking  all  practicable  steps  to  protect  their 
nterests  after  registration.  They  also  desire  to  direct  the 
.Mention  of  all  firms  whose  products,  bearing  marks  duly 
•egistered,  are  on  sale  in  Japan,  to  the  precaution,  as  one 
neaps  of  securing  their  marks  against  infringement,  of 
.dding  on  their  labels  in  Japanese  characters  the  words 
'Registered  Trade-mark  (Toroku  Shohyo)."  This  precau- 
ion  has  been  suggested  by  H.M.  Embassy  at  Tokio  with  a 
new  to  preventing  infringers  of  marks  from  setting  up  as 
i  defence  that  they  were  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  the  trade- 
nark  in  question  was  a  registered  one,  which  is  understood 
o  be  a  valid  defence  in  a  criminal  action  in  Japan.  Accord- 
ng^  to  the  Japanese  Trade-marks  Law,  marks  cannot  be 
egistered  if  they  are  identical  with  or  similar  to  marks  used 
>y  another  person  or  firm  prior  to  July  1,  1899  (the  date  on 
>vhich  the  law  came  into  force),  provided  that  such  marks 
lave  been  continuously  in  use  in  Japan  since  that  date.  It 
s  understood  that  the  Japanese  Patent  Bureau  are  prepared 
;o  receive  particulars  of  all  marks  fulfilling  these  conditions, 
with  a  view  to  minimise  the  possibility  of  infringement,  and 
t  is  suggested  that  particulars  of  such  marks  should  be 
applied  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 


Two  Revised  Poison  Schedules 

are  now  before  Parliament, 
one  proposed  by  the  Privy  Council  and  the  other  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the 
necessity  for  a  new  Schedule  is  admitted  by  both  of  the 
bodies  authorised  by  law  to  control  the  sale  of  poisons. 
The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  present  administration 
of  the  poisons  law  could  not  be  more  effectively  illustrated 
than  it  is  by  the  submission  of  these  two  Schedules  to  an 
assembly  like  Parliament,  or  even  to  a  selected  Committee 
to  which  Parliament  may  choose  to  depute  the  duty.  No 
ten  members  of  the  two  Houses,  however  wise  they  may 
be,  would  even  claim  to  be  competent  to  decide  a  technical 
question  of  this  kind.  They  do  not  wear  the  shoes,  and 
cannot  tell  where  they  pinch.  But  the  officers  of  the  Privy 
Council  have  no  hesitation  in  rushing  in  where  peers  and 
bishops,  Cabinet  Ministers  and  labour  members,  would  all 
refuse  to  venture.  Their  Schedule  shows  no  appreciation 
of  the  difficulties  of  the  existing  one,  and  that  they  should 
have  thought  fit  to  draft  their  Bill,  including  the  Schedule, 
without  consultation  with  any  representatives  of  pharmacy, 
as  it  is  understood  they  did,  is  a  point  which  might  be  used 
successfully  in  any  debate  which  may  arise  on  their  measure 
at  Westminster.    The  importance  of  having 

A  Schedule  which  Works  Smoothly, 

and  which  at  the  same 
time  protects  the  public  against  the  danger  of  accidental 
poisoning,  is  obvious  to  everyone ;  but  so  far  chemists  have 
given  but  scant  attention  to  the  proposals  before  them. 
That  there  is  necessity  for  searching  criticism  was  made 
strikingly  manifest  by  the  revelation  of  at  least  two  serious 
blunders  of  drafting  in  the  Society's  Schedule  published 
in  this  journal  last  week.  The  sentence  transferring  to 
Part  2  "all  poisons,  preparations  or  admixtures  of  poisons 
included  in  Parts  1  and  2  of  this  Schedule  where  specific 
limitations  are  not  mentioned,"  and  the  subsequent  similar 
attempt  to  transplant  seven  deadly  poisons  from  Part  1, 
where  they  had  been  placed  five  minutes  previously,  to 
Part  2,  so  that  in  the  same  Schedule  they  figure  in  both 
parts,  are  evidences  of  such  careless  inattention  to  detail 
as  almost  to  condemn  the  revision  altogether.  But  when 
these  faults  of  expression  have  been  corrected  there  does 
remain — so  at  least  it  strikes  me — a  substantially  improved 
Schedule,  calculated  to  relieve  chemists  from  much  of  the 
uncertainty  and  anomaly  associated  with  the  existing  one. 

The  Percentage  Scheme, 

which  is  the  essential  modification 
adopted,  was  first  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  issued  in  1903,  but  then  only  in  reference 
to  mixtures  containing  morphia.  To  that  extent  the  Privy 
Council  have  adopted  it,  so  that  they  are  precluded  from 
objecting  to  it  on  principle  ;  and  they  would  find  it  difficult  to 
explain  why,  if  it  is  reasonable  to  apply  it  to  that  one  poison, 
it  should  not  be  made  similarly  applicable  to  others.  In 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Schedule  the  percentage 
method  of  distinguishing  poisonous  medicines  and  prepara- 
tions, so  that  the  really  dangerous  ones  must  be  sold  under 
more  stringent  conditions  than  those  which  only  demand 
reasonable  care,  which  it  cannot  be  doubted  was  the  original 
intention  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  has  been  extended,  ap- 
parently with  the  object  of  meeting  the  various  difficulties 
which  have  arisen  in  regard  to  preparations  when  a 
mechanical  interpretation  of  the  terms  of  the  statute  was 
pushed  to  an  extreme  point.  Whether  the  Schedule  now 
before  the  trade  does  in  fact  meet  all  probable  cases  of 
difficulty  I  cannot  say.  But  it  is  certainly  high  time  that 
experts  should  scrutinise  it  closely.

EMtoual  Comments. 


The  Joint  Committee's  Inquiry. 

Within  an  hour  of  the  meeting  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  it 
became  apparent  that  the  majority  of  the  Committee  had 
made  up  their  minds  that  Clause  2  of  the  Bill  should  become 
law.  It  appeared  to  be  accepted  beyond  dispute  that 
chemists,  as  the  present  legalised  vendors  of  poisons,  are 
mere  monopolists,  undeserving  of  sympathy.  Three  in- 
cidents serve  to  illustrate  this. 

The  examination  of  Mr.  Middleton,  Assistant-Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  had  not  proceeded  far  when 
Mr.  Idris  pointedly  called  the  witness's  attention  to  the 
fact  that  no  evidence  from  farmers  had  been  taken  by  the 
Departmental  Committee,  whereupon  Mr.  Middleton  pro- 
duced a  dozen  letters  he  had  received  from  farmers  since 
the  Committee  met  last  week,  and  read  one  of  them. 
Immediately  Mr.  Idris  asked  that  the  letter  should  be  put  in, 
as  it  would  be  necessary  to  call  rebutting  evidence.  The 
Chairman  protested  that  if  this  were  done  it  would  make 
the  inquiry  endless.  He  had  the  room  cleared,  and,  in 
camera,  the  Committee  decided  against  Mr.  Idris.  Up  to 
that  point  the  witness  had  been  permitted  to  advance  any- 
thing he  pleased  in  support  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee's finding,  but  as  soon  as  there  was  a  possibility  of 
something  to  the  contrary  coming  out  it  was  stopped. 

Again,  while  Mr.  Idris  was  endeavouring  to  elicit  from 
the  witness  that  there  had  been  a  needless  increase  in  the 
use  of  poisons  for  agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes, 
instigated    by   manufacturers,    Lord    Saltoun  somewhat 
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warmly  said,  "Up  to  now  there  has  been  a  monopoly  in 
Ihese  things  by  chemists,  and  you  [Mr.  Idris]  want  to  keep 
it  so." 

When  Mr.  Idris  endeavoured  to  ascertain  if  the  witness 
would  apply  to  large  towns  the  principle  of  licensing  un- 
qualified vendors  advocated  for  sparsely  populated  dis- 
tricts, some  of  the  noble  lords  laughed,  and  one  remarked 
that  "there  are  no  sheep  in  London." 

We  are  writing  before  Thursday's  proceedings,  yet  we 
express  not  only  our  own  feeling,  but  the  conviction  of 
pharmacists  who  are  closely  in  touch  with  the  inquiry,  when 
we  say  that  the  result  is  a  foregone  conclusion.  Parlia- 
mentary language  cannot  convey  the  indignation  felt  by  all 
who  realised  the  result  of  this  narrowing  of  the  inquiry, 
especially  the  cavalier  manner  in  which  the  majority  of 
the  noble  lords  treated  Mr.  Idris's  quiet,  yet  effective, 
efforts  to  bring  out  from  the  witnesses  that  the  proposed 
legislation  trifles  with  a  public  danger  which  several  Acts 
of  Parliament  exist  to  avert.  The  Committee  seemed 
oblivious,  like  Tuesday's  Irish  witnesses,  to  the  fact  that 
extension  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland  means  the  creation  of  an  un- 
precedented legal  tangle.  Eagerness  to  eliminate  the 
chemist  (we  are  using  Parliamentary  language)  helped  the 
majority  to  forget  their  statesmanship  as  legislators.  They 
may  see  the  error  of  their  ways  before  they  come  to  the 
end  of  the  inquiry.  Whether  they  do  or  not,  chemists  will 
realise  that  they  cannot  expect  justice  from  this  Joint  Com- 
mittee, and  they  should  get  ready  to  use  all  their  power  to 
fight  the  Government's  proposals  when  they  reach  the 
House  of  Commons.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  proposals 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  will  come  before  the 
Committee,  but  it  is  understood  that  Lord  Ebury's  clause 
of  two  years  ago  will  be  taken  as  the  basis  for  recommenda- 
tion as  regards  companies— viz. ,  that  such  traders  may- 
use  the  titles  so  long  as  they  employ  persons  who  have  law- 
fully acquired  them.  It  is  not  at  all  improbable,  however, 
that  the  Committee  will  recognise  that  the  issues  so  raised 
demand  the  extended  inquiry  which  they  have  refused  as 
regards  agricultural  poisons ;  therefore  legislation  may 
for  the  present  Session  be  limited  to  the  proposals  with 
respect  to  the  latter. 


White  Castile  Soap. 

Should  white  Castile  soap  be  an  olive-oil  soap,  or  is  it 
sufficient  that  a  vegetable  fat  which  need  not  be  olive  oil 
has  been  used  in  making  it?  This  question  was  put  to 
us  recently,  because  our  subscriber  finds  that  most  of 
the  white  Castile  or  Marseilles  soap  on  the  market  is  a  coco- 
nut-oil soap.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  W.  H. 
Simmons  referred  to  this  matter  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  June  8,  1907,  p.  869,  pointing  out  that  olive-oil 
soap  is  being  replaced,  but  apparently  there  has  been  no 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  commercial  Castile  soap. 
Sapo  durus,  B.P.,  is  defined  as  a  "  soap  made  with  sodium 
hydroxide  and  olive  oil,"  but  the  only  synonym  given  is 
"hard  soap,"  which  is  not  an  explicit  statement  that 
white  Castile  soap  is  intended.  The  B.P.,  1885,  gave 
"  white  Castile  soap  "  as  a  synonym,  but  this  was  omitted 
from  the  last  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Genuine  olive- 
oil  soap  has  a  distinct  greyish  tint  as  compared  with  one 
made  from  coconut  oil,  which  is  of  a  purer  opalescent 
white  appearance.  In  this  respect  the  Pharmacopoeia  test 
as  well  as  the  monograph  precludes  the  use  of  a  coconut- 
oil  soap.  The  Pharmacopoeia  use  of  sapo  durus  is  now 
chiefly  as  a  constituent  of  pill  masses,  soap  being  a  valuable 
addition  to  purgative  medicines.  Soap  is  also  employed 
medicinally  in  cases  of  gall-stones.  We  are  not  prepared 
to  say  that  a  coconut-oil  soap  has  not  similar  medicinal 
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properties,  and  if  olive  oil  were  not  a  more  expensive 
ingredient  than  coconut  oil  there  would  be  a  tendency 
to  regard  the  whiter  product  as  a  better  soap.  But  the 
main  fact  is  that  by  tradition  we  in  the  drug-trade  have 
regarded  "  Castile  soap  "  as  the  common  name  for  soap 
made  with  olive  oil,  and  this  is  no  longer  a  certainty. 
There  is  no  simple  test  for  coconut-oil  soap,  but  if  the 
fatty  acids  are  prepared,  the  determination  of  the  iodine 
value  is  the  simplest  test.  Reichert's  butter  test  is 
also  useful,  or  where  a  refractometer  is  available  it 
forms,  as  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Simmons,  a  distinctive 
test.  The  refractive  index  for  olive-oil  fatty  acids  is 
1.441  to  1.444  at  60°  C,  while  the  refractive  indices  of  coco- 
nut oil  and  tallow  acids  are  lower.  With  respect  to  the 
medicinal  properties  of  soap,  we  ought  to  point  out  that 
the  Pharmacopoeia  does  not  apparently  regard  the  kind  of 
soap  used  as  essentially  an  olive-oil  soap,  because  in  one 
at  least  of  the  official  pilulae  sapo  animalis  (a  soap  made 
with  sodium  hydroxide  and  animal  fat)  is  employed.  The 
purpose  of  this  note  is  to  call  the  attention  of  the  trade 
to  the  fact  that  the  white  Castile  soap  frequently  supplied 
is  not  what  they  have  been  accustomed  to  get.  Chemists 
know  that  the  reputation  of  this  soap  still  lingers,  and  that 
among  a  large  class  of  the  public  Castile  soap  is  the 
standard  of  purity  for  use  in  a  baby's  toilet.  It  seems 
desirable,  therefore,  that  the  name  Castile  soap  should  be 
retained  by  the  olive  oil  product,  and  that  coconut-oil 
soap  should  not  be  so-called,  especially  when  the  soap  is 
intended  for  medical  use.  One  of  the  highest  authorities 
in  this  country  tersely  expresses  the  matter  to  us  by  saying 
"  In  my  opinion  the  Castile  soap  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes  should  bo  olive-oil  soap,  and  not  coconut-oil 
soap. ' '

Dr.  Teed's  Report. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  a 
communication  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  London  in  reference  to  Dr.  Teed's 
remarks  about  the  Society  (see  C.  &  D.,  March  28,  p.  470). 
The  prescriptions  which  were  alleged  to  have  been  in- 
accurately dispensed  contained  tincture  of  cinchona,  and  it 
is  stated  in  the  report  that  a  deficiency  of  alkaloids  was 
found.  When  it  is  considered  that  deficiencies  of  15  per 
cent,  of  alkaloids  in  the  case  of  a  tincture  diluted  with 
water  may  represent  simply  an  analytical  error,  a  different 
light  is  put  on  the  matter.  This  part  of  the  report  is 
not,  however,  questioned;  it  is  Dr.  Teed's  sneer  about 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  is  not  to  be  allowed  to  pass 
unnoticed.  It  should  not  be  difficult  for  the  Society  to 
show  the  Common  Council  that  a  mistaken  impression 
of  the  powers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  led  Dr. 
Teed  to  make  remarks  about  the  Society  and  chemists  in 
general  which  are,  as  the  President  remarks,  as  "  objec- 
tionable as  they  are  unwarranted."

COUNCIL-MEETING. 


THE  first  business  ol  the  April  Council-meeting — which 
was  opened  punctually  for  a  change — was  an  instruc- 
tion to  the  Secretary  (now  recovered  from  his  influenza)  to 
write  letters  of  condolence  to  the  relatives  of  the  late  Pro- 
fessor H.  C.  Sorby,  Mr.  C.  Goddard  Clarke,  Mr.  G.  Wright 
(Burton) ,  and  Dr.  Donald  H.  Attfield.  The  Vice-President, 
on  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  mentioned  that 
the  late  Mr.  R.  B.  Smale,  Oswestry,  had  left  500/.  for  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  The  Council  voted  151/.  in  grants  to 
applicants  for  relief.  It  was  decided  to  take  no  further 
action  at  present  on  the  question  of  proprietary  articles. 
The  objectionable  clause  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Bill 
is  to  be  opposed  unless  altered  so  as  to  conserve  the  rights 
of  chemists  and  druggists,  and  in  regard  to  the  Government 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  the  Organisation  Committee 
were  instructed  to  take  steps  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
trade  when  the  Bill  comes  before  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  report  of  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  the  Government 
Visitor  to  the  examinations,  was  read.  It  states  that  there  is 
"much  left  to  be  desired  in  the  training  of  chemists"  for 
the  Minor  examination,  while  Sir  Thomas  deplores  "  that 
so  few  candidates  present  themselves  for  this  [the  Major] 
excellent  examination."  The  City  Analyst's  remarks  about 
the  alleged  neglect  of  the  Society  in  carrying  out  its  func- 
tions under  Section  XV.  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  is  to 
be  the  subject  of  a  communication  to  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  London.  The  nominations  for  the  Council- 
election  show  that  there  are  eight  candidates  for  the  seven 
vacancies.  Of  the  old  councillors  Mr.  Southall  does  not 
seek  re-election.  The  new  candidates  are  Mr.  J.  H. 
Cuff  (New  Southgate)  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  (Wolverhamp- 
ton). The  annual  report  of  the  Society's  auditors  was 
presented,  and  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  April  1.  There 
were  present  the  President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young),  Vice- 
President  (Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington),  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter 
Hills),  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  A.  S.  Campkin,  M.  Car- 
teighe,  W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon, 
J.  Harrison,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  P.  F. 
Rowsell,  A.  Southall,  C.  Symes,  and  A.  C.  Wootton.  The 
President  read  letters  apologising  for  absence  from  Mr. 
Gibson,  Mr.  Hobbs,  and  Mr.  Storrar,  who  are  indisposed. 

Deaths. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the  death  of  Professor 
H.  C.  Sorby,  Mr.  C.  Goddard  Clarke,  Mr.  G.  Wright  (Bur- 
ton-on-Trent),  and  Dr.  Donald  H.  Attfield.  Mr.  Goddard 
Clarke  was  member  of  Parliament  for  Peckham,  and, 
although  not  a  chemist,  had  always  showed  himself  ready 
t">  help  the  Society.  Dr.  Donald  Attfield  was  the  only  son 
of  Professor  Attfield. 

Mr.  Newsholme  said  he  had  known  Dr.  Sorby  for  thirty 
years.  He  was  the  first  to  apply  the  microscope  to  the 
study  of  the  structure  of  iron  and  steel.  Dr.  Sorby  looked 
upon  his  honorary  membership  of  the  Society  as  a  great 
honour,  and  often  spoke  appreciatively  of  the  help  he  re- 
ceived from  the  curator,  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  letters  of  con- 
dolence to  the  relatives  of  deceased  person?  mentioned  by 
the  President. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
A  number  of  members  and  student  associates  were  elected, 
and  some  members  restored  to  their  former  position  in  the 
Society.  Three  chemists  had  their  names  restored  to  the 
Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  on  making  the  require  d 
declaration  and  paying  the  fee  of  one  guinea. 


Finance. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  next  taken.

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  stated  that  100/.  had  been  invested  from  the  Donation 
account  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  that  special  contri- 
butions had  been  :  Grimsby  Association,  1/.  Is. ;  Brighton 
Association,  21.  3s.  ;  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  12s. 
It  was  also  announced  that  the  late  Mr.  R.  B.  Smale, 
Oswestry,  had  left  the  fund  a  legacy  of  500/.,  which, 
however,  has  not  yet  been  paid  over. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  then 
taken  in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Cross,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
that  grants  amounting  to  151Z.  were  recommended. 

The  report  was  agreed  to. 

L.,  M.,  S.,  and  H.  Committee. 

The  next  item  was  the  report  of  the  Library,  Museum, 
School,  and  House  Committee,  which  recommended  the 
payment  of  Messrs.  Parkinson's  account,  amounting  to 
61.  13s.  bd.  The  other  matters  dealt  with  referred  to  the 
School.  The  School  is  to  be  closed  from  April  2  to  April  23, 
and  the  Council  authorised  the  School  Committee  to 
announce  the  results  of  the  prize  competition  before  report- 
ing to  the  Council.  The  Dean  is  to  re-label  the  chemical 
specimens  which  he  has  taken  over  from  the  museum,  and 
the  Curator  is  going  to  lend  him  the  museum  printing-press. 

The  report  was  adopted  without  discussion. 

Organisation. 
The  report  of  the  committee  on  organisation,  which  was 
presented  by  the  Vice-President,  referred  to  the  meetings 
held  at  Birmingham,  Cardiff,  and  Swansea.  The  last  two 
meetings  were  open  to  all  registered  chemists  in  the  two 
districts. 

Mr.  G.  J.  M.  Lusher-Pentney  was  elected  Divisional 
Secretary  for  Central  Hackney. 

Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  committee  referred  first  of  all  to  a  com- 
plaint of  unbecoming  conduct  of  a  member  of  tne  Society, 
which  the  Secretary  is  to  investigate.  The  committee  also 
considered  the  reply  of  the  British  Medical  Association  on 
the  sale  of  proprietary  articles,  and  recommended  that  no 
action  be  taken  in  the  matter  at  the  present  time._  A  reply 
was  formulated  in  answer  to  the  Colonial  Office  in  regard 
to  the  reciprocity  suggestions  from  New  South  Wales. 
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This  was  to  the  effect  that  both  the  Government  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  and  the  Society's  Pharmacy  Bill  contain 
orovisions  which  would  make  reciprocity  possible.    It  was 
further  suggested  that  the  letter  sent  by  the  Governor  of 
ew  South  Wales  would  be  a  suitable  item  for  the  con- 
ideration  of  the  Joint  Committee  now  sitting  at  West- 
inster.     There  was  also  a  recommendation  that  the 
eterinary  Surgeons  Bill  should  be  opposed  unless  the 
ights  of  chemists  and  druggists,  which  are  threatened  by 
Clause  4,  are  conserved.     In  regard  to  the  Poisons  and 
harmacy  Bill,  it  was  recommended  that  the  Organisation 
ommittee  should  be  instructed  to  take  into  consideration 
he  steps  that  may  be  necessary  to  conserve  the  interests 
f  chemists  and  druggists  when  the  Bill  comes  before  the 
ouse  of  Commons. 

Dr.  Symes  said  that  some  years  ago  the  Lincolnshire 

gricultural  Society  approached  the  Privy  Council,  asking 
hem  to  place  further  restrictions  on  the  distribution  of 
poisons  to  grooms  and  carters.  The  same  class  of  people 
is  now  asking  that  facilities  be  given  for  obtaining  dan- 
gerous poisons  more  readily.  Dr.  Symes  thought  this 
attitude  should  be  emphasised  as  much  as  possible. 

The  President  said  that  every  possible  means  had  been 
taken  to  put  these  facts  before  the  proper  authority.  The 
Council  is  fully  alive  to  the  position. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

A  motion,  which  was  to  have  been  brought  up  by  Mr. 
Hobbs,  for  the  establishment  of  a  reliable  bureau  of  in- 
formation for  chemists  was  dropped,  owing  to  Mr.  Hobbs's 
absence. 

Examinations  Eepoet. 
The  report  of  the  Government  Visitor  (Sir  Thomas 
Stevenson)  to  the  examinations  held  in  London  during  the 
year  ending  March  51,  1908,  was  transmitted  by  the  Privy 
Council.  In  this  report  the  number  of  candidates  examined 
for  the  Minor  was  stated  to  be  786,  compared  with  792  in 
the  previous  year.  The  passes  were  278,  a  percentage  of 
35.4.  Sir  Thomas  next  gave  a  number  of  statistics  showing 
the  failures  in  each  subject,  and  remarked  that  : 

Much  care  was  shown  by  the  examiners  in  practical 
chemistry  to  make  the  exercises  set  as  conformable  as  pos- 
sible to  the  analyses  required  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
but,  as  heretofore,  the  results  show  how  deficient  is  the 
ordinary  training  of  candidates  in  laboratory  work.  There 
is  much  left  to  be  desired  in  the  training  of  chemists. 
There  were  few  failures  in  the  reading  and  writing  of  pre- 
scriptions, but  the  Latinity  shown  is  usually  of  a  low 
order. 

Ill  regard  to  the  Major  examination  the  report  stated  : 

This  examination  is  now  held  only  twice  a  year.  It  is  to 
be  deplored  that  so  few  candidates  present  themselves  for 
this  excellent  examination.  The  number  of  candidates  fell 
to  fifty-two,  but  the  knowledge  of  these,  as  shown  by  the 
results,  showed  a  very  satisfactory  improvement  when  com- 
pared with  the  results  of  1906-7. 

The  candidates  examined  were  fifty-two,  and  of  these  thirty 
passed,  a  percentage  of  57.7.  The  last  paragraph  in  the 
report  was — 

The  examiners  showed  their  usual  courtesy  and  fairness 
to  the  candidates. 

Some  Kesoltttions. 

The  Secretary  then  drew  attention  to  some  resolutions 
that  had  been  received  from  local  Associations.  The  first 
was  one  from  the  West  Riding  Chemists'  Federation  (see 
[C.  &  D.,  March  21,  p.  457),  then  followed  the  Exeter  reso- 
lutions (see  C.  <L-  D.,  March  28,  p.  494). 

Mr.  Rowsell,  referring  to  the  last-named,  said  that  the 
Jixeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  attached 
importance  to  the  disabilities  proposed  to  be  placed  on 
chemists  using  firm-names. 

The  President  said  that  in  view  of  the  remarkable 
unanimity  of  the  country  on  the  subject  of  firm-names,  the 

resolutlon  was  m  tne  nature  of  a  surprise. 
•  r-  R°WSELL  :  Perhaps  other  Associations  have  not  gone 
h  ,  j  e, matter  as  we  nave  done.  We  think  some  provision 
should  be  made  by  which  a  qualified  person  who  succeeds 
to  an  old-established  business  should  be  able  to  use  the 
nrm-name  that  has  been  associated  with  the  shop. 

Further  resolutions  were  from  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral 
Ohemists'  Association  assuring  the  Society  of  the  "un- 
divided support "  of  the  Association  for  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 


Another  from  Leeds  Chemists'  Association  welcomed 
the  efforts  of  the  Society  in  protecting  personal  titles.  The 
London  Chemists'  Association  expressed  their  approval  of 
the  B.P.  "  Codex."  The  North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association 
"cordially  support"  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  Grimsby 
Chemists'  Association  asked  the  Society  to  oppose  Clause  2 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  The  Edinburgh 
Chemists'  Trade  Association  submitted  proposals  re  the 
poison  schedule  (see  C .  &  D.,  March  21,  p.  456). 

Dr.  Teed's  Report. 

The  Secretary  said  that  several  chemists  had  called  his 
attention  to  the  quarterly  report  of  Dr.  Teed,  analyst  to 
the  City  of  London,  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
is  referred  to  in  uncomplimentary  terms  (see  C.  <f>  D., 
March  28,  p.  470).    The  Secretary  having  read  the  report, 

The  President  said  the  remarks  were  as  objectionable  as 
they  were  unwarranted. 

Mr.  Wootton  having  inquired  whether  prosecutions  were 
ordered  in  the  cases  of  alleged  inaccurate  dispensing,  and 
having  received  a  negative  reply,  said  the  Council  ought 
not  to  let  the  report  pass  without  contesting  it.  (Hear, 
hear.)  He  suggested  that  Dr.  Teed  should  be  communicated 
with. 

The  President  thought  the  Common  Council  would  be 
the  body  whose  attention  should  be  called  to  the  matter. 

After  a  long  consultation  in  committee  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  CounciJ 
of  the  City  of  London  in  regard  to  Dr.  Teed's  remarks. 

Other  Matters. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  letter  from  the  chemists  of 
Barnstaple  giving  the  text  of  a  petition  which  they  have 
sent  to  the  House  of  Commons  through  their  member,  Mr. 
E.  J.  Soares.  It  was  a  protest  against  the  relaxation  of 
the  conditions  of  the  sale  of  poisons. 

The  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  sent  a  list  of  registered 
chemists  in  the  Transvaal,  and  asked  to  have  a  copy  of  the 
British  Register.    The  request  was  granted. 

The  North  British  Branch  Secretary  sent  the  comments  of 
the  Scotch  Board  of  Examiners  on  the  proposed  new  regu- 
lations for  examination  candidates.  This  was  referred  to 
the  Education  and  Examination  Committee, 

The  President  remarking  that  the  points  of  difference 
were  exceedingly  slight,  and  he  had  no  doubt  the  two  Boards 
of  Examiners  would  soon  be  able  to  present  a  joint  report 
to  the  Council. 

Council  Contest. 
The  Secretary  then,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws, 
reported  that  he  received  twelve  nominations  for  the  seven 
vacancies  which  will  occur  on  the  Council  in  May,  and 
the  following  eight  expressed  their  willingness  to  serve  if 
elected  :

The  five  auditors  who  are  at  present  in  office  were  re- 
nominated, and  all  are  willing  to  serve. 

The  auditors'  annual  report  was  then  presented,  and  this 
finished  the  public  business.

THE   COUNCIL  ELECTION. 

As  mentioned  on  p.  525,  there  are  eight  candidates  for  the 
seven  vacant  positions  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu 
tical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  The  two  new  candidate: 
aie  Mr.  J.  Harcombe  Cuff,  New  Southgate,  London,  N. 
and  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson.  93  Darlington  Street,  Wolverhamp 
ton.  As  we  mentioned  last  week,  Mr.  Cuff  is  the  Hon 
Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  and  he  als< 
fills  the  same  position  in  the  Institute  of  Ophthdmit 
Opticians,  which  is  an  association  of  graduates  of  tht 
Spectaclemakers'  Company.  In  the  course  of  the  addres: 
which  Mr.  Cuff  is  sending  out  to  the  members  of  the  Phar 
maceutical  Society,  he  says  : 

As  a  candidate  for  a  seat,  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
I  offer  my  services  in  my  capacity  as  an  ordinary  retai 
chemist,  and  as  a  represen- 
tative of  men  in  the  same 
position.  During  the  last 
fifteen  years  I  have  been  in 
business  on  my  own 
account,  and  know  the 
great  difficulties  with 
which  we  have  to  contend. 

For  some  years  past  I 
have  endeavoured  to  serve 
the  trade  as  Hon.  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society  of 
Chemist  -  Opticians.  and 
have  gained  considerable 
experience  in  organisation 
and  the  conduct  of  public 
work  which  will  be  of 
service  to  me  in  the 
larger  sphere. 

I  do  not  propose  to 
trouble  you  with  my  views 
on  trade  matters  in  detail, 
but  would  briefly  say  that, 
in  my  judgment,  the  first 
duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  to  administer  certain 
Acts  of  Parliament  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  its  second' 
to  guard  the  rights  and  interests  of  our  trade.  Any  action 
which  appears  likely  to  work  for  these  objects  will  have  my! 
strongest  support. 

One  exception  to  the  above  general  statement  must,  however, 
be  made.  The  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  of  ; 
such  a  nature  and  so  far-reaching  in  its  possible  results  that 
it  cannot  be  passed  over  without  comment. 

In  the  year  1868.  after  the  very  fullest  consideration,  Parlia- 
ment decided  that  "  it  is  expedient  for  the  safety  of  the  public 
that  persons  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing.  ^ 
or  compounding  of  poisons  .  .  .  should  possess  a  competent 
practical   knowledge  of   their   business   and  ...  be  duly 
examined  as  to  their  practical  knowledge."    For  forty  years 
this  has  been  carried  out,  very  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the 
public,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  no  sooner  is  an  article 
scheduled  as  a  poison  than  fatalities  from  its  use  greatly : 
decrease.    The  reason  of  this  is  very  plain  to  all  who  know 
the  facts.    It  is  because  a  body  of  men  has  arisen  specially 
fitted  by  training  and  education  to  handle  these  dangerous 1 
substances  with  care  and  discretion.    Yet,  in  the  face  of  this 
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.king  evidence  of  the  wisdom  of  Parliament  in  1868,  the 
( vernment  Bill  proposes  to  largely  throw  away  the  services 
these  men  and  to  substitute  a  licence  in  place  of  "  com- 
I  ent  practical  knowledge."  This  proposal  is  not,  and  can- 
be,  in  the  interests  of  public  safety,  and  it  is  manifestly 
ust  to  the  thousands  of  qualified  men  called  into  being  by 
1868  Act.  In  my  judgment,  it  should  be  strongly  opposed, 
1  I  would  make  it  my  endeavour,  if  elected  to  the  Council, 
use  all  the  resources  of  the  Society,  and  would  personally 
re  no  pains,  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  chemist's 
ilification  and  the  rights  given  to  him  by  the  1868  Act.  I 
{e  referred  to  the  advantage  which  the  Act  is  for  public 
ety,  and  it  does  not  require  much  consideration  to  see  that 
s  also  to  the  advantage  of  the  trade.  High-class  pharmacy 
y  perhaps  lose  nothing  by  the  Government  proposals,  but 
iortunately  the  bulk  of  the  trade  does  not  consist  of  high- 
ss  pharmacists,  but  of  hard-working  chemists  and  drug- 
ts  who,  having  been  through  the  routine  prescribed  by  law, 
ye  at  least  the  right  to  claim  that  the  privileges  held  out 
the  law  shall  not  be  taken  away  from  them  without  some 
1  and  great  public  necessity  and  an  adequate  quid  pro  quo. 
would  also  endeavour  to  obtain  for  the  chemists  of  Great 
itain  advantages  already  enjoyed  by  chemists  in  other 
i  ts  of  the  Empire. 

'inally,  Mr.  Cuff  asks  those  who  agree  with  his  views  to 
iport  him  next  month. 

Vlr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Wolverhampton, 
was  apprenticed  with  Mr. 
David  Prosser,  Sheerness, 
in  1875,  and  in  1881  went 
to  Wilts.  After  passing  the 
Minor  he  went  as  assistant 
to  the  late  Mr.  W.  H.

The  second  reading  of  the  Nurses  (Registration)  Bill  has 
en  deferred  until  Tuesday,  April  7. 

The  Official  Directory  of  Nurses  Bill,  which  many 
emists  would  like  to  see  passed,  has  been  blocked  in  the 
louse  of  Lords  by  Lord  Ampthill. 

The  Patents  and  Designs  Bill  was  reported  from  the 
anding  Committee  without  amendment  to  the  Lords,  and 
is  read  a  third  time  on  April  1. 

The  report  of  the  amendments  made  in  Committee  of  the 
hole  House  and  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Sunday 
osing  (Shops)  Bill  was  received  in  the  House  of  Lords 
-day  (Thursday),  and  the  Bill  was  ordered  to  be  printed 
amended. 

The  Opium-traffic. 
On  the  day  prior  to  the  adjournment  for  the  Easter 
ohdays  Mr.  Findlay  proposes  to  call  attention  to  the 
>mm-traffic  in  the  Straits  Settlements  and  the  Federated 
alay  States. 

Port  of  London  Bill. 
Mr  Lloyd-George  will  to-day  (ihursday)  move  the 
cond  reading  of  his  Bill  for  the  reform  of  the  Port  of 
ondon,  after  which  it  is  anticipated  it  will  be  sent  to  a 
iint  Committee  of  both  Houses,  when  there  will  be  ample 
sportunity  afforded  for  discussion. 

The  New  Patent  Law. 
In  the  Commons  on  March  31,  Mr.  Haddock  asked  the 
:cretary  for  Foreign  Affairs  whether  any  representations 
ad  been  made  by  Germany  or  any  other  foreign  country 
'garding  the  new  British  Patent  Law.  Sir  Edward  Grey 
'plied  that  representations  have  been  received  from  Ger- 


many and  the  United  States  with  regard  to  certain  pro- 
visions of  the  new  Patents  and  Designs  Act  which  affect 
patents  worked  wholly  or  exclusively  abroad. 

Lotteries  and  Indecent  Advertisements. 

In  the  Commons  on  April  1  it  was  agreed  that  a  Select 
Committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  join  with  a 
Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Lords  to  inquire  into  the 
law  (1)  as  to  lotteries,  including  the  sale  of  lottery  bonds, 
competitions  for  prizes  which  involve  an  element  of  chance, 
and  advertisements  relating  thereto;  (2)  as  to  indecent 
literature  and  pictures  and  advertisements  relating  to 
things  indecent  or  immoral;  and  to  report  what  amend- 
ments, it  any,  in  the  law  are  necessary  or  desirable;  that 
Mr.  G.  Beckett,  Mr.  H.  J.  Craig,  Mr.  Hastings  Duncan, 
Mr.  W.  O'Malley,  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Wilson  be  nominated 
members  of  the  Committee.  The  following  have  been 
appointed  by  the  Lords  to  serve  on  the  Committee  :  Earl 
Beauchamp,  Earl  Donoughmore,  Viscount  Llandaff,  Lord 
Ramsay,  and  Lord  Hersehell. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  Winfrey  was  again  unsuccessful  with  his  Pharmacy 
Bill  on  March  31,  and  the  second  reading  was  deferred  for 
a  week.  On  March  27  a  deputation  of  Whitehaven  chemists, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  H.  Hunter,  H.  Clark,  F.  B.  Bennett, 
and  W.  H.  Wandless,  waited  upon  Mr.  H.  Fullerton,  M.P. 
for  the  Egremont  Division.  Mr.  Wandless  introduced  the 
deputation,  who  discussed  with  Mr.  Fullerton  the  Govern- 
ment Bill  and  the  Bill  of  Mr.  Winfrey.  Mr.  Ful- 
lerton showed  a  fair  grasp  of  the  details  of  the  measures, 
and  accepted  the  proposals  of  the  deputation,  who  sug- 
gested, among  other  things,  a  distance  limit  from  the  nearest 
chemist's  shop  for  the  permission  of  traders  other  than 
chemists  to  sell  agricultural  poisons,  and  maintained  that  it 
was  only  equitable  that  company  traders  and  individual 
chemists  should  be  made  equal  in  the  sight  of  the  law. 
Irish  Universities  Bill. 

Mr.  Birrell  introduced  this  Bill  into  the  House  of 
Commons  on  March  31,  the  first  reading  being  carried  by 
307  votes  to  twenty- four.  The  proposal  is  to  found  two  new 
Universities  in  Ireland  :  (1)  At  Dublin,  consisting  of  three 
constituent  colleges,  Cork,  Galway,  and  a  new  college  in 
Dublin ;  (2)  at  Belfast,  consisting  of  one  college — Queen's. 
The  existing  Royal  University  win  be  dissolved,  and  its 
income  of  20,000/.  divided  between  Dublin  and  Belfast. 
The  Bill  enacts  that  there  shall  be  no  tests  at  either  Univer- 
sity, that  each  is  to  be  governed  by  a  Senate,  that  professors, 
are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Senates,  the  Crown  to  appoint 
Visitors,  and  the  Senates  are  to  be  empowered  to  affiliate 
suitable  institutions.  There  are  to  be  equal  standards  of  effi- 
ciency for  degrees,  and  no  endowment  of  theology.  The  Ex- 
chequer grants  are  to  be  raised  from  36,500/.  to  80,000/.  a 
year.  Belfast  to  receive  60,000/.  for  buildings  and  Dublin 
150,000/. 

Deaths  under  Anaesthetics. 
Mr.  Bramsdon,  M.P.  for  Portsmouth  and  the  Coroner 
for  that  district,  has  received  from  the  Home  Secretary 
a  written  reply  to  the  question  which  he  recently  put 
with  reference  to  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  this 
country  as  the  result  of  the  administration  of  anaesthetics 
for  surgical  operations.    Mr.  Gladstone  says  : 

The  figures  for  the  year  1907  are  not  yet  available. 
According  to  the  verdicts  of  Coroners'  juries  and  the  certi- 
ficates of  medical  practitioners,  there  were,  in  the  year  1906, 
sixty-four  deaths  in  London  and  119  in  the  remainder  of 
England  and  Wales  caused  by  anaesthetics  administered  for 
operations.    There  appeared  to  be  some  reason  to  doubt 
whether  the  certificates  on  which  these  returns  were  based 
were  in  all  cases  complete,  and  there  must  necessarily  some- 
times be  difficulty  in  determining  if  death  under  an  anaes- 
thetic was  caused  by  the  anaesthetic.    He  proposed,  there- 
fore, to  make  further  inquiry  into  the  matter. 
There  is  every  probability  that  a  further  question  will 
shortly  be  addressed  to  the  representative  of  the  Home 
Office  in  the  House  of  Commons  suggesting  the  appointment 
of  a  Royal  Commission  to  consider  the  whole  question.  This 
form  of  inquiry,  of  course,  is  far  preferable  to  any  other, 
inasmuch  as  the  sittings  can  be  held  continuously,  and  are 
not  governed  by  the  duration  of  the  Parliamentary  Session. 
It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  during  the  five  years  ended 
1906  the  number  of  recorded  deaths  under  anaesthetics  in 
England  and  Wales  was  786,  or  an  annual  average  of  157.1. 
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Winter  Session  of  Chemists'  associations. 


Association  Presidents. 

The  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  affords  one  of  the  best 
tneans  in  London  for  bringing  into  touch  with  each  other 

young  men  from  the  country 
who  day  by  day  are  engaged 
in  pharmacy.    Some  of  those 
who  participated  in  its  meet- 
ings during  its  palmy  days — 
when  a  future  member  of  Par- 
liament and  other  rare  orators 
addressed  in  flowing  and  some- 
times   heated    oratory  audi- 
ences   of    fifty    or    more  at 
ordinary  meetings — some  with 
such   recollections  still  vivid 
say  the  glory  has  departed, 
but  such  a  dinner  as  the  Asso- 
ciation had  at  the  Hotel  Great 
Central  last  week  was  impos- 
sible   in    those    early  days. 
Two  hundred  and  forty  diners 
brought  together  by  London 
chemists'  assistants  is  not  a 
bad  record ;    but,  otherwise, 
the     Association     has  done 
better  this  year — papers  and  attendances  have  been  better,  and 
there  is  altogether  less  indication  of  decadence  than  there  was 
a  few  sessions  back.    Mr.  W.  G.  Northey,  who  is  Presi- 
dent this  year,  joined  the  Association  in  1905,  and  acted 
i-  Secretary  before  he  was  voted  to  the  highest  office.    He  is 
a  Lincolnshire  man,  having  been  born  at  Alford,  where,  in 
1898.  he  commenced  a  four-years'  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  G.  { 
"Green;  at  the  end  of  it  he  became  a  student  at  the  Square, 
and  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  Sentember  1903.  Then 
he  went  to  Malvern  as  dispensing  assistant  to  Mr.  W.  H. 
Jones,  but  his  stay  was  cut  short  by  a  severe  accident  while 
tobogganing,  which  laid  him  aside  for  several  months.  He 
returned  to  town  in  October  1905,  and  took  up  an  appointment 
■with  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co.,  24  Sloane  Street.    After  being 
nearly  two  years  there  he  went  to  Messrs.  T.  H.  Bateman  & 
Co.,  of  Avenue  Parade,  Hampstead,  where  he  still  is.

The  Balance-sheet  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of 
9/.  2s.  Id.,  and  the  Secretaries,  in  presenting  their  report, 
stated  that  the  members  of  the  Association  were  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  a  year  of  progress  and  useful  work.  The 
report  and  balance-sheet  were  adopted. 

It  was  proposed  and  carried  that  the  whole  of  the  officers 
be  re-elected  and  that  the  Association  remain  affiliated  with 
the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations.  The 
annual  dinner  followed  the  meeting  (see  p.  530). 


Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Sheffield  Literary 
and  Philosophical  Society  on  Thursday,  March  26,  Mr.  H. 
Antcliffe  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  poor  attend- 
ance, which  included  Messrs.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  P.  Carr, 
H.  G.  Williams,  John  Evans,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  J.  Chadwick, 
J.  T.  Appleton,  J.  E.  Alcock,  and  A.  H.  Culverhouse.  The 
only  business  of  the  evening  was  a  lecture  bv  Professor  C.  J. 
Patten,  B.A.,  M.D.,  D.Sc,  of  the  Sheffield  University,  on 
"  Pre-natal  Evolution,"  which  was  illustrated  with  lantern- 
slides,  showing  that  the  human  embryo  commences  life  as  a 
single  cell,  so  small  as  to  be  invisible  to  the  naked  eye ;  then  it 
becomes  a  round  cluster  of  cells  like  a  volvox  colony;  a  little 
later  it  may  be  said  to  resemble  structurally  the  common 
hydra;  next  we  see  it  with  many  worm-like  affinities;  then 
like  the  lancelet  and  fish  with  gills ;  and,  finally,  after 
passing  through  many  of  the  vertebrate  forms,  it  takes  on 
the  definite  human  form,  and  thus  completes  the  series  of 
transformations. 


Northampton  Chemists'  Association.

The  Prize  Scheme. — It  was  agreed  to  convey  to  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  the  thanks  of  the  Association 
for  the  gift  of  a  copy  of  Remington's  "  Pharmacy."  The 
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'resident  reported  on  the  scheme  [for  particulars  see 
'  Scotch  News  "]. 

Nurses'  Commission. — The  Secretary  made  an  interest- 
ing statement  on  this  subject,  following  his  recent  letter 
n  the  C.  <Si-  D.,  and  the  meeting  agreed  that  such  commis- 
ions  are  illegitimate,  if  not  illegal,  as  the  President  phrased 
t.  It  was  resolved  to  put  on  record  the  opinion  that  it  is 
llegal  to  give  discount  on  goods  which  are  not  for  exclusive 
)ersonal  use.  As  far  as  goods  for  personal  use  are  con- 
erned,  it  was  agreed  to  leave  the  matter  to  the  discretion 
f  the  individual  chemist. 

Pharmacy  Legislation. — Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  made  a  state- 
nent  with  reference  to  the  Bill  now  before  the  Joint  Com- 
aittee,  also  with  regard  to  the  Society's  Bill,  which  he 
pitomised.  As  to  the  former  Bill,  he  said,  if  it  were  sent 
lack  in  a  way  in  which  they  could  not  approve  of  it,  they 
vould  have  the  opportunity  of  blocking  it  when  it  came  to 
he  House  of  Commons.  They  would  have  to  be  prepared 
o  act  promptly  when  the  Bill  reached  the  House  of 
Jommons,  so  as  to  make  a  good  fight.  He  also  mentioned 
hat  under  the  Society's  Bill  there  would  be  an  absolute 
lecessity  for  anyone  going  in  for  the  qualifying  examina- 
ion  to  produce  a  certificate  showing  that  he  had  been  three 
ears  engaged  in  the  business.  He  considered  the  division 
f  the  examination  would  tend  to  increase  the  number  of 
andidates.  The  Council,  Mr.  Currie  said  in  conclusion, 
vere  watching  every  move,  and  were  prepared  to  act  on  a 
loment's  notice,  and  he  thought  they  would  all  agree  that 
he  matter  might  quite  safely  be  left  in  their  hands.  The 
'resident,  Mr.  Lennox,  and  Mr.  R.  Tocher  commented  upon 
lrt  Currie's  speech,  chiefly  in  regard  to  the  proposed  pro- 
isions  as  to  titles.  Mr.  Lennox  suggested  that  the  Society 
hould  get  rid  of  its  powers  to  prosecute,  but  Mr.  Gilmour 
emarked  that,  on  the  whole,  that  work  is  better  done  by  the 
Society  that  it  could  be  done  by  a  Government  Department. 
Hr.  Currie  explained  that  the  Government  will  not  take 
he  prosecutions  into  their  hands.  They  do  not  want  it. 
le  considered  that  there  should  be  no  ill-feeling  against 
he  Society  for  doing  its  duty  in  that  respect,  whereupon 
Ir.  Riddell  remarked  that  the  ill-feeling  is  caused  to  some 
lersons  by  the  fact  that  while  they  are  being  prosecuted 
.  know  that  many  others  in  a  similar  position  are  left 
lone. — Ultimately  a  resolution  was  passed  that  the  Asso- 
iation  express  general  approval  of  the  Society's  Bill  and 
ledges  itself  to  give  it  every  support. 


Midland  Pharmaceutical  'Association.

Mr.  Thompson  drew  attention  to  the  great  importance 
t  pharmacists  keeping  their  house  in  order,  emphasising 
tnct  conformity  to  the  law  as  to  the  keeping  of  poisons. 

Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill. 
Mr.  Gibson  opened  a  discussion  on  this  Bill,  which  he 
escribed  as  the  most  honourable  and  straightforward 
easure  any  Society  had  ever  attempted  to  bring  forward 
i  order  to  put  its  own  house  in  order.    The  Bill  would 
aieguard  the  public,  who  would  know  that  they  were 
leaimg  with  a  qualified  man.      Mr.  Tranmer  took  an 
pposite  view  of  the  Bill  from  Mr.  Gibson,  declaring  that 
t  contained  what  was  not  required,  and  omitted'  that 
vhich  was  very  necessary.    He  instanced  the  provision  in 
clause  4,  that  the  principal  shall  be  responsible  for  his 
ssistant,  and  criticised  the  proposed  schedule  of  poisons, 
uggesting  the  addition  to  diachylon  of  the  words  "all 
reparations  of  lead."    He  was  not  quite  sure  whether 
ne  essential  oil  of  almonds  referred  to  meant  that  with 
|r  without  the  prussic  acid.    In  order  to  weed  out  un- 
desirables he  suggested  that  at  the  age  of  eighteen  a  pupil 
nouid  be  examined  in  simple  subjects,  and  if  he  failed  he 
aoulu  be  warned  that  pharmacy  was  not  his  calling.  If 


at  the  age  of  twenty-six  he  had  not  qualified  it  would 
be  more  difficult  to  eradicate  him.  It  was  such  men  who 
entered  the  stores  and  did  untold  damage  to  the  calling. 
In  regard  to  companies,  he  thought  the  best  policy  would 
be  the  recognition  of  those  already  trading,  but  so  to 
legislate  that  no  further  companies  could  be  started.  The 
Chairman,  Mr.  Thompson,  Mr.  Mann,  and  Mr.  Alcock 
also  spoke,  and  on  the  motion  of  the  Chairman,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Thompson,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr. 
Gibson.  Mr.  Thompson  said  Mr.  Gibson's  views  wero 
sound,  and  had  the  approval  of  the  Worcester,  Wolver- 
hampton, and  North  Staffordshire  Associations.  From 
what  he  could  gather,  he  believed  they  would  also,  in  his 
candidature  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  secure  the 
support  of  the  whole  of  the  Birmingham  Association.

P-G,,  and  after  the  removal  of  his  department  to  Somerset 
louse,  m  1858,  Dr.  Bell  became  Mr.  Phillips's  deputy,  and 
ucceeded  him  on  his  retirement  in  1874.  To  the  drug 
nd  other  trades  he  was  best  known  as  Chemical  Referee 


under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  in  which  capacity 
he  exhibited  judicial  powers  which  gained  for  him  the 
respect  of  vendors  as  opposed  to  public  analysts.  He 
was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  in  1884,  and  the 
Royal  University  of  Ireland  conferred  upon  him  the 
honorary  degree  of  D.Sc.  in  1886.  He  was  President  of 
the  Institute  of  Chemistry  from  1888  to  1891,  and  was 
created  a  Companion  of  the  Bath  in  1889.  His  works  on 
the  "Chemistry  of  Foods"  (1881-3).  "The  Chemistry  of 
Tobacco  "  (1887),  and  other  works  more  directly  connected 
with  Excise  matters  testified  to  his  skill  as  a  chemist. 
Personally  he  was  a  most  charming  man,  and  courteous  to 
all  who  had  to  approach  him  officially.  His  son  is  Sir  W.  J. 
Bell,  LL.D.,  an  Alderman  of  the  London  County  Council.

3apancsc  Camphor. 

THE  agency  for  the  sale  of  camphor  on  behalf  of  the 
Japanese  Government,  which  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
Messrs.  Samuel  Samuel  &  Co.,  of  Formosa,  and  the  corre 
sponding  house  of  Messrs.  M.  Samuel  &  Co.,  of  London, 
since  the  institution  of  the  monopoly  eight  years  ago,  ter- 
minated this  week,  it  being  the  desire  (as  we  stated  last 
December)  of  the  Japanese  Government  to  conduct  the 
business  on  their  own  account 
and  to  place  themselves  in 
touch  with  the  customers. 
So  much  misconception,  how- 
ever, has  prevailed,  especially 
in  the  United  States,  as  to 
why  Messrs.  Samuel's  ser- 
vices were  to  be  dispensed 
with,  that  it  should  at  once  be 
stated  that  this  well-known 
house  had  carried  on  the 
business  in  a  manner  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  Govern- 
ment, and  that  they  were  in 
no  way  to  blame  for  the  fact 
that  the  prices  paid  by 
manufacturing  consumers  in 
America  were  much  above 
those  paid  by  the  importing  houses.  It  may  also  be  pointed 
out  that  all  the  business  done  by  Messrs.  Samuel  was  at  the 
prices  authorised  by  the  Monopoly  Bureau,  and  that  they 
neither  attempted  nor  were  permitted  to  sell  above  the 
official  fixed  limit. 

In  view  of  the  above  developments  and  in  order  to  obtain 
authoritative  particulars  in  regard  to  the  future  method  of 
distributing  monopoly  camphor,  a  representative  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  waited  upon  Mr.  T.  Masuzawa,  who 
has  established  himself  at  the  office  of  Messrs.  Mitsui  &  Co., 
34  Lime  Street,  E.C.  Mr.  Masuzawa  is  in  the  employ  of  the 
Imperial  Japanese  Government,  and  is  Commissioner  of  the 
Monopoly  Bureau.  Asked  as  to  the  chief  reasons  which  in- 
fluenced the  Government  in  making  this  new  departure,  Mr. 
Masuzawa  replied  that  they  desire  to  obtain  a  better 
grip  of  the  business  by  coming  into  direct  relations  with 
the  buyers  themselves,  studying  their  requirements  in 
every  possible  way,  and  endeavouring  to  maintain 
prices  with  as  few  fluctuations  as  possible  consistent 
with  supply  and  demand.  This  is  a  point  which 
celluloid  manufacturers  and  consumers  will  appreciate,  as 
under  the  new  regime,  speculation,  which  was  the  bugbear 
of  the  monopoly  in  the  early  years  of  its  existence,  has  been 
entirely  eliminated  so  far  as  monopoly  camphor  is  con- 
cerned. Indeed,  the  Government  were  entirely  opposed  to 
the  speculative  spirit  from  the  beginning;  but  they  were 
not  able  to  cope  with  it  successfully  when  the  supplies  of 
crude  ran  short,  and  refined  camphor  went  to  a  famine-price. 
"  Now  the  position  is  entirely  altered,"  continued  Mr. 
Masuzawa,  "as  we  can  supply  everybody,  even  whentlie 
China  supply  has  given  out,  or  the  synthetic  camphor  driven 
off  the  market.  There  is  therefore  no  possibility  of  prices 
again  reaching  a  prohibitive  figure,  it  being  the  endeavour 
of  the  Government  to  protect  the  buyer  as  far  as  possible, 
while  trust  methods  will  not  be  countenanced."  In  future 
all  contracts  will  be  made  with  Messrs.  Mitsui  &  Co.  (as  the 
selling  representatives  of  the  Government),  under  the  direct 
supervision  and  with  the  approval  of  Mr.  Masuzawa.  The 
prices  will  be  fixed  as  they  were  with  Messrs.  Samuel,  and 
although  there  is  no  likelihood  of  camphor  being  cheaper 
under  the  new  control,  the  principal  object  will  be  to  regulate 
the  supply  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  each 
customer.  .  . 

"  You  have  no  doubt  heard  much  about  the  competition 
with  China  camphor.  In  what  way  does  this  affect  the 
monopoly  product?  "  our  representative  asked.  To  this 
Mr.  Masuzawa  replied,  "Yes,  we  are  fully  aware  ofwhat 
China  is  doing ;  but  we  do  not  regard  their  competition  as 
serious,  as  the  quality  varies  considerably  and  is  not  to  be 
compared  with  the  Formosan  article.  For  our  part  the 
Government  sold  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  monopoly 
product  last  year  for  shipment  up  to  March,  and  the 
fact  that  so  little  business  has  been  done  this  year  is 
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actically  due  to  the  depressed  condition  of  the  celluloid 
dustry. ' ' 

Asked  as  to  the  possibility  of  Japan  obtaining  control  of 
e  China  output,  Mr.  Masuzawa  pointed  out  that  such  a 
urse  is  unnecessary,  and  would  not  be  advantageous, 
jnditions  in  China  are  entirely  different  from  those  in 
Drmosa  and  Japan.  In  China  the  camphor-trees  are 
arsely  scattered  over  a  large  area,  so  that  transport  is 
:pensive,  while  the  price  demanded  for  each  tree  varies 
cording  to  the  whim  of  the  owner.  Many  trees  are  found 
anted  round  shrines  and  temples  as  a  wind-protection,  and 
e  difficult  to  purchase  on  account  of  the  intense  religious 
eling  which  prevails.  In  Formosa,  however,  the  trees  are 
e  property  of  the  Government,  and  the  work  of  re- 
forestation is  constantly  going  on. 

Last  year  Chinese  camphor  touched  370s.  per  cwt.  and 
'er,  these  high  prices  stimulating  the  production,  but  on 
lb  basis  of  present  prices,  which  are  in  the  neighbourhood 

160s.  to  162-s.  6(7.,  the  output  is  now  considerably  less, 
he  exports  from  Formosa  and  Japan  mainland  amounted 

about  40,000  piculs  in  1906,  rising  to  about  50,000  piculs 

1907,  and  in  all  probability  these  figures  will  be  main- 
ined  this  year,  the  endeavour,  as  already  stated, 
3ing  to  keep  the  supply  just  equal  to  the  demand, 
ithout  any  over-production.  It  appears  that  the 
oorigines  in  Formosa  have  not  yet  been  entirely 
ibjugated,  but  last  year  quite  a  large  area  of  camphor- 
fees  was  wrested  from  them.  Isolated  attacks  on  the 
imphor-distillers  are  of  common  occurrence  and  will  pro- 
ably  always  happen.  The  replanting  of  camphor-tree's  is 
•eadily  taking  place  in  Formosa,  and  Mr.  Masuzawa  stated 
lat  last  year  over  one  million  trees  were  planted  out.  An 
^ual  number  is  to  be  planted  this  year,  the  aim  of  the 
overnment  being  to  continue  the  industry  indefinitely.

BUSINESS  has  been  extremely  slow  in  drugs  and 
chemicals  this  week,  judging  by  the  number  of  com- 
plaints from  many  quarters,  but  this  more  particularly 
applies  to  the  home  than  export  trade.  There  is  rather 
more  inquiry  from  the  United  States,  but  conditions  there 
are  by  no  means  normal.  Fluctuations  in  prices  have  mostly 
favoured  buyers,  but  there  have  been  no  outstanding  reduc- 
tions. Among  chemicals,  ammonia  sulphate  has  distinctly 
advanced,  and  bichromates  of  potash  and  soda  are  lower. 
Citric  acid  has  again  declined,  but  one  maker  is  now  said 
to  have  withdrawn,  waiting  better  times.  In  drugs,  essen- 
tial oils,  and  allied  articles,  leading  features  include  a  sharp 
decline  in  lemon  oil,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  bergamot. 
Menthol,  senega,  and  copaiba  are  the  turn  firmer.  Cotton- 
seed and  Ceylon  coconut  oils  have  advanced.  Shellac,  tur- 
pentine, and  common  vanilla  are  all  lower.  Below  are  the 
more  important  fluctuations  of  the  week  :

Peppermint  oil  in  tins  is 
slow  of  sale  at  $1.65.  Spearmint  oil  is  extremely  scarce 
at  $7  per  lb.  American  refined  camphor  in  barrels  is  easy 
at  62c.  per  lb. 

Amsterdam,  April  2  : — The  total  amount  of  cinchona 
offered  at  Amsterdam  to-day  has  been  corrected  to  9,482 
packages.  Of  this  quantity  7,822  packages  sold  at  an  aver- 
age unit  of  3.54c.  per  half-kilo.,  as  compared  with  3.58c. 
per  half-kilo,  at  the  February  auction.  The  following  were 
the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  purchased  by  the 
various  factories  : — (1)  The  English  and  American  fac- 
tories, 10,560  kilos.  ;  (2)  the  Brunswick  factory,  3,594  kilos. ; 
(3)  the  Mannheim  factory,  5,475  kilos.  ;  (4)  the  Amsterdam 
factory,  2,357  kilos. ;  (5)  the  Frankfort  and  Stuttgart  fac- 
tories, 3,476  kilos.  ;  (6)  the  Maarssen  factory,  2,521  kilos. ;

Damar. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  "  Indian  Forester  "  contains  some  in- 
teresting facts  concerning  the  collection  of  damar  in  the  Fede- 
rated Malay  States  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Burn-Murdoch.  In  Watt's 
"Dictionary  of  Economic  Products"  it  is  stated  that  East 
Indian  damar,  also  known  as  "  Singapore  or  white  "  damar, 
is  the  true  damar,  and  is  obtained  from  the  species  Damar 
oricntalis.  This  is  a  kind  of  pine  with  broad  needles,  the 
Amboyna  pine,  known  locally  as  "damar  minyak  "  among 
Malays,  and  found  growing  at  heights  of  2,000  feet  and  over. 
This  may  be  true  of  Borneo,  Sumatra,  and  Java,  but  as  far  as 
the  Federated  Malay  States  are  concerned  no  damar  is 
collected  from  this  tree,  says  Mr.  Murdoch.  Damars,  as 
collected  in  the  Federated  Malay  States,  are  obtained  from 
trees  of  the  large  natural  order  Di2)tcrocarpas ;  the  best  from 
Pepak  (Balano carpus  maximus),  etc.  The  Malays  in  the 
Negri  Sembilan  district,  where  by  far  the  largest  trade  is 
done,  appear  to  understand  the  economic  tapping  of  the  trees, 
while  doing  the  minimum  damage.  Mr.  Murdoch  describes 
the  method  of  tapping  in  vogue.  First-quality  damar  fetches 
about  $23  per  picul  in  Penang.  Samples  of  nine  damars  were 
sent  to  the  Imperial  Institute  in  1905,  and  were  submitted  to 
commercial  experts,  with  the  result  that  the  best  damar  mata 
Kuching  was  valued  at  70s.  per  cwt.,  ordinary  damar  mata 
Ji-uching  and  Perak  at  55s.  to  60s.    The  average  price  obtained 


on  all  qualities  comes  to  only  about  $18  per  picul  in  Singapor 
or  Penang.  Up  to  within  a  few  years  of  present  date,  trade  ii 
the  Negri  Sembilan  was  in  the  hands  of  Chinese,  who  en 
ployed  Malay  and  Sakai  collectors.  The  collectors  wei 
supplied  with  food,  stores,  clothing,  etc.,  by  the  Chinama: 
who  kept  an  account.  When  payment  was  insisted  on  the 
collected  damar  and  brought  it  to  him,  he  fixing  the  valu 
and  crediting  their  accounts.  It  is  not  known  exactly  wha! 
the  collector  received,  but  the  result  was  probably  a  largi 
profit  to  the  Chinaman  through  the  supply  of  goods,  etc.  J 
system  has  been  introduced  in  Kaula  Pilah  establishing  Mala ' 
buyers  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  who  buy  damar  with  mone' 
advanced  to  them,  receiving  50c.  per  picul  commission,  whil 
collectors  are  paid  not  less  than  7c.  to  8gc.  per  catty,  accordin 
to  distance. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  shows  some  littl! 
improvement,  but  nevertheless  it  is  still  rather  on  the  quie 
side.

American  Drug-market. 

Hardly  any  signs  of  improvement  are  noticeable  in  tha 
character  of  trading  in  drugs,  the  business  transacted  during 
the  week  being  of  very  moderate  proportions.  Prices  fluctuate 
mostly  on  the  declining  side,  since  competition  is  keen  in  all' 
departments.  Cascara  has  declined  lc.  Opium  is  unaltered. 
Hydrastis  and  spearmint  oil  are  firm. 

Aloes. — Curagao  in  boxes  arrives  from  time  to  time  without 
affecting  values  much,  7|c.  to  85C  being  the  basis  of  recent 
sales.  Gourds  have  been  taken  in  a  quiet  way  at  10c.  Cap6' 
is  pretty  steady  at  85c.

his  oil  had  an  exceedingly  fine  aroma,  far  better  than  any 
•P.  oil  met  with  in  Messrs.  J.  Lorimer  &  Co.'s  laboratory 
>r  a  very  long  time.  The  low  specific  gravity  and  solu- 
uty,  however,  seemed  to  suggest  adulteration  with  tur- 
sntme.  but  the  absence  of  the  latter  was  proved  by  the 
-ct  that  on  fractionating  the  rotation  of  the  first  10  per  cent, 
istilled  differed  only  by  a  little  more  than  one  degree 
om  the  rotation  of  the  original  oil.  The  whole  of  this 
action  did  not  distil  under  170°  C. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Umney,  in  an  article  on  the  official  specific 
avity  of  lavender  oil  (C.  db  D.  63,  825),  pointed  out  that 
is  the  custom  of  some  large  English  distillers  to  separate 
vender-oil  distillates  into  two  portions,  the  first  distillate 
wing  the  finer  aroma  and  a  specific  gravity  which  may  be  as 
iw  as  0.881.  The  above  oil  is  therefore  most  probably  a 
rst  distillate,  its  specific  gravity  being,  however,  even 
wer  than  the  lowest  given  by  Umney. 
The  fact  is  thus  again  emphasised  that  the  official  specific- 
rayity  limit  should  be  reduced,  and  that  in  judging  the 
uality  of  English  lavender  oils  one  should  not  be  influenced 
Mely  by  the  specific  gravity,  but  be  guided  principally  by

Chemical  Society. 


THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Fellows  was  held  at  Burling- 
ton House,  W.,  on  Thursday,  March  26,  Sir  W.  Ramsay 
(President)  in  the  chair.  After  the  despatch  of  the  formal 
business  (reported  last  week)  the  large  audience  settled 
down  to  listen  to  Sir  William  Ramsay's  address  on 

The  Electron  as  an  Element. 

True  to  his  alma  mater  and  his  nationality  the  lecturer 
began  with  a  Latin  quotation  and  metaphysical  disquisition, 
both  quite  brief.  By  way  of  more  intimate  introduction  to 
the  subject  of  his  address  Sir  William  quoted  with  approval 
Dr.  Johnstone  Stoney's  definition  of  a  hypothesis — as  some- 
thing likely  to  be  useful;  of  a  theory — as  something  we 
hope  will  prove  true;  both  being  distinct  from  a  fiction, 
which  has  its  true  place  in  the  realm  of  art  but  has  nothing 
to  do  with  science.  Sir  William  suggested  that,  accepting 
that  definition,  the  conception  of  the  electron  as  an  element 
might  be  spoken  of  as  a  hypothesis,  since  it  seems  likely 
to  prove  useful.  He  then  outlined  briefly  the  modern  view 
of  an  electron  as  a  ponderable  particle  of  negative  elec- 
tricity, which  can  occur  free  in  the  form  of  "rays,"  but 
usually  exists  in  association  with  a  relatively  large  mass 
of  matter — viz.,  the  atom  of  an  element;  the  Daltonian 
"  atom"  being  a  combination  of  an  atom  with  one  or  more 
electrons.  The  number  of  electrons  associated  with  an 
atom  is  indicated  by  the  valency  of  the  latter,  each  electron 
being  the  physical  explanation  of  the  vague  idea  of  a  "  bond 
of  affinity."  Thus  the  atoms  of  sodium  and  hydrogen  have 
each  one  electron  associated  with  them,  and  the  formulae 
for  these  atoms  should  strictly  be  written  NaE  and  HE 
respectively,  E  being  in  each  case  the  electron  symbol ;  or 
the  dash  once  used  to  represent  the  single  "  bond  of  affinity  " 
might  be  used  in  place  of  the  symbol  E,  thus  :  Na —  or  H — . 
Sir  William  went  on  to  advocate  as  a  useful  species  of  mental, 
gymnastics  the  compilation  of  such  formulae  for  complex 
substances,  though  he  could  not  recommend  them  as  con- 
venient substitutes  for  the  formulae  of  to-day — e.g.,  NaCl 
becomes  NaEECl,  and  for  more  complex  bodies,  including 
heptad  and  octad  elements,  the  formulae  become  painfully 
cumbrous  and  unwieldy. 

Sir  William  has  acquired  considerable  skill  in  manipu- 
lating such  formulas,  and  he  wrote  on  the  blackboard  a  series 
representing  the  cobalt  amines,  and  showed  how  the  new 
hypothesis  might  prove  a  particularly  valuable  tool  in  the 
investigation  and  explanation  of  the  curious  electrolytic 
relations  of  such  complex  inorganic  substances. 

Reverting  at  the  close  of  his  address  to  a  subject  touched 
on  at  the  beginning — viz.,  the  relationship  of  the  "  single" 
and  "  double"  fluid  theories  of  electricity  to  those  now  be- 
ginning to  be  formulated — the  President  drew  an  interesting 
analogy  as  exhibiting  the  present  position  of  chemists  and 
physicists  in  the  matter.  He  supposed  that  if  a  body  of 
sac-ants  had  existed  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century, 
who  had  confused  between  the  theory  of  phlogiston  and  that 
of  combustion  by  oxidation  as  enunciated  by  Lavoisier,  by 
supposing  that  a  substance  might  both  undergo  oxidation 
and  lose  phlogiston,  such  a  body  of  men  would  have  been 
in  much  the  same  position  as  chemists  and  physicists  are 
to-day  with  regard  to  the  newer  hypothesis. 

Leaving  the  subject  matter  of  his  address  Sir  William 
concluded  with  a  few  remarks  on  the  progress  made  by  the 
Society  during  the  year,  the  losses  it  had  sustained  by  the 
deaths  of  several  notable  Fellows,  and  finally  congratulated 
Sir  William  Crookes,  who  was  present,  on  the  attainment 
of  his  jubilee  as  a  research  chemist. 

Professor  Meldola.  who  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  President,  coupled  with  the  customary  request  to  allow 
his  address  to  be  printed  in  the  "  Transactions,"  remarked 
that  the  electron  is  a  thoroughly  "British  institution," 
since  it  was  born  in  Sir  William  Crookes's  laboratory  and 
was  christened  by  Dr.  Johnstone  Stoney  at  the  Ipswich 
meeting  of  the  British  Association. 

During  the  meeting  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  officers 
was  held,  and  the  Council's  nominees  were  elected.  The 
two  nominations  for  the  Council  made  by' private  Fellows 
had  both  been  declined  by  the  nominees,  so  that  there  was 
no  contested  election.

Natal. 

Commercial  Travellers'  Samples. — The  "  Natal 
Government  Gazette  "  for  February  18  contains  a  Cus- 
toms notice  stating  that  commercial  travellers  and  others 
representing  British,  Natal,  and  foreign  firms  have  been 
in  the  habit  of  returning  to  Natal  with  their  samples 
without  having  procured  in  the  last  Colony  in  which  they 
were  travelling  the  Customs  Union  forms  pertaining  to 
that  Colony.  Before  these  travellers  have  departed  on 
their  outward  journey,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  sample 
baggage  would  be  refused  by  the  station-masters  at  Dur- 
ban and  Maritzburg,  the  outward  Customs  Union  forms 
have  been  filled  up  and  handed  in.  The  negligent  omis- 
sion by  the  travellers  to  obtain  the  return  Customs  Union 
forms  has  involved  the  Colony  in  serious  loss,  the  sums 
paid  over  on  the  original  outward  documents  having  been 
paid  away,  and,  consequent  on  the  omission  to  obtain  and 
hand  in  the  inward  documents,  not  returned  to  Natal. 
The  omission  is  a  breach  of  the  regulations,  and  future 
offenders,  who  are  to  be  prosecuted,  are  liable  to  a  penalty 
equal  to  treble  the  duty-paid  value  of  the  goods  or  100/.. 
whichever  may  be  sued  for. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Alleged  Cancer-cures  put  forward  by  the  Dutch  in 
South  Africa  have  received  an  addition  to  their  number  in 
"the  original  Boer  remedy,  from  the  receipe  (sic)  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Booyens,  Weltevreden,  O.R.C.,"  which 
can  now  be  obtained,  "  with  full  instructions  for  use  in  any 
language  for  safe  self-treatment,"  etc.,  from  the  Cancercura 
Co.,  of  Heilbron. 

According  to  the  figures  published  by  the  Customs 
Statistical  Bureau  of  Bloemfontein,  the  exports  from  the 
Colony  during  January  1908  amounted  in  value  to  330,361?. , 
as  compared  with  238,650/.  in  January  1907 ;  and  the 
imports  for  the  same  period  amounted  to  245,575/.,  against 
272,097/.  for  January  1907.  During  January  1908  the  value 
of  the  drugs,  chemicals,  and  dry  stuffs  imported  into  the 
Colony  was  2,420/. 

Japanese  3ottinc$s.

A  Tokyo  Pharmacist  has  been  fined  10/.  for  storing  a 
chemical  which  was  found  on  analysis  to  be  under  the 
Pharmacopoeia  standard. 

The  Pure  Drug  Co.  has  been  established  at  Osaka,  with 
a  capital  of  15,000  yen.  The  principals  are  medical  men, 
pharmacists,  and  druggists  in- Osaka. 

Forbidden. — The  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Tochigi 
has  prohibited  the  sale  of  drugs  and  chemicals  in  the  Pro 
vince  by  grocers,  drapers,  sundriesmen,  and  general  store- 
keepers. 

Coming  and  Going. — Mr.  E.  Koba.  who  has  been  in 
America  for  many  years,  has  returned  to  study  pharma- 
ceutical conditions  in  Japan. — Mr.  S.  Furuta,  who  severed 
his  connection  with  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  of  Detroit, 
U.S.A.,  some  time  ago,  to  take  up  a  position  on  the  Sankyo 
Shokai,  of  Tokyo,  has  gone  to  Manchuria  on  a  business 
journey. 

The  Ph.  Jap. — The  third  edition  of  the  Japanese  Pharma- 
copoeia is  coming  in  for  much  condemnatory  criticism  in 
Japan,  and  Dr.  Shimoyama,  the  principal  member  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee,  is  said  to  be  considering  the 
advisability  of  revising  and  rearranging  the  monographs. 
In  the  meantime  a  meeting  of  the  whole  committee  is  to  be 
held  to  go  into  the  matter. 


Japanese  Patent  Medicines  in  China. — The  busines!  i 
Japanese  medicinal  proprietaries  is  being  well  pushedi 
Sai-nan  Fu,  China.  There  are  now  several  Japanese  dri 
stores  in  the  city,  where  Japanese  remedies  are  sold;  | 
there  aire,  besides,  Japanese  medicine-pedlars  who  go  frj 
house  to  house.  A  Japanese  correspondent  informs  us  til 
the  latter  make  an  average  net  profit  of  2  yen  daily  on  1 
sale  of  their  wares,  but  their  progress  is  somewhat  hindei 
by  the  fact  that  the  Chinaman  will  not  allow  a  foreigi! 
into  his  house.  Chinese  are  sometimes  employed  to  a 
Japanese  medicines  around  the  city  and  suburbs.  The  asti! 
Japanese  itinerant  vendor  is  occasionally  consulted  by; 
Chinese  client  for  some  disease,  and,  of  course,  he  is  qui 
equal  to  the  occasion.  He  produces  a  stethoscope  and 
clinical  thermometer  and  gravely  notes  all  the  sympton 
although  he  has  no  knowledge  whatever  of  medical  sciem. 
Other  medicine-vendors  find  a  uniform  with  gold  shouldt 
straps  and  facings  the  surest  way  to  the  confidence  of  t 
ailing  Chinese  of  the  uneducated  classes.

Commonwealth. 

Tariff. — The  Senate  is  slowly  working  through  th 
schedule  of  the  tariff  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly 
Alterations  made  are  not  very  numerous  or  important.  Th 
sections  that  most  concern  C.  Jb  D.  readers  have  not  ye 
been  reached.   On  January  31,  under  the  heading  of  "  Agri 
cultural  Products,"  liquorice  came  up.    Root  in  its  natura ; 
state  free;  crude,  paste,  and  block  juice  per  lb.  Id.,  anc 
other  per  lb.  5±d.,  and  on  and  after  October  30,  1907,  3rf 
After  considerable  debate,  in  which  it  was  shown  that 
44,000  lb.,  valued  at  1,600/.,  came  from  the  United  Kingdom 
and  42,000  lb.,  at  a  slightly  less  value,  from  France,  with 
121.000  lb.,  valued  at  4,386/.,  from  Italy,  a  little  from 
Spain,  and  some  from  the  United  States,  it  was  declared, 
there  was  no  reason  why  liquorice  should  not  be  manu-, 
factured  in  Australia.    The  request  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives to  reduce  liquorice  to  2d.  per  lb.  was  carried  by 
17  votes  to  13.    Herbs,  not  medicinal,  came  up,  duty  20  per 
cent.,  and  by  16  votes  to  12  a  request  was  carried  to  make 
the  duty  on  herbs,  dried,  not  medicinal,  4rf.  per  lb. 

New  Zealand. 

Illegal  Possession  of  Tincture  of  Opium.— A  case  was 
heard  at  Palmerston,  on  February  3,  in  which  a  Chinaman 
was  fined  5/.  and  costs,  8/.  2s.,  for  being  in  possession  01 
three  bottles  of  tincture  of  opium,  from  which  it  was 
alleged  an  extract  of  opium  suitable  for  smoking  could  pe 
made.  Such  samples,  obtained  by  evaporating  the  liquid, 
were  prepared  from  the  confiscated  tincture.  Lawara 
Scott,  chemist,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  opium  for  smoK- 
ing  could  not  be  made  from  the  tincture,  but  changed  ms 
opinion  on  being  shown  a  sample.  For  the  defence,  it  was 
urged  that  there  was  no  law  to  prevent  a  person  having 
tincture  of  opium  or  laudanum  in  his  possession.  It  W#s 
found  in  every  chemist's  shop.  It  had  been  admitted  oy 
the  Commissioner  of  Customs  that  there  was  no  restriction 
011  the  sale  of  it  to  Chinamen.  If  it  were  illegal  chemists 
would  be  liable  as  well  as  Chinamen.  Mr.  A.  D.  Thomson, 
S.M.,  held  that  tincture  of  opium  came  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act.    Leave  to  appeal  was  granted. 

Queensland.  .  , 

The  Australasian  Pharmaceutical  Conference  is  to  Be 
held  in  Brisbane  in  January  1909.    It  is  hoped  that  many 
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harmacists  will  plan  their  holiday  for  January  and  for 
he  meeting  in  Brisbane.  If  the  suggestion  of  the  com- 
littee  is  carried  out  and  the  visitors  become  members  of  the 
mstralasian  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science, 
bey  will  find  admission  to  a  large  series  of  interesting 
atherings  and  many  attractive  social  entertainments.  The 
'harmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland  has  charge  of  the 
Conference,  and  will  act  as  host. 

Tasmania. 

Carbolic  Acid  as  a  Disinfectant. — The  Chief  Health 
(fficer  of  Tasmania  in  his  annual  report  says  that  a  series 
f  observations  on  the  bactericidal  value  of  certain  disinfee- 
ants  commenced  in  1906  give  reason  to  believe  that  the 
rustworthiness  of  commercial  crude  carbolic  acid  has 
ltered  for  the  worse  since  the  exploitation  for  commercial 
se  on  a  large  scale  of  the  cresols  and  other  chemical  im- 
urities  to  which  it  owed  much  of  its  former  potency. 

Victoria. 

Benger's  Food. — The  label  on  all  Benger's  food  shipped 
d  Victoria  since  April  1907  bears  at  the  head,  printed  in 
sd,  the  following  paragraph  : 

Pure  Food  Act,  1905  (Victoria).    The  standard  for  in- 
fants' food  established  under  this  Act  requires  that  foods 
used  for  infants  under  six  months  shall,  when  prepared  for 
use,  be  starch-free.    As  Benger's  food,  when  prepared  for 
infants,  contains  a  small  amount  of  wheaten  starch  (about 
2  per  cent.),  it  is  necessary  to  state,  in  order  to  procure  the 
admission  of  the  food  into  Victoria,  that  it  is  only  suitable 
for  infants  over  the  age  of  six  months.    Under  this  age  it 
should  only  be  used  by  the  direction  of  a  medical  man,  as 
is  customary  in  England.    Benger's  food  otherwise  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  standard. 
A  New  Tooth-powder. — A  woman  was,  on  January  29, 
dmitted  to  the  Homoeopathic  Hospital.  Melbourne.  She 
aid  she  had  been  cleaning  her  teeth  with  permanganate  of 
otash  and  had  been  poisoned.    Two  other  cases  of  poison- 
lg  with  permanganate  have  recently  occurred  in  Melbourne, 
n  one  an  infant  ate  some  of  the  crystals,  and  in  another  a 
iri  who  said  she  was  poisoned  while  cleaning  her  teeth 
'ith  the  chemical  was  admitted  to  the  Melbourne  Hospital. 
'Twixt  Life  and  Death. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
'roprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  of  Victoria  was 
eld  on  February  5  at  Melbourne.    Mr.  W.  L.  Williams, 
rlenferrie,  was  in  the  chair,  and  declared  that  the  object  of 
le  meeting  was  to  decide  whether  the  P.A.T.A.  should 
e  continued.    We  have  before  us  a  long  report  of  the 
meeting,  but  the  trend  of  the  speeches  was  that  as  the 
.ssociation  is  not  supported  by  the  retail  trade  it  cannot 

0  much  owing  to  the  consequent  lack  of  funds.  To  put 
le  matter  in  a  concrete  form  a  motion  was  proposed  by 
lr.  Pickford,  that  "  the  P.A.T.A.  should  suspend  opera- 
ons  till  July  1908."  This  was  afterwards  amended  to 
that  the  Council  suspend  the  operations  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
ntil  sufficient  enthusiasm  has  been  aroused  to  carry  it  on," 
rid  to  this  a  further  amendment  was  moved,  "  that  the 
meeting  be  adjourned  for  six  weeks,  and  that  an  active 
invass  of  the  metropolitan  district  be  made  to  secure 
irther  support ;  that  the  '  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Austra- 
lia '  advocate  the  importance  of  the  Society  ;  and  that 
le  services  of  the  Secretary  be  retained  till  the  next 
leeting  at  a  remuneration  to  be  fixed  by  the  Council." 
'his  motion  was  carried  almost  unanimously,  and  volun- 
sers  were  enrolled  for  the  canvassing. 

Western  Australia. 

Sponge  Exhibit. — A  collection  of  250  sponges,  represent- 
ig  twelve  varieties  of  West  Australian  sponges,  has  been 
awarded  to  London  for  show  in  the  Franco-British  Ex- 
lbition.  The  sponges  wetre  obtained  along  the  coast  from 
iusselton  to  Broome,  and  prepared  by  the  ordinary 
lethods  as  used  for  the  market. 

1  The  Registers. — The  pharmaceutical  register  and  report 
f  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of  Western  Australia  for 
307  shows  that  there  are  180  names  on  the  register;  of 
lese  we  notice  that  22  are  registered  on  British  qualifica- 
ons.  A  list  is  also  given  of  those  licensed  to  sell  poisons 
Jr  the  year  ending  June  3,  1908 ;  of  these  98  are  chemists 
nd  34  are  described  as  storekeepers.  The  balance-sheet, 
jhich  forms  part  of  this  publication,  shows  that  the 
!ouncil  have  a  balance  in  hand  of  247?.  3s.  Id.,  against 
172.  2s.  Id.  at  the  end  of  1906. 


Hmeilcan  IRotes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


The  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  New  York  State  has  for 
years  carried  on  a  systematic  investigation  of  the  drug- 
stores throughout  the  Commonwealth.  During  the  past 
year  2,797  pharmacies  were  inspected  and  notices  of  short- 
comings were  issued  wherever  necessary.  Prosecutions 
were  needed  in  only  eleven  cases.  In  the  meantime  3,594 
products  were  collected  by  the  eastern  branch  of  the  Board, 
and  10.96  per  cent,  of  them  were  found  deficient  in  strength 
or  otherwise  unsuitable  in  character. 

The  Telephone  that  Pays. — By  custom  the  American 
drug-store  has  come  to  be  the  place  where  the  public  goes  to 
use  telephones.  The  practice  has  become  a  nuisance  to  the 
pharmacists  of  all  cities  except  in  cases  where  "  pay  'phones" 
have  been  established.  In  Chicago  the  local  druggists'  asso- 
ciation has  recently  effected  a  very  satisfactory  agreement 
whereby  each  pharmacist  guarantees  the  telephone  company 
returns  of  15c.  a  day  and  receives  50  per  cent,  of  all  receipts 
above  this  figure.  This  converts  the  telephone  from  a  source 
of  annoyance  to  a  means  of  considerable  profit. 

Pharmaceutical  Publicists  like  Professor  Oldberg  have 
argued  for  years  that  there  ought  to  be  two  classes  of  phar- 
macists in  every  State — full  registered  men,  who  are  given 
every  privilege  under  the  law,  and  "  assistants,"  who  are 
not  permitted  to  own  and  conduct  pharmacies  on  their  own 
account.  Both  classes  exist,  however,  in  only  a  few  States. 
In  Massachusetts  the  druggists  have  discovered,  what  has 
often  been  declared,  that  where  only  one  class  of  registered 
men  exist  there  are  too  many  proprietors  and  too  few 
assistants.  The  scarcity  of  assistants  in  that  State,  indeed, 
has  now  led  the  druggists  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  reyise 
the  pharmacy  law  and  provide  for  a  class  of  qualified  assist- 
ants. The  same  step  will  doubtless  be  taken  in  other  States 
ere  long. 

Preservatives  in  Food. — A  circular  has  been  issued  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  to  the  effect  that,  pend- 
ing determination  by  the  Referee  Board  of  scientific  ex- 
perts regarding  the  wholesomeness  or  otherwise  of  sodium 
benzoateand  sulphur  dioxide  in  foodstuffs,  their  use  will 
be  allowed  under  the  following  restrictions  : 

Bcnzoate  of  soda,  in  quantities  not  exceeding  one-tenth  of 
1  per  cent.,  may  be  added  to  those  foods  in  which  generally 
heretofore  it  has  been  so  used.  The  addition  of  benzoate 
of  soda  shall  be  plainly  stated  upon  the  label  of  each 
package  of  such  food. 

No  objection  will  be  made  to  foods  which  contain  the 
ordinary  quantities  of  sulphur  dioxide,  if  the  fact  that  such 
foods  have  been  so  prepared  is  plainly  stated  upon' the  label 
of  each  package. 

An  abnormal  quantity  of  sulphur  dioxide  placed  in  food 
for  the  purpose  of  marketing  an  excessive  moisture  content 
will  be  regarded  as  fraudulent  adulteration  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  and  will  be  pro- 
ceeded against  accordingly. 

The  circular  is  signed  by  Mr.  Cortelyou,  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  Mr.  Wilson,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and 
Mr.  Straus,  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labour. 

An  Appreciative  Employer. — Mr.  James  F.  Coutant,  for 
nearly  fifty  years  a  prominent  druggist  in  Larchmont  and 
New  Rochelle,  Westchester  County,  N.Y.,  died  on 
March  18,  aged  seventy-four.  Mr.  Coutant  was  a  descen- 
dant of  one  of  the  old  Huguenot  families  who  founded  New 
Rochelle  after  fleeing  from  France  in  1689.  He  left  an 
ertate  valued  at  $250,000,  and  by  the  terms  of  his  will  his 
drug-store  reverts  to  his  assistants,  Francis  C.  Bone  and 
William  R.  Carter,  for  "faithful  and  conscientious  ser- 
vice." Mr.  Bone  has  been  in  Mr.  Coutant's  employ  for 
twenty-two  years  and  Mr.  Carter  for  twelve  years.  The 
business  is  estimated  to  be  worth  $60,000.  The  will  pro- 
vides that  the  testator's  sister  Sarah  shall  receive  the  income 
from  the  property  occupied  by  the  drug-store  during  her 
lifetime,  and  at  her  death  the  title  to  the  property  shall 
revert  to  Bone  and  Carter.  Another  sister  shall  receive  the 
income  from  property  at  Larchmont,  and  at  her  death  the 
property  shall  pass  to  Mr.  Bone  in  consideration  of  his 
"  additional  years  of  service."

Inquiries  regarding 
any  articles  which  cannot  be  traced  in  this  manner  are  in- 
serted under  "  Information  Wanted." 


How  to  Defeat  Clause  2. 

Sir, — I  should  be  glad  if  you  would  allow  me  through 
your  journal  to  appeal  to  all  chemists  in  agricultural  dis- 
tricts to  oppose  Clause  2  of  the  Government  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.  The  question  is  a  serious  one  for  us, 
especially  when  we  realise  our  isolation,  how  little  we  know 
of  each  other,  and  the  many  things  that  tend  to  separate 
us,  such  as  trade  jealousy. 

Clause  2  is  undoubtedly  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge  that 
will  ultimately  end  in  free  trade  in  poisons.  At  present 
we  have  the  exclusive  right  to  the  sale  by  retail  of  all 
scheduled  poisons,  whether  it  be  in  pennyworths  or  more, 
but  for  how  long  ?  Perhaps  Clause  2  may  be  the  means  of 
uniting  into  one  solid  cable  the  different  strands  of  thread. 

We  have  an  excellent  illustration  in  the  opposition  of 
"The  Trade"  to  the  Licensing  Bill.  Can  chemists  com- 
bine !  Can  chemists  fight,  and  win  the  battle  ?  I  say 
"  Yes,  certainly,"  and  I  believe  the  history  of  the  past  cen- 
tury furnisher  one  example.  Let  a  few  chemists  in  each 
county  join  together  and  get  an  energetic  secretary.  Take 
a  map  of  the  county  and  mark  every  town  with  chemists' 
shops  in  red  ink,  accompany  this  with  a  schedule  giving 
the  number  of  chemists'  shops  in  each  town  and  the  number 
of  farmers  in  the  surrounding  district  (according  to  Kelly's 
County  Directory),  and  the  distance  of  the  surrounding 
villages  from  the  town. 

Then  write  to  your  county  M.P.s  showing  that  there  is 
already  ample  provision  of  chemists'  shops  within  easy 
distance,  where  sheep-dip,  etc.,  may  be  purchased,  and  ask 
them  to  oppose  this  particular  clause. 

If  the  opposition  fails  before  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
two  Houses  of  Parliament,  let  us  try  again  when  the  Bill 
reaches  the  House  of  Commons.

A  Case  for  Individual  Action. 

Sir,— Is  it  possible  that  the  qualified  chemists  of  this 
country  are  going  to  let  a  Government  create  a  retailer  of 
poisons  without  the  necessary  examinations,  and  so  filch 
away  what  has  cost  them  both  time  and  money,  without 
appealing  to  their  members  of  Parliament  ? 
_  We  now  know  that  a  Committee  has  been  formed  to  con 
aider  the  question,  and  it  is  time  each  chemist  stirred  himself 
in  the  matter.  The  prosperous  chemist  and  those  who  do 
not  look  into  the  future  will  say,  "  Too  busy,"  or  "  Can't  be 
bothered."  Let  them,  however,  consider  that,  should 
Clause  2  of  the  Government  Bill  be  passed,  in  ten  or  fifteen 
years'  time  chemists  will  not  be  wanted ;  every  little 
huckster's  shop  will  be  selling  packed  poisons.  Another 
great  opening  for  the  chemist  Is  for  him  to  write  and  say, 
"  I  shall  want  compensation  if  a  licensed  individual  can 
sell  poisons,  like  myself,  without  spending  any  time  or 
money  in  qualifying  to  do  so."  That  is  the  sort  of  thing 
that  any  Government  is  going  to  think  twice  about  before 
doing.  Chemists,  do  not  leave  this  writing  to  your  Asso- 
ciation to  do.  Do  it  yourselves,  and  do  it  now.  Personally, 
I  am  writing  to  both  M.P.s  and  also  the  Chairman  of  the 


Committee  appointed ;  but,  chemists,  do  for  goodness'  sa 
buck  up.

"In  trie  Matter  of  Titles." 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  interest  your  timely  article  und 
this  heading,  for  I  feel  convinced  that  either  chemiij 
generally  have  not  realised  the  full  effect  of  Clause  5  of  t 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  for  amending  the  Pharma! 
Acts,  or  that  the  many  futile  efforts  of  the  Society  to  secu 
legislation  have  caused  indifference  to  what  it  may  or  may  n 
propose.  Such  indifference,  however,  may  easily  be  fatal 
important  interests. 

Upon  first  reading,  Clause  5  appears  perhaps  acceptable 
a  logical  method  of  protecting  titles,  but  upon  closer  co| 
sideration  it  is  quite  obvious  that  it  would  materially  affe 
the  legitimate  trading  interests  of  a  very  large  number 
registered  persons.  Mr.  Hills  has  calculated  that  no  le ■ 
than  30  per  cent,  of  the  businesses  in  London  would  1 
affected  by  it.  Like  yourself,  I  have  not  been  able  to  che<' 
this  statement  fully,  but  I  have  gone  through  the  names  c 
the  chemists  in  business  in  one  place,  where  a  particular 
high  standard  of  pharmacy  has  always  been  maintained,  an 
I  find  that  in  this  place  it  would  affect  more  than  30  per  cen 
of  the  chemists.  You  raise  the  question  as  to  whether  tl 
clause  prohibits  such  a  style  as  :

(J.  Jones  and  J.  Smith), 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 
I  think  there  can  be  .little  doubt  that  it  does  prohibit  sue 
style,  and  to  do  so  would  appear  to  be  the  object  of  tho: 
who  drafted  the  clause,  which  provides  that — 

it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  pharmaceutical  chemist  ( 

chemist  and  druggist  to  use  or  exhibit  any  sign  or  tit; 

implying  qualification  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  in  conne 

tion  with  any  name  other  than  his  own. 
A  great  deal  has  been  said  as  to  consistency,  but  it 
perfectly  clear  that  there  is  a  distinction  between  business* 
owned    by    unqualified    persons    and    businesses  ownej 
by  qualified  persons,   by  whatever  name  they  may  b 
known.    Undoubtedly  the  title  is  personal  and  inalienable 
but  that  need  not  prevent  the  possessor  using  it  in  associatio 
with  a  firm  name,  provided  that  his  partners,  if  he  has  any 
are  also  qualified  persons.    Professional  work  is  necessaril; 
of  a  personal  nature,  and  in  the  higher  ranks  is  strictl; 
treated  as  such.    Thus  a  barrister  or  consulting  physiciai 
cannot  sell  his  practice,  it  being  recognised  that  there  is  ni 
transferable  goodwill  in  such  practice,  which  is  essentiall; 
of  a  personal  nature.   In  other  cases,  however,  such  as  thus' 
of  solicitors  and  chartered  accountants,  the  position  is  some 
what  different,  as  the  goodwill  can  be,  and  often  is,  trans 
ferred.    Moreover,  both  these  classes  of  professional  mei 
use  firm  names.    It  is  quite  common  to  see 
Brown  &  Smith,  Soiicitoes 
T.  Smith 
T.  Jones 

or 

Robinson,  Thompson  &  Co.,  Chartered  Accountants 
W.  Robinson,  C.A. 
J.  T.  Thompson,  C.A. 
In  spite  of  this  there  is  little  practical  difficulty  in  protect- 
ing the  titles  of  "solicitor"  and  "chartered  accountant, 
and  there  is  certainly  no  need  for  chemists  voluntarily  tc 
sacrifice  a  privilege  which  is  used  by  more  purely  pro- 
fessional practitioners.  Even  with  regard  to  the  "  Widows 
Clause  "  (which  may  perhaps  require  amendment)  there  is  an 
interesting  partial  parallel  in  the  case  of  solicitors,  for  it  has 
been  decided  that  the  grant  of  half  profits  to  the  solicitor's 
mother  in  consideration  of  the  solicitor  continuing  to-carry 
on  his  father's  business  (the  goodwill  of  which  had  been  left 
to  her)  is  not  an  unlawful  partnership  between  a  solicitor  and 
an  unqualified  person.  Again,  the  Notaries  Act,  which 
forbids  a  notary  to  act  as  on  behalf  of  an  unqualified  person, 
expressly  authorises  an  allowance  out  of  a  deceased  notary  s 
business  to  be  settled  on  his  family  and  to  be  paid  by  his  sur- 
viving partner. 

With  regard  to  limited  companies,  while  it  is  obvious  that 
where  they  consist  of  and  are  conducted  by  unqualified 
persons  they  are  not  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  title,  it  might 
be  conceded  that  where  the  whole  of  the  directors  are  regis- 
tered persons  the  company  should  be  allowed  to  be  described 
as  "chemists."

The  crave  of  the 
ublic  for  quantity  and  disregard  for  quality  has  a  great 
eal  to  do  with  the  effect  of  this  preparation.

Sir, — Dr.  Balmanno  Squire  directs  attention  to  the  fact 
lat  compound  liquorice  powder  is  unsuitable  for  persons 
meted  with  diabetes,  obesity,  gout,  and  other  com- 
laints ;  and  suggests  the  substitution  of  sugar  by 
lanched  almonds  and  gum  acacia.  I  fail  to  see  how  this 
impound  of  ingredients  could  be  reduced  to  a  fine 
owder.  I  would  humbly  suggest,  if  desirable  to  omit 
le  sugar  (not  the  liquorice),  very  finely  ground  oatmeal 
weetened  with  saccharin,  the  proportions  of  the  article 
jmaining  the  same  as  hitherto.

East  Indian  Sandalwood  Oil. 

"Sir, — As  the  first  batch  of  sandalwood  oil  distilled  in 
rreat  Britain  was  drawn  in  the  distillery  at  Cowper  Street 
lore  than  sixty  years  ago,  and  ever  since  the  oil  has  been 
ne  of  our  manufactures,  the  subject  has  more  than  ordi- 
ary  interest  for  us.  We  note  with  pleasure  the  articles  by 
lessrs.  Parry  and  Bennett,  and  are  quite  in  agreement  with 
lem  in  their  desire  to  prevent  any  modification  of  the 
harmacopceial  standards  for  sandalwood  oil. 

Our  experience  is  that  the  physical  constants  of  normal 
andalwood  oil  vary  only  between  narrow  limits,  and,  in 
upport  of  this,  we  submit  figures  as  practically  represent- 
ig  the  total  output  of  our  stills,  which  are  working  day 
nd  night  all  the  year  round  on  East  Indian  sandalwood, 
t  is  true  that  during  1905  we  had  some  wood  which  yielded 
ils  slightly  outside  the  pharmacopoeia!  limits,  but  when 
lese  parcels  were  disposed  of  we  ceased  to  have  further 
rouble.  The  distillation  of  sandalwood  is  a  long  and  costly 
rocess  if  the  oil  produced  is  to  be  of  the  finest  quality, 
itisfying  alike  the  perfumer  and  the  prescriber.  Attempts 
3  effect  economy  in  this  direction  have  hitherto  resulted 
i  loss  of  aroma  and  alteration  in  the  physical  constants 
f  the  resultant  oil  (see  samples  marked  *  in  1905). 

It  would  be  interesting  to  learn  whether  the  spike  disease, 
rom  which  the  sandalwood  trees  were  suffering,  has  had 
ndirectly  any  effect  upon  the  wood  sold  by  the  Indian 
lovernment,  as  it  is  understood  that  all  infected  trees, 
lature  or  immature,  were  uprooted.  Was  the  wood  burnt 
here  and  then,  or  was  it  put  on  the  market,  and,  if  the  latter, 
lay  not  some  of  this  wood  be  yielding  an  abnormal  oil  ? 
''rom  the  manufacturer's  point  of  view,  owing  not  only  to 
he  high  cost  of  production,  but  also  to  the  extremely  keen 
ompetition  of  the  present  day,  the  profit  on  pure  sandal- 
rood  oil  has  almost  reached  a  vanishing  point.

IWith  this  letter  Messrs.  Allen  send  to  us  the  specific  gravity, 
-lcohol-solubility.  and  optical  rotation  factors  for  oils  dis- 
illed  in  1905-7,  altogether  173  samples,  and  wi  th  the  excep- 
lon  of  five  samples  all  the  factors — that  is,  168 — accord  with 
he  Pharmacopoeia  limits.  The  five  abnormal  samples  are 
he  result  of  experiment  with  wood  which  yielded  normal  oils 
,nth  Messrs.  Allen's  usual  method  of  distillation.  Samples 
>f  wood  and  oil  have  been  submitted  to  us. — Editor.] 

:  Sir, — Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  in  his  recent  contribution  to  the 
ontroversy  on  the  subject  of  the  so-called  physical  "  con- 
tents" for  East  Indian  sandalwood  oil,  has  not,  in  our 
>pinion,  advanced  the  subject  farther  or  adduced  a  particle 
)f  evidence  to  support  his  case.  The  points  in  contention 
nay  be  briefly  summarised  as  follows  : 

On  one  side  we  have  two  English  distillers— Messrs. 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb  ("  Evans'  Analytical  Notes," 


1906,  27  ;  1907,  40)  and  ourselves  (C.  &  D.,  1907,  71,  448) — 
who  have  found,  in  the  course  of  working  on  large  quan- 
tities of  high-grade  East  Indian  sandalwood,  that  oils  ere 
obtained  which  frequently  do  not  respond  to  the  official 
requirements,  notably  as  concerns  the  optical  rotation. 
Similar  results  have  recently  been  obtained  in  America  by 
Drs.  A.  R.  S.  Dohme  and  H.  Engelhardt  ("  Amer.  J. 
Pharm.,"  1908.  80,  51)  fully  confirming  these  results. 

On  the  other  side,  we  have  Messrs.  Schimmel  &  Co.  and 
Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  supporting  the  official  limits  of  rotation 
and  other  physical  tests,  which  are  virtually  the  standards 
proposed  by  the  first-named  firm. 

All  are  agreed  that  the  santalol  content  for  the  genuine 
oil  should  not  fall  below  90  per  cent.  It  is  also  agreed  that 
the  oil  should  represent  the  whole  bulk  of  the  distillation, 
and  not  any  separate  fractions. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  official  standards  are  supported 
by  one  large  distiller,  to  whom  they  are  originally  due, 
and  one  practising  analyst.  Messrs.  SchimmePs  position 
is  perfectly  logical  and  scientifically  accurate,  in  so  far  as 
it  applies  to  oils  of  their  own  production,  under  special 
conditions.  It  may,  however,  be  noted  here  that  although 
in  their  "Annual  Report,"  October  1893,  p.  38,  they  state 
that  "pure  sandalwood  oil  should  have  the  specific  gravity 
not  below  0.975  at  15°  C. ;  optical  rotation  -17°  to  -19°; 
solubility  in  alcohol  70  per  cent.  1  in  5  at  20°  C,"  ;  and  that 
these  figures  are  emphatically  reiterated  in  their  subsequent 
Reports  (April  1896,  p.  55,  April  1907,  p.  36,  and  elsewhere), 
yet  in  a  Report  of  November  1,  1905,  p.  65,  they  state  that 
they  have  recently  distilled  a  large  parcel  of  sandalwood 
the  oil  of  which  showed  a  rotation  of  -16.30°.  Consequently 
one  of  the  "constants"  begins  to  wobble. 

Mr.  Parry's  position  does  not  appear  to  be  nearly  so 
logical.  He  bases  his  acceptance  of  the  official  standards 
solely  on  the  result  of  analytical  figures  furnished  by  "  the 
many  hundreds  of  samples  which  have  passed  through  his 
hands."  It  is  obvious  that  he  can  know  little  or  nothing 
of  the  conditions  under  which  the  majority  of  these  samples 
have  been  distilled,  yet  it  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that 
the  conditions  of  distillation  may  materially  affect  the 
physical  characters  of  the  oil.  It  is  also  probable  that  a 
large  percentage  of  the  oils  submitted  to  him  have  already 
been  sold  under  the  official  standards,  which  he  is  called  on 
merely  to  verify.  This  is  the  more  probable  since  those 
oils  of  lower  rotations  find  other  markets  where  this  par- 
ticular standard  is  not  accepted  as  a  test  of  purity.  He 
also  admits  having  met  with  "about  half-a-dozen  or  so 
samples,  distilled  by  firms  of  the  highest  repute,"  which 
do  not  possess  his  cherished  characters.  These  he  is  pleased 
to  class  as  "abnormal"  oils.  If  these  "abnormal"  oils 
were  submitted  to  Mr.  Parry  for  analysis  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business  he  would  be  constrained,  if  logical,  to 
condemn  them  as  impure.  He  then  proceeds  to  suggest  that 
these  "abnormal"  oils  should  be  bulked  off  with  some 
"normal"  distillates  so  as  to  enable  the  mixture  to  pass 
his  arbitrary  standards.  Truly,  this  is  an  extraordinary 
suggestion  to  emanate  from  such  an  authority — from  one 
who  fears  that  the  widening  of  the  standards  so  as  to  include 
undoubtedly  genuine  oil  would  open  the  way  for  mal- 
practices. 

Mr.  Parry's  further  remarks  seem  to  indicate  that  he  is 
not  familiar  with  the  distillation  of  sandalwood  on  the 
large  scale.  He  infers  that  by  more  thorough  exhaustion, 
or  more  complete  bulking,  the  product  would  be  more  likely 
to  pass  the  required  tests.  He  appears  not  to  be  aware  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  precisely  these  first  and  last  runnings  which 
are,  from  their  divergent  rotation  or  greater  solubility,  the 
fons  et  origo  mail,  and  that  instead  of  helping  to  bring  the  oil 
in  closer  accord  with  his  standards  they  will  probably  cause 
a  greater  deviation  therefrom.  The  final  sentence  in  his 
communication,  with  the  obvious  red  herring  of  "rotten 
wood  "  of  which  he  has  been  "  credibly  informed,"  need  not 
be  seriously  discussed,  since  hearsay  reports  are  neither 
evidence  nor  scientific  facts.  Moreover,  the  figures  we  have 
published  have  been  obtained  with  high-grade  logs,  such  as 
"  Jugpokal,"  "  Bagaradad,"  "  Miliva,"  "  Miliva-Chilta," 
and  other  well-known  brands,  and  we  do  not  refer  to  wood 
which  has  been  sold  "  during  the  last  year  or  so."  In  con- 
clusion, we  protest  against  the  application  of  the  term 
"abnormal"  to  these  oils  merely  because  they  do  not  pass 
the  arbitrary  standards  with  no  scientific  basis.  The  adjec- 
tive should  rather  be  applied  to  the  standards  themselves. 
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If  we  are  to  have  physical  standards,  they  should  be  based 
on  the  observed  results  of  the  majority  of  distillers,  in  con- 
junction with  analytical  chemists,  and  not  on  observations 
made  only  in  the  course  of  analytical  practice.

Sir, — We  have  read  with  interest  the  paper  on  this  subject 
by  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  in  your  issue  of  March  28,  and  while 
agreeing  in  the  main  with  the  statements  made,  we  take 
exception  to  the  suggestion  that  the  slight  abnormality  of 
oils  distilled  by  firms  of  repute  is  due  to  the  use  by  them 
of  very  old,  and  sometimes  rotten,  wood.  Working  upon 
raw  material  of  high  quality,  our  long  experience  in  the 
production  of  this  oil  enables  us  to  speak  with  some 
authority  upon  the  subject.  Tabulated  figures  obtained 
from  our  distillations  during  the  past  three  years  show  that 
the  optical  rotation  of  an  appreciable  proportion  falls  below 
the  official  limit  :

14-  15°  16 

15-  16°   6

Above  20°    4 

Correctly  applied,  the  official  requirement  for  solubility 
is  reasonable,  and  most  oils  will  pass  a  more  stringent  test; 
but  we  would  again  emphasise  the  fact  that  some  genuine 
oils,  old  or  otherwise,  will  not  dissolve  perfectly  in  the 
proportions  given  at  15°  C.  or  below. 

We  have,  in  the  winter  time,  experienced  some  annoyance 
on  two  occasions  by  the  calling  into  question  of  samples  of 
our  oil  which,  although  distinctly  turbid  with  70-per-cent. 
spirit  at  prevailing  atmospheric  temperatures,  dissolved 
perfectly  at  about  20°  C.  Naturally,  we  should  be  among 
the  last  to  advocate  such  extension  of  the  official  limits  as 
would  admit  heavier  adulteration  than  is  now  possible, 
but  surely  it  is  somewhat  anomalous  that  it  should  be  neces- 
sary to  bulk  or  doctor  high-grade  products  to  force  them 
into  certain  almost  arbitrary  limits.  Furthermore,  a  manu- 
facturer has  not  always  a  stock  with  a  rotation  of -18°  at 
his  command. 

Judging  by  the  price  at  which  some  parcels  are  offered,  the 
adulteration  of  sandalwood  oil  is  common.  Its  manufac- 
ture under  present  conditions  is  certainly  not  profitable. 
Modem  adulterants  are  difficult  to  detect  by  either  the 
rotation  or  the  solubility  test,  and  these  are  gradually  being 
held  in  less  repute  than  purely  chemical  methods.  As  much 
scientific  skill  is  expended  in  the  adjustment  of  cheap 
admixtures  to  pass  published  figures,  it  thus  comes  about 
that  while  some  oils  which  are  too  cheap  to  be  pure  are 
passed  as  genuine,  others  in  which  the  manufacture  is  care- 
fully controlled  from  the  log  to  the  labelled  bottle  are  said 
to  be  questionable  upon  mere  superficialities.  There  are 
several  English  and  Continental  distillers  whose  labels  are 
guarantees  of  purity,  and  whose  products  may  be  trusted  in 
spite  of  slight  variations  in  rotatory  power  or  solubility. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  cleverly  adulterated  sample  backe) 
up  by  an  analytical  report  is  often  preferred  because  of  its 
lower  price. 

After  all  has  been  said,  the  aroma  may  often  be  relied 
upon  to  select  the  best  from  a  number  of  samples  all  of 
which  may  naturally,  or  by  judicious  blending,  be  found  to 
pass  the  requirements  of  the  analyst.

Gcle  (145/66).— (1)  Pigeon-reviver.— The  sample  you  senc 
yields  only  negative  results  to  our  examination.   As  you 
observed,  "the  liquid  is  tasteless  and  odourless.    We  can  get 
no  evidence  of  alkaloids  or  metallic  salts  as  you  suggest. 
(2)  Preservatives. — The  report  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  1901  recom- 
mended that  it  be  made  an  offence  to  add  colouring  or  pre- 
servatives to  milk,  but  in  the  case  of  butter,  boron-preserva- 
tives not  exceeding  0.5  per  cent,  were  recommended  as  1 
allowable.     As  this  report  is  often  cited  as  evidence  in  1 
prosecutions  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  you  will , 
see  that  a  vendor  of  milk  containing  any  preservative  would 
never  be  "  safe."

Milk-fever  Treatment. — Schmidt's  treatment  consists  in 
injecting  a  solution  of  potassium  iodide  into  the  udder.  Half 
an  ounce  of  potassium  iodide  is  dissolved  in  24  oz.  of  warm 
water  and  is  injected  up  the  four  teats,  dividing  the  whole 
quantity  equally  between  the  quarters.

A  convenient  quantity  _  for  retail ing  is 
chinosol  2  dr.,  water  6  oz.,  with  instructions  to  mixwith  !

American")  a  bath  made  of  ammonium  sulphocyanide  and 
odium  sulphide  for  producing  purple  tones  on  bromide 


irints.    The  formulae  are  : 

A.  Ammonium  sulphocyanide        ...  8  oz. 
Water  to    16  oz. 

B.  Sodium  sulphide    g  oz. 

Water  to    3  oz. 

For  use  take  solution  A   1  oz. 

Water    3  oz. 

Solution  B   1  dr. 

Mix  just  before  use. 


The  bromide  prints  are  fixed,  washed,  and  dried  as  usual. 
?hey  are  then  immersed  in  the  toning-bath,  where  they 
ssume  first  a  purple  and  afterwards  a  sepia  colour. 

Dextrine  Mountant. 

In  the  "  Annual  of  Photography  "  Mr.  H.  F.  Raess  gives 
he  following  formula  for  a  dextrine  mountant,  which  forms 
,  pure  white  paste ;  and,  judging  by  the  assurance  of  the 
.uthor  in  telling  his  readers  to  "keep  it  twelve  months 
ionger,"  should  be  a  great  improvement  on  ordinary  moun- 
ants.    The  formula  is  : 

Water    5  oz. 

White  dextrine    5  oz. 

Borax    45  grains 

Alcohol    2  oz. 

Oil  of  cassia   6  drops 

!  The  oil  is  dissolved  in  the  alcohol  and  the  solution  is 
rubbed  in  a  mortar  with"  the  dextrine.  The  water  is  then 
idded,  and  the  whole  heated,  with  constant  stirring,  on  a 
water-bath  until  quite  clear.  It  is  then  strained  through 
:heese-cloth  into  jars.  When  this  paste  has  been  kept  about 
i  fortnight  it  begins  to  whiten,  and  in  a  month  is  quite 
'  ripe  "  and  ready  for  use. 

Ozobrome. 

In  an  article  on  this  fascinating  printing-process  (in 
''Photography")  Mr.  A.  H.  Blake"  says  that  when  it  is 
required  to  make  any  effort  at  controlling  the  result  by 
freans  of  the  brush  it  is  always  better  to  work  the  non- 
transfer  process.  He  finds  that  the  lightest  touch  of  the 
brush  on  a  transferred  print  will  occasionally  cause  it  to 
peel  off  and  ruin  the  print.  With  reference  to  the  alum, 
, which  it  is  directed  should  be  added  to  the  pigmenting- 
bath,  Mr.  Blake  finds  that  its  action  does  not  last  very 
long,  and  if  the  bath  is  in  use  for  more  than  about  two 
hours  more  alum  should  be  added.  The  correct  time  at 
which  to  commence  work  with  the  brush  is  at  that  stage 
|Vvhen  all  the  superfluous  pigment  has  been  washed  off  and 
the  print  is  as  perfect  a  "  straight  "  print  as  can  be  obtained 
from  the  negative.  It  is  also  recommended  that  before 
using  the  brush  the  print  should  be  lifted  out  of  the  de- 
veloping-tank  on  a  piece  of  glass  and  transferred  to  a 
shallow  dish  of  warm  water,  in  which  it  is  far  easier  to 
ljudge  the  effect  of  the  brush-work  than  in  the  pigment- 
loaded  developing-water.  These  may  be  only  trifles,  but 
they  are  the  trifles  which  go  to  make  perfection. 

Separate  Development. 

A  Good  Deal  has  been  heard  lately  about  separate  develop- 
ment— i.e.,  development  by  soaking  the  plate  first  in  the  solu- 
tion containing  the  reducer  and  then  in  the  alkaline  solution. 
The  originator  of  the  process  is  Herr  Paul  von  Joanovich, 
Buda-Pestj  and  his  developer  is  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  formula  : 

(1)  - 

Metol    5  grams 

Hydrokinone    5  grams 

Sodium  sulphite    100  grams 

Water   1,000  c  c. 

(2)  . 

Potassium  carbonate    100  grams 

Water   1,000  cc. 

Two  tanks  are  used  :  one  is  filled  with  No.  1,  the  other  with 
No.  2.  The  plates  (which  may  be  developed  twelve  at  a 
time)  are  placed  in  a  metal  rack,  immersed  in  the  No.  1 


tank,  moved  up  and  down  a  few  times  in  order  to  dislodge 
air-bells,  and  are  left  for  thirty  seconds.  The  rack  is  then 
removed  and  placed  in  the  potash  solution  for  another 
thirty  seconds.  The  plates  are  then  rinsed  and  fixed.  It  is 
thus  possible  to  develop  twelve  plates  in  one  minute. 
Although  I  have  not  given  the  process  a  trial,  several  photo- 
graphers of  my  acquaintance  have  done  so,  and  generally 
with  success.  The  great  advantage  of  the  process,  next  to 
the  speed  with  which  negatives  can  be  turned  out,  is  its  low 
cost.  As  the  alkali  never  comes  in  contact  with  the  organic 
reducing-agent,  the  latter  (and  more  costly)  solution  may 
be  used  almost  for  an  indefinite  time.  The  alkali-solution, 
owing  to  the  small  quantities  of  reducer  which  is  carried 
over  into  it,  becomes  discoloured,  and  requires  renewing 
after  every  four  or  five  dozen  plates.  Another  advantage 
of  the  process  is  that  the  production  of  fog  or  harsh  nega- 
tives is  next  to  impossible,  as  the  development  is  directly 
controlled  by  the  amount  of  reducible  silver  present  in  the 
film.  When  the  plates  are  immersed  in  the  No.  2  bath  the 
action  goes  on  just  so  long  as  there  is  any  reducing-agent  left 
in  the  film,  and  then  stops ;  consequently  over-development 
cannot  take  place.  If  on  more  extensive  trial  the  process 
proves  to  do  all  that  is  claimed  for  it,  some  of  our  ideas  as 
to  the  nature  and  methods  of  development  will  be  rather 
shaken,  to  say  nothing  of  the  revolution  it  will  cause  in  the 
modus  operandi  of  negative-making.  If,  however,  this 
method  of  development  will  bring  out  all  there  is  to  be  had 
on  a  plate  (although  this  is  hardly  what  the  pictorial  worker 
aims  at)  the  "  noble  army  of  martyrs"  who  develop  plates 
for  amateur  customers  will  have  cause  to  bless  the  name  of 
Herr  Konig-Ungar  Sektionsrat  Paul  von  Joanovich — that 
is,  if  they  are  able  to  pronounce  it.

This  striking  display  was  made  recently  by  Mr.  D.  S.. 
Priestley,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bradford.  It  formed  a. 
very  attractive  and  profitable  exhibition,  and  it  is  aa 
example  of  the  utility  of  displaying  a  single  article  at  a. 
time.    Mr.  Priestley  describes  his  method  thus  : 

The  circle  is  an  ordinary  wooden  hoop  wrapped  ban- 
dage-wise with  strips  of  crimson  paper ;  the  cartons  are 
fastened  on  with  drawing-pins  through  the  bottom  flap 
before  being  folded  ;  card  "  Cash  Price,  Is.  per  bottle,"  is 
suspended  in  centre  of  hoop  by  string,  and  the  whole  hangs- 
from  the  top  of  enclosure  on  crimson  twine.  Hanging  from' 
the  top  of  the  window,  tied  up  with  heliotrope  ribbons,  are- 
the  words  "  Pine  Tree  Lung  Balsam  "  cut  out  of  stiff  board1 
and  painted  crimson.  The  showcard  in  the  centre  will 
doubtless  be  recognised  by  many  C.  &  D.  readers,  the  design: 
being  taken  from  the  columns  of  the  C.  &  D.  some  months- 
ago,  and  reproduced  for  me  by  a  local  signwriter.  The> 
two  large  cards  standing  on  the  window  bottom  were- 
printed  by  myself  with  easy  sign-markers.  The  one  imme- 
diately under  the  circle  reads:  "  Have  you  a  good  shilling 
and  a  bad  cough  ?  Buy  a  bottle  of  Priestley's  Pine  Tree- 
Lung  Balsam  and  be  rid  of  both.  Be  sure  to  get 
Priestley's."  The  one  to  the  right  reads :  "  Priestley's- 
Pine  Tree  Lung  Balsam — This  is  not  merely  a  lozenge,  made 
with  sugar  and  flavoured  with  a  pine-tree  essence — it  %»• 
the  very  essence,  itself — there  is  not  anything  like  it  nor  so- 
good— but  it  must  be  Priestley's,  Is.  per  bottle."  To  the- 
left  of  the  hanging  circle  is  a  small  bushy  tree  about  2£-ft.

"  Koph  Kewer  "  appear,  cartons  being  used  to  form  the- 
letters.  This  proved  to  be  a  source  of  never-ending  delight 
to  passing  school-children,  who  doubtless  carried  home  "  the- 
tale."  On  the  edges  of  the  shelves  are  narrow  cards  printed* 
(black  on  white)  with  a  sign-marker,  and  mounted  on  red! 
boards.  The  large  pottle  is  filled  with  a  solution  of  sacch- 
ust.  and  S.V.M.,  capped  with  French  gut  and  labelled:. 
The  rest  of  the  window  is  filled  in  with  empty  cartons,  which 
are  white,  printed  green  ink.
